fiil ecntiomy for the puipobc it is to bcrvt , <ind displays an 
elegance and beauty beyond the utmost stretch of urU

. Wh® a iTiotJsand years ago would have imagined it pos- 
sible to distinguish myriads of living creatures in a sintcle 
drop of water? or tV.at the purple tide of lif*, and even the 
gLbules of the blood, should be seen distinctly rolling 
through veins and arteries smaller than the finest hair ? 
that not only the exterior form but even the internal struc- 
ture of tl»e intestines and the motion of the fluids sl.ould be 
rendered objects of sight ^ or that numberless species of 
creatures s!>otjld be made visible, though so minute, that a 
milliun of tliein is less than a grain of sand. 

The justly celebrated Mr. Iloylc in bis diseonrso upon the 
usefulness of expeiirnental philosophy, stated that his wonder 
dwelt not so much upon Nature’s elocks as upon her watches ; 
and indeed, on comparing the structure of a mite with iliat 
of an elephant, are bound to concur in the same opinion. 
For the mite has more bn hs than f .e elepliant; /;.ic!i of 
which is furnished with a .••ries, veins, muscles, tendons 
and bones, ft lias eyes, u mouth, and a )>roboscis too, to 
take in its food. It h.as a heart to propel the circulation of 
its blood, and a supply of nervous energy to every part of its 
body. May not this be truly called one of the wonderfbl 
works ot the Almighty Creator, when it is well known that 
the point of a neeoie applied to the skin of the human body 
touenes artery, vein, nerve and absorbent. How extraordi- 
narily slender then must be the circulating systems of the 
minute objects of animated nature. 

Let us look back and consider as far merely as our pow- 
ers can reach the excessive diminutiveness of all these ; 
and if we find them so surprising, what shall we say or think 
of those many species of animalcules to which a mite itself 
is by comparison an elephant! 

Our knowledge of the microscopic world is at present 
very contracted, but we know enough to give us a high 
conception of its concealed wonder, and to fill us with pro- 
found astonishment at the infinite variety of forms that are 
made recipient to life. 

It is more than probable that this instrument will lead to 
many important discoveries in natural science — discoveries 
too replete with instruction, utility, and amusement. 

A few of the inliabitants of this world have been discov- 
ered ; the figure and apparent habits of life of which re- 
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semble so little those with which we are more acquainted^ 
that it is often difficult to find terms to express what is 
presented to the eye. 

It is also highly probable that there are many gradationi 
of existence far below the minutest of those which wq eh« 
serve with the Microscope.

It is from the Entomological world that the most wonder- 
ful and curious objects are procured for illustration with the 
Oxy-Hydrogen Microscope, and the most interesting state 
perhaps is that of the Jarv^je. All insects, except tlie 
Homotennes of Cuvier, (the Ametabola of Leech,) undergo 
several changes or transfigurations before they arrive at the 
perfect or imago state, when they are only able to propa^te 
tlieir species. 

The first state is that of the egg ; 2 J, the larva*, grub or 
caterpiller, &c ; 3d, the pupa chrysalis or nymph ; and 
4th, the imago or perfect insect. * 

In most instances the larvoe arc totally unlike the perfect 
insect, not only as to form and appearance, but also in their 
economy, manner of taking their food ; and also as to the 
quality of that food. 

As some of the aquatic larvoe are the most remarkable, 
we will commence our companioa to the Oxy-Ilydrogcn 
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Microscope with an account of the larvoQ of the 

CULIDES ; . , 

a ^onus of insects belonging to the order Diptera, con- 
taining a great many species : one of which is well known 
in this country— the Culex Anniiloso or Mosquito and ihe 
Gnat in England. 

They have uiembranous wings, elongated body, and mount- 
ed upon long logs, or as it were sustained upon stills ; and 
are armed witli a curious apparatus for the j)urposo of 
taking their food. 

They arc justly regarded as a pest, for ihc^ follow us into 
all our haunts, intrude into our most secret retirements, as- 
sail us in the city and in the counliy, in our houses and our 
iiedds, in the sun and in the shade; nay, they ])\irsiui us to 
our pillows, and cither ke* us awake by their incessant 
endeavours to fix themselvi upon our face or some “uncov- 
ered part of our body; or iJ' in spite of them we fall asleep, 
they awaken ns by the act‘lc pain which attends the inscr- 
^ tion of their lancets ; attacking w ith most vividity the softer 
sex, and trying their tempers by disfiguring their bcauty.- 

Thc larvee of th.e Culides live in water, and are seen in 
great abundance in that element at all time s in India. They 
differ greatly in appearance in different species. Some arc 
opaque, others diaphanous. That cjf llie Corc.thra Ciys- 
tallina (Tipula Degeer) is so beautifully transparent as to 
resemble a piece of crystal, and scarcely to be (Jistiiiguislied 
from ti e element in which it lives. 

This species has a kind of sharp horn or claw which ter- 
minates the body anteriorly. 

In one instance the bead can be retracted within the first 
segment of the body. Tlic Tipula Replica la (Dcgecr) affects 
this 80 completely that the anterior margin of that segment 
closes the orifice so that the animal appears to have no head. 
Tliese larvoi usually remain at the suiface of the water in an 
inverted position, tlie head being downwards. 

They respire the air through the aperture of a funncl-like 
apparatus whicli ttirininates their body. They are very live- 
ly ; and when the sligiitcst impression is made upon the 
water they dive or swim, but return almost immediately to 
resume their original position. 

Their body is without feet and of various lints of a greenish 
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or grry hue, pelhiced and composed of three parts, tisu. 
^licacl, corslet, and abdomen. 

The head is detached from the corslet and holds to it by 
a sort of neck. It diflera in colour from the rc»t, is of a 
cord iCorm shape, depressed ; and on each side there is a 
blackish speck wluch hos the appearance of eyes. 

There is aUo in sonic species siiort anU'tiriie of one articii- 
Jation, ciirvid like anarch wt»h two aigretts of hairs, one on 
the extciiorsidc and the other at its extremity. 

>\ round the mouth aie small barbies furnished with hairs, 
whi' h the lar\(c causes to play with quickness, a motion that 
produces little Ciirn nl-*, by means of which ni croseopio in- 
sects, little plants and terrane bodies arc carried towards its 
mouth and become its food. 

The tran:*parence of the skin even permits us to di-eover 
by means of the trig^ntic powers of the Oxy-Hydrogeri Mi- 
croscojie the two trachm, which repair thither alter having 
traversed the entire length of the body. 

The elementary canal, with its contents and the circula- 
lion of I he blood, are tjuilc pererplihle. 

These wonders of nature in all their various forms are 
magnified lothe lerij^th of an alligator, displaying the handy 
work of ;»n All-wi.-se Ooalor, and striking the be)jolder with 
astonishment and dtdigi t. 

Jn Imlia the number of species hitherto unknown will 
probably be very great, and therefore ibis superb instrument 
will lead to imjjorfas.t discoveries in natural science, and 
luav bring under the obseivance of the n ituralist, forms of 
existence and economy in animated nature dilTercnt from 
aiiv thing hitlierio known. 

This pretty lidle insect, when the time arrives for its last 
and important < liaiige, viz. that from the larva to the imago» 
in order to despoil itself fr<»rn its skin, has^ the power to 
place Itself horizontally on the surface of the waier with the 
b it k upwards. 

The t'harigc then takes place by means of a cleft, which is 
made over the corslet, and which sometimes extends to the 
abtlomen. 

Ti.o perfect insect in all its glory then bursts forth, stands 
upon the exdvia for a second or two and then assumes 
a newness of life. 
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From an aquetic one it takes ihkt of aerial, and to 
come emerged in t!ic medium in which alone at one period^* 
of its existence it could live, would now speedily prove fatal. 
At this critical moment millions are destroyed either by 
larger aquatic insects — by fish, hy birds, or by the element 
itself, aided perhaps by a breeze or other cause. 

On accotint of the transparency of some of thcjse larvm 
they have been culled skeletons, because their interior 
structure is so easily seen. 

Having said thus much upon the Culido’!, we pass on to 
another order f f insects, viz. that of Coleoplera ; and select 
for the next object the genus 

DYTISCbN; 

an aquatic beetle, seldom soon on \e wing except in the 
evening, when they may be discove.« d flying from oite pond 
to anotlif r, making u humming noise similar to the Scarabo&i. 

There arc one hundred and fifty species already described. 

In the imago state they have cetaceous antennee, six fili- 
form palpi, hind legs formed for swimming, fringed on the 
inner sitlo and nearly unarmed with claws. They differ 
greatly in size and appearance. 

The lai v (B of this genus arc Of an extraordinary shape and 
utterly unlike the perfect insect. 

It has more the resemblance of the shrimp tribe and has 
by mistake been already described by Moufl'et, Aldrovundtis 
and others as a species of this (once) apterous insect under 
the denomination of Aquolla Aquatica. 

These larvoe are of a most ferocious disposition, committing 
great ravages not only among the weaker kind of water 
insects: upon Newts, Tadpoles, Ac. but even upon fishes, of 
which it destroys great numb^rg in a season when just 
emerged from tlio ccg. 

They have a long slender body generally divided into 
eleven rings or segments, sqrarated hy rattier deep insisurrs. 
The first nine are covered above with corneous plaUs, which 
extend towards euch .•«i<le of the body. 

The hkin nndern ath is soft, except the first ring, which is 
homy in its whole circnmrercnec. 

The rings differ in size; llie two last are very remarkable, 
forming an oblong cone, the point of which being behind, is a 
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little turned up and covered with a kind of hair reseinV.in^ a 
fringe, which appears to assist them in swimming. They 
iFte armed witli mandiidcs, which resemble somewhat the 
foicej)S at the tail of the common Forlleculaoi Ear-wig, and 
what is most rf markable, these jaws are peiforatcd through- 
out and ser\e for a channel to convey into the larva’s mouth 
the juices of the prey wiiich by their aid it has seized. 

These larvoe arc frequently of a greenish variegated biowii 
coloiii . 

Tiiey are quick and active and swim with great facility, 
agitating thfir lea in a livciv manner. They oi’tcn come to 
li.e surface to respire, applying then tlic posterior extremity 
of tlie body wi»cMe the organs of respiration arc siiuatotl. 
They kci'p lliein on a level with the water when they are In 
a state of repose. 

Their back is bent downwards, so that the head U a little 
inclined backwards which enuhlcs them to seize the mollusc i, 
^c. (on which they someiiincs prey) with more facility, and* 
at the sime time serves for a resting place or table on 
whkjli to break the .shell and to eat iis food upon. They 
seize Ibcir prey by means of strong forcipaled jiws au.l 
destroy it by sucking out the moisture. 

This sight may be witnessed by Uioso who visit the Oxy- 
Hydrogen Microscope. 

Some of these terrific oreatiiros appear to be from ten to 
fifteen feet in length ; and the blood of its victim is seen to 
tinge the w'ater. 

They are found in ponds, ditches, tanks, dec. and are 
often infested by paraites somewhat resembling a spider, 
which attach themselves to the membranous intertices 
between the rings of the abdomen. 

Another genus of the s'amc order to be noticed is the 

HYDROPHILUS, 

which is also an aquatic genus, containing many species* 

It differs from the preceding in having clavale perfolcate 
anteniiGc. 

In the male insect there is a curious horny concave flap 
or shield on the fore legs, near the setting on of the feet, 
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which of Itself forms a ^oo«l microscopic object. Tlie bind 
legs are peculiaily fitted for their aquatic situation, being 
•furnished on the inner side with a scries of long and close i^t 
filaments resembling a fin, by which they arc enab'ed to 
swim with great ease and ranidity. The larvm live in tliat 
state about two and a half years, (that is the Euronem 
species) before they change into the pupa, and previousl y to 
their doing so they form for themselves a convenient ceil in 
the hank where they are easily concealed in the soft mud. 

The larvce are of two kinds, the first are distinguished hy 
tin* name of swimmers (nageuses) have near the respiratory 
organ short and fiesi'.y appendages, and which whin these 
laivoe come to the surface of the water to respire, serve to 
keep their head down and the body as it were suspcndid by 
its posterior ])Urts. 

The otlier kind are called R; nipants, are drpriveil t-f these 
appendages, do tint swim, and remain constanilv on a level 
with the w'ater. They do not suspend theniRcIvcB like tlie 
'first blit turn on tiieir back. They proceed onwards with 
coitsiderabie swiftiieas, making horizontal and vermicular 
luuvenicnts. 

Both these sorts of Hydrophili undergo their metamor- 
plu scs ill the earth. 

They are hexapodal, very voracious and destructive to the 
more tender aquatic insects, woims, and the fry of fishes, 
which they seize and destroy in a manner similar to the 
Dytisci : their mandcbles being perforated in the same way. 
Cne British species has been called the water devil from 
its uncouth appearance and voracious habits. 

We are infoimed by Leyonet of n very curious incidence, 
the truth of whicli is no longer doubted. It is that tticsc 
insects spin and make a sort of nest of silk, of an ovoid form, 
ill which they lay and inclose their eggs. Degt-cr has found 
similar nests floating on the water filled with eggs, from 
these there issue forth small larvm, which cannot he mistaken 
for any other than those of Hydrophili or Dytisci. These 
eggs are hatched generally in twelve or fourteen days in 
Europe in the month of May. The young larvce havo 
scarcely quitted. their nest, when they are seen to re-enter, 
tlien issue forth a^new and sport all round it up to the mo* 
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ment ivhon the want of nourtthment obliges, them tp\ se^ 
naraip. 

These larvoe change their skin se^^eral' times iu^ thc' usual 
manner. 

The opinion of De^eer that tho HydrnpVili in the imago ' 
state are carnivorous is in some degree refuted hy the more 
recent observations of naturalists, tho result of which ap- 
pears to be that they subsist chiefly, if not entirely^, upon 
vegetable food ; and we may further add, that their internal 
conformation pretty nearly proves the truth of this interest- 
ing discovery. 

In its hirvon state there can be no doubt. of its carnivorous 
propensities. If will be seen by the OKy-lIydrogen Mi- 
croscope magnitied to a prodigious site, darting with im- 
mencti lapidity tl^rough the water iu pursuit of its prey, which 
it seizes iwid clasps with such power that the blood flows out 
and the water is tinged with the fluid. 

It sucks out the juices quite at Unsure unless disturbed at 
its meal by one, or oflen two, of its own species or genus, 
when a flerce combat ensues, the victor (tarrying oIT the prize. 

There are many other genera of aquatic insects in. the 
order Coleoptera, which may atford good objects for this 
instrument; care must be taken to collect those at all the dif- 
ferent seasons of the year, wliich will amply repay the na- 
turalist for his trouble. 

We now pass on to a third order oftiweots, equally curious 
and interesting with those already inemionod; audit is the 
larva of this also on which we have to speak. 

THE LIBELLULA, OR DRAGON PLY, 
the- Demoiselle of the French; an insect in the order 
Neuroptera, of which about eighty species are already 
described. Mouth armed with jaws njorc than two in 
number, lip trifi^l, antennas very thin, filiform, and shorter 
than the thorax, wings expanded, tail of the male furnished 
with a forked process. The whole genus is very voracious in 
all their states of existence. 

They may be seen hovering over stagnant waters. 

The female when pregnant may be seen to repair to the 
side of a pond or ditch, when by the assistance of a stick or 
reed she creeps or lowers hcrscir down by moving back-

wards, until the tip of her tail ts emerged about half an inch 
in tlie water. 

Sl)^- is then seized witli a tremor of the bodv, during' 
which she deposhs a single egg in tiic water and thtui with- 
draw s the tail by contracting its uumili, anti by the pressure 
of these upon each other the egg is gradually forced from 
the ovory to the extremity of the tail, whence it uliimattMy 
separated by shaking that part m the water as uhvaJy ctea- 
cribed. 

This operation sVe repeats until her whole quantity are de- 
posited. 

The eggs of the LibclhdoE' arc cf a white colour and oblong 
form, resembling thos'^ of the Vomitoria or common Blow Fly. 

The form and colour of the larvce arc not of the most 
pleasing appearance, but their atomy is vciy remarkable 
and curious. They are suppo* a to have gills like fishes, 
and beneath the head is placed an instrument excellently 
adaptetl for seizing and holding ihcir prey. This is one of 
the inO'»t remarkable prepensilc instruments in which the art 
and skill of a divine mechanician are singularly conspicuous; 
and which appears to be without a t>ara(lel iu tlie ins'ect 
world. 

It is the under lip conspicuous in some of the species. In 
other larvoe this pan is unusually small and inconspicuous ; it 
serves merely for rciHining the foo J and assisting iu its de- 
glutition; but in these it is hy far the largest organ of the 
mouth which when closed it entirely Cv:nceals, and it not 
only returns its food but uctu-illy s?iz:»s the insects upon 
which it preys by means of a very singular pair of jaws with 
which it is furnished. “ Conceive your under lip to ho 
horny instead offlv'sl.y, and to be elongated perpendicularly 
downwards so as to wrap over your chin and e\lcud to it's 
bottom, that this elongation is then expanded into a triangu- 
lar convex plate, attached to it hy a joint, so as to ben 1 up- 
wa'*ds again and fold over the face as lush as t!ic nose, con- 
cealing not oitly the chin a'ld Brst mendt/ned along itioTi, but 
the Uiuuth and part of the cheeks; — conceive, moreover, that 
to the end of this last mentioned plate are Bxed two other con- 
vex ones so broad as to cover the whole nose and temple^ — 
that these can open at ]dea$ure transversely like a pair of jaws 
so as to expose the nose and mouth ; and that the inner

ed^rs when they meet are cut into numerous sharp teeth or 
spine'i, or armed with one or more long^ sharp iciaws. You 
t 'cn have as accurate an idea as my powers of dis- 
rription can g:ive of the strange conformation of the under 
1 ]i in tiu' LAKV(F. of the tribes ofLibeiiulina, which conceals 
the iiioiitli and face in a similar mauner to that which 1 have 
sup I osed would conceal yours." 

While the larvoe is at rest this apparatus applies close to 
and cove s the face. When the insect would make use of it, 
they unfold it like an arm, catch the prey at whicli they aim 
by means of the mandihuliform plates, and then partly re-* 
fold it so as io hold their prey to the mouth in a convenient 
position for the operation of the two pairs of jaws With 
whicli they are provided. 

It forms tor the insect one of the completest masks that 
could b^ invented. These larvoe remain in this state for 
nearly twelve months before they attain their full size. 

“ When the period of its transformation has arrived, the 
larvae repairs to the margin of the pond in quest of a conve- 
uient place of abode during its season of inaction. 

It then attaches itself to a plant or piece of dry wood, 
and the skin which has gradually become parched and brit- 
tle, at last bursts opposite to the upper part of the thorax. 
Through this aperture the winged insect pushes its way. and 
being thus extricated from con6nement. begins to expand its 
wings to flutter, and finally launch forth into the air with 
that gracefulness and ease peculiar to this majestic tribe." 

These insects in the larvoe and pupce state present a very 
singular phenomenon in the mode in which they absorb the 
air which is contained in the water. 

It is at the end of their body that the aperture is ^hich 
gives entcrcence to the water, and by whicli it is subsequent- 
ly expelled. This aperture is surrounded by five small 
fiointed pieces, three of which are larger than the rest and of 
a triangular form. 

These pieces when the insect closes the posterior aperture 
of the body form a sort of pyramidal tail. Every time that 
it wishes to respire the water or reject its excrement, it opens 
this pyramid, expanding its extremity. The ^nd and final 
change from that of pupa, an aquatic inhabitant, to that of 
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imago, an aerial being, takes place out of the water in the 
following manner. 

The pupa or nymph creeps up a reed, or by some other 
means (jttit of its youthful elemout when it remains a certain 
time to dry itself. Having Hrmly fixed itself wit!i its head 
uppermost, the movements by which the trunsformatiou is 
effected go on internally. 

The first sensible eflbrt which they produce is to cut the 
sheathe over the corslet. This cleft elongates and tiic Libel- 
lula liberates its head: afterwards it puts forth iis ffct, and 
to complete its disengagement from the envclojjc, it turns its 
head downwards. 

In this attitude it is only supported by its last rings which 
have remained in the stmil nd which form a kind of hook 
that ]>revents it from falling 

After having remained sotm time in this ])osinon *St turns 
about, sei7.es with tiie hooks cf its ft ct the anterior part of 
its sheathe, fa.st(‘ns there niut complclos tiic emancipation of 
the posterior part of its body. 

Then its wings are narrow, thick, ami folded like the leaf 
of a tree which is about to be developed. 

Itorcupiis abuut two hours before they are completely 
unfolded and have attained sufficient strength and solidity 
to enable the insect to use them in flitrl.t. 

As soon as the wings arc firm, the Libellida soars up 
into the air like a bird of ])rcy and proceeds to the chase; 
but they have soon another object in view, viz. that of con- 
tinuing the species. 

Their amours and the mode in wV.ich their union lakes 
place constitutes one of the most singular phenomena in 
their history. 

They may be observed dying in the air in pairs, the one 
whicli flies tl;e first is the male, who has the extremity of his 
body placed upon tln^ neck of the female ; both fly in con- 
tact with their bodies in a straight line until the female 
yields to superior strength, or perhaps to inclination. 

When the union is finished, the female commences the 
same day to deposit her eggs and as they arc all in a 
cluster, slie disposes of them in a few hours one after another 
as already described* 
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The next group of insects; that will come under our notice is 
THE EPHEMERCE; 

ns the name imports these insects are proverbially destined 
to enjoy the functions of life for a much shorter period in 
the ini)i<;o state than any other animat. It is a genus of the 
orJor Nenroptera, of wliich Entomologists have de«cribod 
upwards of thirty sjiocies, some of which have tl»e tail 
with ihrce hairs or bristles, others with only two. They are 
a favorite food in all the stages of existence for fishes. The 
E, Vulgala or May Fly, affords fine sport for the trout angler 
in England, and its time of appearance is known almost to 
an hour by those who are devoted to that kind of fishing. 

In some countries these insects are so abundvint as to 
darken the atmosphere, and the peasants collect them 
by cart-loads for the purpose of manuring the land : so 
thickly do they cover the banks of rivers upon the cessation 
of their existence. 

The females arc extremely prolific, for within the short 
term of its being, each could deposit from 800 to 1,000 
eggs over the water, which are precipitated to the bottom 
(notwithstanding their apparent iivity) by their own siiecific 
gravity. 

The time of appearance in the imago state varies in all 
the species and also in diflercnt climates. In India this 
fimily is but little known, aithoiigh a highly interesting and 
b(*amiful race of insects. The larva and pupa live in water 
or in holes below its surface. The larvoi have six feet, the 
head is triangular and provided underneath with two scaly 
and curved parts, which terminate in a point. 

The body is divided into ten rings, from the extremity 
of the last tiicre issue three thread-like tails almost as long 
as the body, and more or less furnished witfi a fringe of 
hairs disposed like barbs of feathures. 

They are of a brown or yellowish colour according to the 
species more or less opaque. 

The nymplur do not differ from the larvoe except in having 
rudiments of wings upon the corslet. yVll the larvce of 
Ephemcrcc differ among themselves only in the peculiar in* 
clinations accorded to them by nature. 
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' Some pass their lives in fixed habitations, each in its own, 
which consists in a hole hollowed below the surface of the 
water in the earth which forms the bed of tlie river. ^ 

Seldbm does the larvoe quit this hole for the purpose of 
swimming except under circumstances which requires it to 
excavate a new one. Other species of this genus are as we 
may say wandering and swim or walk at the bottom of the 
water. 

In a tranquil state these larvoe are remarkable for having 
around their body tufts of a sensible size, which are con- 
tinually ill a state of extreme agitation. 

In some these tufts arc situated like paddles or the oars 
of a galley ; in others they are placed above the body. 
Some species have them inclined upon the back and are 
directed hindwards. The num^^er of the se tufts differ also 
in different species ; soniehav^ ‘•ix others more. * 

They appear to serve some important office in the func- 
tions of life, as they in some dt gree vcseroble gilU ; and in all 
probability may perform the same office which those organs 
do in fish. 

The most common species in Europe have these Rills 
couched or inclined upon the body, and do not swim habitu- 
ally, being one of that division which remain shut up in 
their holes. These holes are situated horizontally ; their 
apertures are a little oval ; they are very near cacli other 
and communicate with a canal that has two branches, which 
cannot be bettor com|jared than to a tube of glass which has 
been bent into two divisions: thus the larvce inhabit a 
dwelling with two apertures or doors. 

These holes are never found in beds or banks of gravel, 
the larvoe living ulwuys in unctuous earth, Tiiey lie in per- 
fect security, surrounded with water as if in the open stream, 
free from the attack of fish or lirge aquatic predaceous larvoe. 

Some suppose that they feed upon the earth with which 
they are surrounded. 

When these larvoe issue from the egg they have at intervals 
an unsteady motion in a manner apparently involuntary : 
they are very pelluced and scarcely visible to the unassisted 
eye. As they increase in site the serpentine vessels attached 
to the sides of the ekiiinal become more apparent and the tail 
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assumes that rich feathery appearance which in conjunctioti 
^ with the paddles form their pre-eminent beauty/ 

In this state it is well adapted as an object for the Oxy« 
Hydrogen Microscope, and by which will l>e aflfoHied an 
ample fund of amusement when thrown upon a disc and 
magnified many thousands of times. Every part of the in- 
sect’s internal organization may be seen distinctly aud the 
perestaltic motion of the intestines, the circulation of the 
blood, and the pulsation of the heart can be observed without 
the least trouble by any number of persons capable of being 
admiUtd at one time. 

The passage of the blood through the head has a very 
singular appearance. 

It runs thiough a vessel which passes quite round the bo- 
dy of die larvce, constituting a baud which incurving itself on 
th<i head, forms as it were a semi-circular chain around the 
base of each antennos. 

Ill a more advanced stage the lower part only of this ves- 
sel is visible, ti e part near the head being concealed by the 
crustacious covering of the corslet. 

As these creatu cs continue to grow they assume a variety 
of colon ring and become more opaque when they arrive to- 
wards the last and irojiortant change. The eyes arc reticu- 
lated and are of a citron colour, while the body exhibits a 
most beautiful play of different tints, and finally assumes that 
of a rich brown with various shadings. 

Independent of its locomotion by means of its legs, pad- 
dles aud tail, it possesses a power of leaping or springing in 
the water, which it eftVets by incurving its body backwards 
and then suddenly straiglening it, by which kind of motion 
it raises itself to the surface of the water with great celerity* 

These insects arc supposed to live in the two first states 
from two to three years; but in the last or imago state some 
only a few seconds : others some hours ; and buffuw beyond 
that of a day. 

When the pupce approximate to the imago state they swim 
more elegantly : their motions now appear entirely subser- 
vient to their will ; and at the same time they leap with 
greater velocity. 

Within a few days however of their change, they become 
rather sluggish ana attach themselves to the stalks of water 
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plants, on nrliich tliey will remain for hours together if 
undisturbed/ only moving their paddles at intervals. 

At the period of its transformation to the winged state ^ 
some parts of the insect assume a metallic lustre, as if the 
space between the crysalis (which may now be called the 
case of the animal, every part of which being perceptible 
through it,) and the inclosed insect were partly filled wiih 
mercury. 

This appearance is uUimately extended over the whole 
body, and is probably occasioned by the bursting of the skin 
of the larvoe, and the cnterance of the water confining a small 
quantity of air or gas, which was probably evolved during 
the change ; and which by insinuating itself between the 
oase and the insect may facilitate the process. 

After remaining a few second'^ n this state and making 
occasional efTorts to disentangle it u.if, it bursts forth tlirough 
its watery dwelling and wings its flight into the aerial regi- 
ons, either leaving the entire skm behind it in the water, or 
carrying part of it away. 

Wc have then a beautiful insect, with wings of exquisite 
texture, standing erect, of various colours and markings, -pos- 
sessed of a tail of two or three parts of the most beautiful 
feathery formation. 

Having become a perfect Ephemera, it hovers about in the 
air and hastens to fulfil the functions for which it was 
born. After the change they take no food, and the only act 
they perform in this state is the perpetuation of the species. 

After coupling and laying their eggs, the remainder which 
have escaped to perform these functions either die a natural 
death or become the prey of birds, fish, &c. This insect in 
the larva and pupa state will be seen by those who visit the 
Oxy-Hydrogen microscope magnyfied to the length of four- 
teen feet or upwards ; and may truly be called one of Nature's 
wonderful productions. 

The next object w^orthy of notice in this companion is the 
NOTONECTA, OR BOAT FLY; 

a genus belonging to the order Hemiptera. Snout inflected; 
anieniioeH shorter than the thorax ; wings four, folded cross- 
wise, coriaceous on the upper half; hind legs hairy formed 
for swimming. Thes^ insects live in stagnant waters and 
prey on aquatic anlmaiculoe. The larvoe and pupoe are six 
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footed and active. About twenty s^pecios are arranged under 
the two following sections. 

A — lip elongated, conic, including fourteen species. 

B — sheathe conic, spinous at the sides; six species: com- 
prised in the Sigara of Fabricius. There are but few Of 
these insects found in India at present^ but it is morr^ thaa 
probable some have escaped notice. 

The NoUmectffi have obtained their name from the singu- 
lar manner in which they swim on the back, prcseritiuj: the 
belly uppermost. This situation seems admirably Htted for 
the creature’s manner of feeding, which is said to be on the 
underside of plants tuatgroi" on the surface of the water; 
for the animal by havin.^ iMinoiiih turned upwards is capa- 
ble of taking its fcud w\ !i gniat onvenience ; nor are its 
motions in the least ir peded by this apparently awkward 
posture ; on tlui contVJ;ry it Is very Mimble, diving down in- 
stantaneously when it perceives danger and rising again to 
the surface; the two hind legs serving all the time for pad- 
dles. 

They must be cautiously handled if one would avoid being 
pricked by them, for the point of the rostrum is exceedingly 
sharp and the wound they inflict is very painful ; but it goes 
off' in a few minutes. 

The lacvoj very much resemble tlie perfect insect; when 
taken out of the water they hop about. Nature has also 
provided it with another weapon of olfcnce resembling a 
stimr, which it thursts out when hurt from a large opening 
at the tail. 

The eyes are nearly of a triangular form ; the nose is 
a long greenish hollow probnsis, ending in a hard and sharp 
point, which in its natural posture remains under the belly, 
and reaches to the middle pair of legs; the triangular 
piece which stands is hard and perfectly black ; the uincr 
ivings are broader and shorter than the outer ones, they are 
thin and trau.sparent, and in some species of a pale pearl 
colour. 

The binder pair of feet being greatly longer than all the 
rest whicli it uses as our.s and which gives to the animal 
murh the resemblance of a boat. 

They chiefly live in the water, but they occasiouaHy trake 
excursions tu the air either for the purpose of chauging 



«0 


their place of abode or in search of a mate. They prey 
upon small insects, killing them and sucking their juices with 
their probosis in the manner of the water scorpion and ma- 
ny other aquatic insects, seise their prey violently and dart 
with incredible swiftness to a considerate distance after it. 
This interesting sight it is hoped will be witnessed by those 
who visit the Oxy-Hydrogen Microscope, by which the in- 
sects appears to be about three or four feet in length. 

In India there will he found great numbers of other 
aquatic insects equally ennous and interesting, which will 
afford at all seasons a variety of objects for this wonderful 
Instrument. 

The next division of objects to be noticed in this place 
arc the 

ONISC^ 

a race of heings belonging l. whe new class Crustacea. 

This class consists almost entirely of the three tribes 
Cancer, Oniscua, and Monocul’is, which under the Lennean 
arrangement constitute throe distinct genera of insects of 
the order Aptcra. 1'hey exhibit a diH'erence of organs from 
all other insects. The Onisci are mostly aquatic, some in- 
habiting the sea others fresh Winter; the first or those wldc.li 
inhabit the sea arc larger than those of fresh water and have 
ten instead of seven segments. Their motions in the water 
are rapid ; for besides the feet they arc assisted by lateral 
threads which pusli them forwards like the ours of a boat. 
The aquatic species, and particularly those found in the sea, 
are supposed to be viviparous. 

A few days after impn'gnation the female discovers a dis- 
tended belly ; on the seventh the young issue alive from the 
womb^ and swim around wid\ vigour and alertness. 

MONOCULUS, 

also a crustaceous animal, of which the genera character 
is as follows ; legs from four to eigl t formed for swimming 
and very long ; body covered with a crust or shell, divided 
into segments ; some have four, others two antennee, and 
some ay^^^tetitute of them altogether. .Although it is call- 
ed Moiibb'ttTus^ some species have two eyes, but when that is 
the case they approximate and are fixeef in the shell; feelers 
four in continual motion when swimming — the hind "'ones 
are very small and hook-shaped. 
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There are about seventy species enumerated. They are 
found commonly in muddy ditches, frequently in sea water^ 
often parasitic on fuel, algce, and other aquatic plants. 

I shall describe a few of those most usually met with. 
The Monoculus Quadricornis, or four horned Monooulus; 
the antennoD in tins species are four; the tail is straight, the 
divisions are branched. 

It is found in diderent paits of Europe in stagnant waters. 

The body varies between grey and green, smooth or 
covered with hairs; it has eight hairy legs; the female pos- 
sesses an oval bag, containing the eggs on each side of the 
tail, and they have a general resemblance to the shrimp tribe. 

This is a very minute species; it derives its specific name 
from its f uir horns 'ind is well known ; it is common in al- 
most every stn^ijn iiit water, and Mometimes makes its appear- 
ance iii^hat of pumps and wells, and is frequently observed 
in water brought to table. Its si'/e is not greatly superior 
to that of tl)e common cheese mile. 

MONOCULUS PULEX, OR WATER FLEA; 
hai? its tad inflected, and the shell mucronate behind. 

This animal derives its specific name Pu lex on account of 
its peculiar starting or springing motion which it has in the 
water, restrobling the rapid niovemcnts of the parasite, afU'r 
which it is called. 

It is almost an universal inhabitant of stagnant waters, 
appi‘iiring soniei lines iti such vast swarms as lo cause an 
apparent disndojMalion of the water. 

It is a creature of a highly singular and elceant apjtear- 
anco, exhibiting when uibgn.fied a beautiful distribution of 
internal organs. 

It is about one-tentli of an inch in length, but some speci- 
mens exceed this size. 

Its shape is ovoid, somewhat turncated in front and sharp- 
ly pointed behind ; the body is inclosed in a bivalve trans- 
parent shell, Avhich when examined w'ith . tlie Microscope 
appears firmly reticulated. 

The eyes of these animalculi are of a singular construction ; 
they are large in proportion to the iiisect, and placed very 
near each other and appear to consist of many separate 
globules of a black colour, fluked under a common skill* 



In the female insect tlie ovarium is gjenerally very con- 
spicu(Mis, fiHing llic greater part of the space bet\vt.*en the 
slu lis ; the ova an? very large in proportion to the size of 
l!ie animal, and the young are hatched before the exclusion 
from the parent. 

This animal is said to possess in an inferior degree the sur- 
prising property of the genus aphis, viz. that of profbicing a 
series oi already impregnated descendants. Jurine observes 
that the males of the Pulexare of smaller mi ruber in compa- 
rison with the females ; that in spring and summer hardly 
any are to be found, but that they are less rare in autnmn. 

About eight days after their birth they change their skin 
for the first time, and subsequently continue tVie same opera- 
tion every five or six days a»'cording to the greater or less 
elevation of tem|MTature ; i * only the body and v.alvcs but 
also the gills and the seta* ;t the oars are stripped of their 
epidermis. It is not until the third moulting that these 
Crustacea begin to produce ; they at first lay but a single 
egg, then two or three, and increase progressively even up to 
fifty or sixty in a single day. After the laying the female 
changes skin, and in the teguments which sheiias abandoned 
are found the shells of the last laid eggs. 

In a moment after she lays again. The young of one and 
the same birth are almost always of the same, sex ; it is 
rare to find in a birth females tw'O or three males and vice 
versa. 

But in five or six births during the summer months one of 
the most, consisting of males, takes place. 

These Crustacea cease (o produce and to moult on the ap- 
proach of winter and end by perishing before the coinmence- 
.meut of the frosts. The eggs w^hicli had been laid towards 
the end of summer disclose on the first return of warm wea- 
.ther the following sjiring: their nourishment consists ex- 
clusively of snnili pieces of vegetable matter which these ani- 
mals find at the bottom of the water. 

The Monoculi are perhaps the most beautifid and interest- 
ing objects viewed by the Oxy-Hydrogen Microscope : the 
exterior and interior movements of this extraordinary anim;il 
cannot fail to excite feelings of wmndcr and admiration. It 
may bo magnified to the length of seven feet. 
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M; APUS. 

Tills species ofMonoculus is also found in stagnant wa* 
ters ; and is of u tolt cable size. The bronchid or respirato- 
ry organs an; large and distributed into numerous imbricat- 
ed rows oil the upper parr, of the bo ly : beneath the front is 
a pair of j iinled tnfed arms extending on c£u;h side to a con- 
siderable distance ; the tyos are placed near each other in 
float of the shell ; the tail is terminated by a pair of long 
f /rks. The colour of the animal is of a pale greenish brown 
above and reddish beneutii. 

ac.'onnt has been given in the Philosophical Transac- 
tions, voL XL. of this species being found in a pond of Bexley 
in Kent, 't'his pond becunic perfectly dry, iinrl upon its 
being sudden! v re-tilled by a thunder storm, swarms of them 
weie airiiiu observed in it within the space of forty-*eigUt 
hours afL«?r. 

VERMES. 

Genera Gordius and Pilaria, order Intestina, (Lion.) 
In these gMiera there are several sjiecies of this worm, 
many of w bioii are ini^cisites, attacking man and other ma- 
m.ilia, birds, and inspcis, in tbeir various states, and proba- 
bly also reptiles and Hsb. 

That vrell known torment the Dractinculus or Guinea 
worm (Filaria Medinensis) has the power of rendering us 
vey unhappy, of soinctiiues depriving us of a limb, and even 
of putting a pcrio»l lo our existence. 

This anini.il is an inhabitant of both the Indies, and is a 
frecpienter of the morning clew. The Indians who walk with 
their feet and legs bare in the rainy season are sadly infested 
by. this creature. 

That the ova from which it rises, or the young worms in 
a very minute form aitacdi ti.emselves, is pmbabie from 
the circumstance that wlienever the human skin is exposed 
to bo welted at tliis seaoon^ the Guinea worm is soon found' 
to effect a locl^rnient and to give rise to all the symptoms of 
the w^ell known disease 

They are often dug up by gardeners and others digging 
in moi.st earth during the rains ; sometimes in large quanu- 
ti€.<, resenibiing on a cursory view a hanoh of horse hairs. 
Their uatural h^isiory is but very imperfectly known.

T liop(», Tiowever, rt'at a future day will solve tlie mystery 
wliicK ttt present exists in that respect. 

The colour of the Dracunculus is entirely of a pale yellow : 
has the appearance of a hair, several inches long, sometimes 
indeed several feet. 

It is to be hoped that no opportunity will be lost in solv« 
ing the mystery of the economy and final result of this for- 
midable an'ma*. 

GORPIUS AQUATICUS, OR HAIR WORM; 
is of a pale brown colour, with dark extremities ; length from 
four to twelve inches ; twists itself into vario!is contortions 
or knotts, and if incautiously handled, will infiict a bite 
which is often painful. 

It has been vulgarly 8upp >ied to be produced by horse 
hairs accidentally dropped into the water. 

The mouth is small and placed horizontally ; the jaws 
are both of the same length and obtuse at their extremities. 

The hair worm lives in quiet spring water, or in ponds, 
the water of which is limpid; carefully avoiding muddy or 
putrid water, 

A most extraordinary fact, which appears to be authenli- 
cated, with regard to this creuture, is the retentive power of 
life which it is said to po<»sess. 

Some writers affirm indeed, that it has been known to 
recover the free exercise of its vital functions upon being 
stee|)ed for a short space of time in water after having re- 
mained in a dried state for weeks, months, and even years; 
and when of course it migiii naturally be conceived the 
most latent spark of life must be extinct. 

If these assurances have not arisen from the result of 
some very superficial experiments, they are at least to be 
received with caution ; since their observers seem to believe 
that these animals partake also in some measure of the re- 
productive properties of the Polypus, and which more recent 
observations prove to be erroneous. 

1 cannot, therefore, upon the wlmle avoid concluding that 
although the animals of this kind are extremely tenacious 
of life, there is no foundation in truth for the very extraor- 
dinary assertione above related. 
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the G. MARINUS, or sea hair WORM; 

is filiform, twisted spirally and lying flat, aboat half an inch 
in length, of a whitish colour, smoothe, and scarcely de* 
xninishing at the head. 

It is a great tormentor of herring, bleak, and various other 
fish, as the F. Medinensis is of a man. 

The fish when infested with these animals rise to the sur- 
face and tumble about as if in great agony. These creatures 
are magnified to the size of a Boa constructor by the Oxy- 
Hydrogen Microscope. We will close our account with 
saying a word or two upon the effects produced by the 
Dracunculus, and t'ne indications best adapted for tbeir 
relief and cure. 

In consequence of Europeans seldom exposing any part 
of their body in a denuded state, in moist situations they are 
seldom troubled with this pest. 

On the contrary natives of both the Indies, especially the 
lowest order, are very liable to its attack. Thus the bhis^ 
ties or water carriers in' the East, who carry the water in 
leather bags on their backs, the mauchee wallahs and 
others who are exposed much in wet places are the greatest 
martyrs to these Dracos. 

When the animal is yet in a minute state, perhaps not 
visible and coming in contact with the hitman skin, it ad- 
heres to it and makes its way to the cellular membrane, 
which is the most suitable place of its residence. 

Wherever this membrane is diffused the worm finds its 
way. It generally lies just below the true skin, but it often 
goes far between the muscles, and it has been known re- 
siding deep in the socket of the eyes without doing any 
material harm. 

The first mark of the existence of a Dracunculus is fre- 
quently a small blister on some part of the skiif, like the 
appearance of the cuticle from the application of blistering 
plaister. If this little visicle be broken from being rubbed^ 
It often happens that the most insulferabre itching is pro- 
duced over the whole body. 

The animal seems on itt first exposure to the air to be 
irritated and to shed a poison by which the whole system is 
instantly affected. This, however, does not always take place 
nor does it come on twice from the same worm. 
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Whentbe attack is ushered in with an inflammatory tu- 
mour, leecheS) cataplasms, fomentations, with the rest of the 
antiphlogistic measures are to be pursued, till suppuration 
occurs and the head of the worm becomes apparent. 

It should then be seized by a pair of artery forceps, and 
pulled very gently and gradually until there be resistance and 
the worm becomes moderately tight. The extraction may be 
facilitated by friction with warm oil, and well adjusted pres- 
sure in the line of the worm towards the wound. When as 
much of the worm has been extracted as the resistance and 
pain will admit, the end of it should be secured by a ligature 
or thread passed round it : this thread should then with as 
much of the worm as has been withdrawn be wound round 
any substance in order to prevent its retraction, and the 
whole secured with a piece of at.r.usivc piaister or other 
means. * 

A poultice must be applied to promote a diseliarge and 
the worm must be gradually extracted : securing the end 
and applying a poultice after each attempt, until it is to- 
tally withdrawn. 

We have now arrived at those wonders of Nature’s w'orks — 
the Hydra. Polypi, also in the class Vermes, order Zoophyta. 
An animal fixing itself by the base, leanear gelatinous, 
naked, contractile ; and furnished with setaceous tentacles, 
inhabiting fresh waters and producing its deciduous offspring 
from the sides. 

Linnmus gave them this name from the singular property 
they possess of re-produoiug themselves when cut in pieces, 
every part soon becoming a perfect animal. 

These creatures were first discovered by Lelnwenhock, who 
gave some account of them in the Philosophical Transactions 
of^703, but their wonderful properties were not known idl 
the year 1740, when M. Trembly began to investigate 
them. Previous to his discoveries indeed, Liebuitz and 
Boerbauve by reasoning d priori had concluded that animals 
might be found which would propagate by slips like plants, 
and their conjectures were soon verified by the observations 
-if the gcntletpavT abovemenlioned. 

At first, however, M. Trembly was uncertain whether he 
tould reckon these creatures animals or plants, but he at 
.^ngth satisfied himself that they were real animals. 



The surprise of M. Trembly and of others on discovering 
the true nature of these animals was very great. When 
M. Reaumur saw, for the first time, two polypii formed 
from one whieh he had divided into two parts, he could 
hardly believe his own eyes and even after having repeated 
the operation a hundred times, he said that the sight was by 
no means familiar to him. 

There are six varieties or species. The H. Viridies or 
green polypi has commonly ten short arms or tentacles 
shorter than the body. It is found in stagnant waters and 
slow streams, generally on the under surface of plants, and 
appears liCc a little transparent green jelly when contracted 
and quiescent : when expanded it is a linear body fixed at 
one end and surrounded at the other by the tentacles placed 
in a circle round the mouth and generally producing its 
young fr^m the sides ; these are at first small popella, in- 
creasing in length till they assume the form of the parent 
and then dropping off. 

Tlie whole tribe has a most wonderful faculty of re-produc- 
ing parts which have been destroyed, and if cut or divided 
in any direction, each separate part becomes a perfect polypi; 
as slips of certain plants become the same plants in a perfect 
form. 

The H. Fusca has frequently eight arms several times 
longer than the body. The H. Grisea is of a yellowish colour, 
has generally about six arms of a moderate length. Those 
are the species upon which so many experiments have been 
made, and their shapes are so various that it is by no means 
easy to describe them. They are slender pelluced bodies, 
formed of a tender substance like the horns of a snail, and 
capable of contracting themselves into a very small compass 
or of extending to a considerable length. % 

The arms are capable of the same contraction and expansion 
as the body, and with them they lay hold of minute worms 
and other insects, bringing them to the mouth and swallow- 
ing them ; the indigestible parts are again thrown out by 
the mouth. 

They are of various sixes, from half an inch to an inch 
and a half long ; the thickiMSS of their bodies decreases as 
they extend themselves and vice versa ; and they may be 
made to contract themselves either by agitating the water 
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in which th«y are ccmtained or by ioucliing the animals 
themselves.* When taken out of the water they all contract 
so much that they appear only like a little lump of jelly. 

They have the power to contract or expand one of the 
tentacles or any number of them independent of the rest, 
and they can likewise bend their bodies or arms in all possi- 
ble directions. Their progression is performed by that pow- 
er which they have of contracting and dilating their bodies. 

When about to move they bond down tbelr head and arms, 
lay hold by means of them on some other substance to which 
they design to fasten themselves, then they loosen their tail 
and draw it towards the head ; then either fix it in lhat place 
or stretching forward their head as before repeat the same 
operation. 

They ascend or descend in this manner upon aquatic plants 
or upon the sides of tlie vessel ivhich they are kept ; they 
sometimes hang by the tail fron^ llie surface of the water, or 
sometimes by one of the arms; and they can walk with 
ease u]>on the surface of that element. 

On examining the tail a small part of it will be found to 
be dry above the surface of the water, and as it were in 
a little concave space, of which the tail forms tfie bottom, 
so that it seems to be expanded upon the surface of the 
water on the same principle that a small pin or needle is 
made to swim. 

When a (rotypi therefore means to change its place from 
the sides of the vessel to the surface of the water, it has only 
to extend that part into the atmosphere by which it is to be 
supported and to give it time to dry, which it always does, 
upon these occasions. They attach themselves to aquatic 
plants, stones, &c, so firmly by the tail that they cannot be 
easily removed. 

The stomach of the polypi is a kind of bag into which 
the mouth opens, and extends from the liead to the tail. 

This in a strong tight is visible to the naked eve, especi- 
ally if the animal be placed between the eye and a candle, 
for these annuals are quite transparent whatever their colour 
may be. 

M^rembly by cutting one of these animals transverse- 
three parts, satisfied himself that they were perforat- 
wIB^ughout; each piece immediately contracting itself. 
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This perforation h perfectly risible througli the Oxy^Hyr 
drogen Microscope. 

l%e skin which encloses tlie stomach is that of the pe^ 
lypi itseli ; so that the whole animal properly speaking 
consists only of one skin^ in the form of a tube, and open 
at both ends. No vessels of any kind are to be distinguished. 

Tlie mouth is situated at the anterior end in the middlei 
between the tentacles, and assumes different appearances ao<« 
cording to circumstances. The skin of the polypi appears 
tlirougli the Microscope like shagreen, or as if covered with 
little grains, more or less separated from each other acoord'- 
ing to the degree of contraction of the body. 

Ill the green ])olypi the appearance of the arm is conti* 
nually varying. The extremity is often terminated by a 
knot, the hairs of which are very perceptible through ati 
Aplauatic Microscope. 

The Species named Fusra has the longest arms and 
mokes use of the most curious manceuvers to seise its prey. 
When this or any other kind is hungry, it spreads its tenta*' 
culm in a kind of circle to a considerable extent, inclosing as 
in a net every small insect which has the misfortune to como 
witl'iii its circumference. 

While the animal is contracted by seizing its prey, the 
arms are observed to swell like tlie muscles of the human 
body wlien in action. Though no af>peanince of eyes can 
be observed in the polypi ; they certainly have some know* 
ledge of the approach of their prey and shew the greatest 
attention to it as it draws near. 

It sf'izes a worm the moment it is touched by one of 
the arms ; and in conveying it to the mouth it frequenj^y 
twists the arm into a spiral like a corkscrew, by whicn 
m'eans the insect is brought to the mouth in a much shorter 
time than otherwise it could be; and so soon are the in- 
sects upon which the polypi feed killed by ^ them, timt 
M. Fontana thinks they must contain the must powerful 
kind of poison ; for the lips scarcely todch the animal whets 
it expires, though there cannot be any wound perceived 
upon it when dead. 

When satisfied, the polypi contracJts itself, hao^ down 
as if in a kind of stupor, but extends again in propisrtion aS 
the food is digested. 
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The bodies of the insects when swallowed are first mace* 
rated in the stomach, then reduced into fragments and 
driven backward and forward from one end of the stomach 
to the other* and even into the arms however fine they may 
be; whence it appears that tiie tentaculce as well as the 
other parts of this remarkable creature are a kind of hollow 
intestine or stomach. In order to observe this motion it is 
but to feed the polypi with such food as will give a lively 
colour; such for instance are those worms wliich are fur- 
nished with a red juice. Some bits of a small black snail 
being given to a polypi, the substance of the skin was soon 
dissolved into a pulp, consisting of small black fragments; 
and on examining the polypi with the Microscope, it was 
found that the particles were driven about in the stomach, 
and that they passed into the tentaculce, from thence back 
into the stomach, then to the ta‘ from whence tiiey passed 
again into the arms and so on. '' 

The grains of which the body of the polypi consists, tak- 
ing their colour from the food with which it is nourished, 
become red or black as the food happens to afford the one 
colour or the other. They feed on most insects found in 
fresh water. Sometimes two polypii lay hold upon 'the 
same worm, and each begins to swallow its own end till 
their mouths meet and the worm breaks. But should this 
happen not to be the case, the one polypi will sometimes 
devour the other along with its portion. 

It appears, however, that the stomach of one polypi is not 
fitted mr dissolving the substance of the other, for the one 
which is swallowed always gets clear again after it has been 
imprisoned an hour or two. 

The manner of these creatures propagating their species 
is very extraordinary ; nay, ^ey do it by dividing their 
bodies into two, sometimes longitudinally and sometimes 
diagonally, from the edge of the head to the opposite edge 
of the tail ; so that of the two thus formed out of one the one 
has a bead and no tail, the other a tail and no head ; but 
these deficiencies are soon made up and the head grows out 
of one and the tail obt of the other. 

At other times, and in different species, there will be ob- 
served some small tubricles proceeding from the sides of this 
extraordinary creature, which constantly increase in bulk, 



until at last in two or three days they assume the figure of 
small polypi. 

When they first begin to shoot, the excresseube becomes 
pointed and deeper coloured than tlie rest of the body ; then 
it becomes cylendrical and afterwards the arms begin to 
shoot from the anterior end. The tail adheres to the body 
of the parent animal, but gradually grows smaller, until at 
last it only adheres by a point, and is then ready to be sopa- 
ratG4. 

The time requisite for the formation of the young ones is 
very difierent according to temperature and other oauses> as 
the food, Sec. 

It is remarkable that there is a reciprocal communication 
of fo^^d between the young and old bemre they are separated. 

The young ones as soon as they are furnished with arms 
catch prey for themselves and communicate the digested 
food to tlie old ones, wiio on the other hand do tne same 
to the young ones. 

The polypi produce young ones indiscriminately from all < 
parts of their bodies, and five or six have been frequently 
produced at once. M. Trembly has even observed nine or 
tetrproduced at the same time. They have the power of 
generation while adhering to their parent. 

In this state too parent with its children and grand«- 
chiidren exhibit a singular appearance, looking like a shrub 
thick-set with branches. Thus several generations are.soroe« 
times attached to one another, and all of Uiem to one parent. 

So prolific is their procreative power that a, new animal, 
will be produced even from a small portion of the skin of 
the old OIK'. 

If the young ones be mutilated while they grow upon the 
petrent, the parts so cut off will, be reproduced, and the same 
property belongs to the parent. 

A truncated ])OTtion will send forth young Ones before it 
has acquired a new head and tail of its own, and sometimes 
the head of the young one supplies the place of that which 
should have grown out of tlie old one. If wc slit a polypi 
longitudinally through the head to the middle of the body, 
we shall have one formed with two beads; and' by slitting 
these again in the same mvmner, we may form one with as 
many heads as we pleasg. 
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A still more surprising property of these animals is, that 
they may be grafted together. 

If the truncated portions of a polypi be placed end to end 
gently pushed together tiiey will unite into a single one. 

The two portions are first joined together by a slender 
neck, which gradually fills up and disappears, the food pass-* 
ing from one into the other ; and thus may be formed 
polypii not only from portions of the same but of different 
animals. 

We may fix the head of one to the body of ano'her, and 
die compound animal will grow, eat and multiply as if it had 
neviT been divided. 

By pushing the body of one into tl.e m^«ith of the other so 
far that their heads may be brougiit into contact and kept 
therefor some time, they will at ' st unite into one animal, 
Only having double the number c arms which it otherwise 
would have had. The Hydra Fnsca may be turned inside 
out like a glove and at the same time continue to live as be« 
fore. The lining of the stomach now forms the outer skin ; 
and the former epidermis constitutes the lining of tie sto- 
mach. 

If previous to this operation the polypi has young ones' at- 
tached to it, such as are but newdy beginning to quicken, the 
larger ones continue to increase in size till they reach beyond 
the mouth of the parent, and are then separated in the usual 
manner from the body. 

When thus turned the polypi combines itself in many dif- 
ferent ways. The forepart frequently closes and becomes a 
supernumerary tail. The animal which was at first straight 
now bends itself so that the two tails resemble the legs of 
a pair of compasses, which it can open and shut. 

The old mouth is placed as it were at the joint of the com- 
passes but looses its power of action ; to supply wi)ich a new 
one is formed In its neighbourhood, and in a little time 
there is a new species of Hydra formed with several mouths. 

Every portion of a polypi is capable of devouring insects 
almost as soon as it is cut off, and tlie voracity of the 
whole genus is astonishing ; for Mr. Adams has observed, 
that most of the insects on which they feed bear the same 
proportion to the mouth of a polypi that an apple tlie size 
of a man’s bead bears to his mouth. 
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PASTE EELS. VIBRIO GLUTINIS. 

The Oxy-Hydrogen Microscope discovers legions of ani- 
malcule in most liquors, as water, vinegar, beer, dew, See, 
They are also found in rain and several chalybeate waters ; 
in infusions of both animal and vegetable substances, as cer^ 
tain fluids of animals, pepper, oats, wheat, and Oilier grain, 
tea, &c. 

Those who have made the most minute researches and the 
most accurate inquiries into the natures of the several ob- 
jects mentioned, to their senses have found that the sub- 
stance upon which they employed their curiosity were often 
quite diflerent from what at first they appeared to be. 

Thus for instance the whole earth has been found ple- 
nished with an inexhaustible store of what we should least 
of all expect ; that is, an infinite number of animalcules 
floating in the oir we breathe, sporting in the fluids we drink, 
or adliering to the ^several objects we see and handle. 

The conjectures and hypothesis relating to the production, 
generation, structure, and uses of these animalcules have 
been as various as were ever contrived by caprice or embra- 
ced by credulity. Not to bewilder ourselves however in 
tlicse labyrinths, but to confine our assertions to actual dis- 
coveries by the assistance of the Microscope, we not only 
perceive that such animalcules exist, but are also enabled to 
determine their shapes and the various peculiarities of their 
motion 

Tne contemplation of animalcules has made the ideas of 
infinitely small bodies extremely familiar to us. 

A mite was anciently tiiought the limit of littleness, but 
we are not now surprised to told of animals twenty seven 
millions of times smaller than a mite. 

The !ong-bodicd animalcules discovered by tjic Micros- 
cope in some parts, irave fiom their figure been generally 
distinguished from the rest of the microscopic animalcules 
by the name of eels. 

Those and the other kinds have been supposed to be pro- 
duced of the eggs of other animalcules of the fly kind float- 
ing in the air. 

But those in paste (the Vibrio Glutinis) arc discovered to 
be viviparous animals, producing living creatures of their own 
shape. If paste such as book-binders generally use, is ex- 
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posed to the air in an open vessel and prevented becoming 
hard or mouldy by occasionally stirring it, after some days 
it will turn sour ; and if examined attentively you may dis- 
cern multitudes of exceedingly small long slender wriggling 
animalcules, which grow larger daily till you will be able to 
see them with the naked eye. If you take as much paste as 
will cover a pin’s head and put into a drop of water for the 
eels to swim about in, the internal motion of their bowels 
may be plainly perceivea ; and when the water is almost 
dri^ away and they are nearly expiring, their months may 
be seen opening to a considerable extent. 

If H few of the full grown eels are selected and washed in 
clean water to free them entirely from tlm glutinous matter, 
and then subject them tothe Oxy-Hydrogen Microscope, the 
sexual organs may be distim ly recognised when the eels 
are quiescent. 

This as well as their inteinal organisation will be more 
readily discerned, if tlve paste on which they feed be tinged 
with carmine or any other colouring matter. 

One of the most striking peculiarities in the economy of 
these creatures is, that the female of one season of the -year 
is oviparous, while at another she is viviparous. The object 
of these changes is at present unknown; but I conceive it 
probable that the eggs are yjroduced for the continuation of 
the species through the winter ; as we have well authenti- 
catccl experinunts on the eggs of insects, which shew that 
no ordinary < old injures their vitality, although it may be so 
intense as to retard the exclusion of the young for several 
years. Some olK^ervers consider the oviparous eels dis- 
tinct species from the viviparous, but this has not been de- 
monstiated ; and 1 fear microsc opic naturalists have too 
often divided animalcules into distinct species which mere- 
ly differ in the stage of their youth, thus unnecessarily 
augmenting the number of names and creating confu- 
sion; for surely if there only existed half the num- 
ber of species that are well known as distinct, they alone 
would be fully sufficient to engage the constant attention of 
any lover of the works of the creation in exploring their 
structure and economy. 

Similar augmentation of species have been made even by 
Ornithologists upon objects which could not only be seen 



and handled but dissected. Thus Gmellio, and some others 
have described the same individual species. The Qoldea 
Eagle (Aquilla Chrysaetos) in four ditferent stages of its 
growth as four distinct species. 

When one of the paste eels is cUt in two across the middle, 
a long and slender tube is seen to shoot out from each of 
the divided ends, and a number of seeming ova issue from 
liiese : but when examined strictly they appear to be living 
cels of different growths, and all included in their proper 
membranes. 

Some move themselves but slowly, while others coil and 
uncoil themselves pretty briskly ; and the most mature are 
seen to make strong ellorts towards the disengaging them- 
selves of their enveloping membranes, and at length suc- 
ceed and swim at liberty like their parent animal. 

A lmi\jired and upwards of the young ones have been seen 
to issue from tne body of one single eel, whereby tlie prodi- 
gious increase of them may be accounted for, as probably 
several such numerous generations are produced in a short 
time. This property of these eels being viviparous, renders 
it highly improbable that they ever become flies. 

An immense number of these animals, apparently a foot or 
more in length, swimming about in a very small quantity of 
water, affords the most extraordinary sight that can be ima- 
gined when brought under the power of the Oxy-Hydrogen 
Microscope. 

Of the genus Vibrio there are already described thirty- 
seven species. What a field for observation with such a 
power ! ! ! 

The next genus which we shall briefly notice in this com- 
panion is the 

VORTICELLA, OR WHEEL ANIMALCUL J!, 
of which seventy-five species are already described. They 
vary much in their organization and lieqce have been formed 
into two divisions, viz. Polygastrica and Rotatoria. 

They are naked, contractile, and possess cilia circularly 
disposed near the mouth producing a vortex in the water : 
in many of them they appear to rotate like a wheel, to ac- 
count lor which various hypothesis have been invented. 
According to Dr. Ehrenberg this is occasioned by their pe- 
culiar disposition and not from any difference of structure; 
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for as with the vibrating cilia, the base of each is a bulb 
(similar to * the species of the Echina) which by means of 
muscular hbres it can move in any direction like a ball and 
socket joint. 

Thus each cilium in its revolution describes a cone, the 
apex of which is the bulb. Now if tbe cilia are arranged in 
a circle and viewed laterally while in motion, the whole 
wheel will appear to revolve as each cilium passes ; first a 
little nearer the eye on this side of the cone and then further 
off on the other aide. We can only give short descriptions 
of one or two species. Vorticella Poly Morpha, V. Multi- 
formis and V, Stantoria are supposed to be the only varieties 
of the same species; and indeed there may easily be a 
multiplication of species by reason of the various forms 
they can assume. 

By their great powers of exi '.sion and contraction, 
and also by their being sometimes attached to the surface of 
vegetable or other substances and at others swimming freclv, 
they assume sucli different characters that unless attentively 
watciied they may easily be mistaken for different species. 

These creatures are of various tints, white, blue or green: 
the whirl of cilia is sometimes indented or formed in a 
spiral line ; in others interrupted probably at the mouth of 
aperture. Some specimens appear to possess a row of cilia 
along the edge of their bodies, the utility of which still re- 
mains for future observation. They vary greatly in size 
(from to of an inch long) which arises either 
from the quantity of food supplied or from the state of 
their growth, as they propagate by division into unequal 
parts. 

Their increase by transverse division has been recorded 
by M. Trembly, who states that it is first indicated by an 
obligue stripe where the head of the new animalcule is to 
be produced ; tbe commencement of this is observed a little 
below the middle of the body, whence it proceeds about 
half round tlie parent; it is first discerned by a slow motion 
and forms a proturberence on the side of the body. 

The bead of the new animalcule may be plainly distinguish- 
ed from the old, and which by the motion of the cilia soon be- 
come detached and tbe parent swims away. 

Sometimes they propagate by longitudinal division, com- 
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mencing at the head — oric polypi appearing; with two distmct, 
lirads as observed in the Voly Morpha. 

In the second division Rotatoria whicli brinsjs ns to the 
liij^hest class of infusoria, we commence with the V. Seiitu, 
the c linttd crystal Vorticclla. 

Although this is one of the largest species of aiiimalcnfe, 
yet all the authors who have written upon it have given, 
only a moderately correct outline of its external form and an 
indistinct account of its internal structure; such indeed was 
all that their imperfect instruments would enable them to do. 

Tliesc animalcules are very transparent ami colourless 
like water; whence their nuine Ilydalina, and the facility 
which they aflbrd for obs(’rvation. 

Tills animalcule is visible to the naked eye. 'I'he largest 
specimens met with measure about of an inch in 
length, bi*t they are more commonly found from j\.- to 
of an inch ; so that by attentive observation the 
smallest specimens can be discerned ; for a jierson with, a 
good sight m^y perceive an object held at the shortest dis- 
tance for distinct vision of J of that size. They are 
comiTtonly found among confervoe and lernna. Jn vege- 
table infusions they are generally ibe last tliat make their 
ap]Harancc, being always precc'ded by tbe simpler Poly- 
gastric kinds of the infusoria, though the diHbrcnt species of 
the latter do not follow any regular order even in difibrent 
portions of the same infusion. 

This creature is enveloped in a double tunic or coat of a 
soft gelatinous snb'^tar.ce. 

Tlie fore extremity of the body is abruptly turncated and 
ftirnished with seventeen muscular bodies of a globular form. 
These- are disposed in two concentric circles, tlieir upper 
surfaces being furnished with several strong cilia, and their 
lower extremities connected by means of ligumenU'to mus- 
cular balls so as to permit tbem to rotate, thereby cn.ibling 
the cilia to produce a current in tbe ambient water towards 
the moutli which is situated in the centre. 

At ilie entrance of tlic mouth and msopbagus is dis])Osed 
on each side a scuies of indentations or teeth, 'rheso arc 
hani bodies not edged in front but bluntly pointed, which 
ill their junction appeal like the fingers of a hand and arc 
five in number on each side, la the common vviicvl animal- 



rule three -on each side only are observed, but they are 
larger and very dislinet even while the creature is livinp:. 

These teeth are fixed to the large muscular body wliich 
possesses the power of alternately opening and closing, and 
the food passes through it into the alimentary canal : 
this canal terminates at and with the glands complete the 
d ! ges t* ve apparatus . 

A muscular system being the proper agent of voluntary 
contraction in the animal kirvjrdom, its existence might 
fairly be expected in infusoria; creatures so remarkable for 
the rapidity and energy witli which they propel and trans- 
port themselves from one situation to another. 

In respect to the former they can only be compared to 
fishes, in the latter with insects. 

The more contraclihilify of ‘ssues can never surely afford 
a sufficient explanation ol Uk active voluntary efforts by 
which they avoid every obstac jc, where myriads of creatures 
are swimming in a single drop of water; by which also they 
convi y nutriment towards their mouths and perform the acts 
of digiutition. 

From the extreme tenuity of the greater number of ani- 
malcules and all the polygastrica or the homogeneous infu- 
soria of Cuvier, nodcstinct muscular fibres have been detected, 
although from their vigorous contractions, as well as their 
presence in the division Rotatoria we may infer their exist- 
ence. 

From the superior .size and diaphanous nature of this 
Yorticella we are enabled by this powerful Microscope to 
discern several distinct bands of fibres of a greyish white 
colour; that these fibres perforin the ollice of muscles is 
evident from their contraction and dilaratiou : in contracting 
they become broader and more opaque on the contracted 
side of the animalcule, and on the opposite the antagonist 
fibres elongate and almost vanish in consequence of their 
increased transparency. 

The nervous ganglion is situated near the rotatory mus- 
cles towards the dorsal side of the mandnetory organ ; it 
consists of a cluster of a glandular-like bodies distinguish • 
able by their greater opacily and connected by a dorsal 
vessel which traverses the entire length of the animalcule : 
from this longitudinal vessel proceed at nearly equal dis- 



tances nine pair of nerves, which appear at first view to 
incircle tlie body, but when carefully examined are found to 
terminate near t!ie inferior side ; they are more slender than 
the dorsal vessel, and like it of a whiter hue than the other 
inli,!^uincnts. Tl;cse in the opinion of Dr. Ehrouborp^ con- 
stitute the nervous system, and strongly resemble that of 
the Ascidia so beautifiilly demonstrated by Savifriiey. That 
these fibres, &c. are not muscles is evident from their form, 
their mode of insertion, and their not beings shortened in the 
contractions of the animal, but assuming a sorpentiuo form, 
being apparently passive. That they are not vessels is also 
evident because no ))ulsation or circulating fiiiid has ever 
been perceived in them ; hence by fair reasoning we may 
safely conclude they form a nervous system ; and it is well 
remarked by Mr. Johnstone* that according to all our 
ideas of jenown Physiological laws the existence of active 
voluntary motion pro-supposes tlie necessity of an animating 
nervous system. 

V. Rotatoria or common wheel animal is viewed with as- 
tonishment and delight by all its observers. 

They are found in rain water that has stood some days in 
leaden gutters or in hollows of lead on the tops of houses; 
and if the sediment has any thing of a red colour in it one 
may be almost certain of finding them therein ; though they 
discover no signs of life except when in the water, yet they 
are capable of continuing alive for many months after they 
are taken out of their natural element and kept quite dry. 

In this state it is of a globular shape, exceeds not the 
bigness of a grain of sand and no signs of life appear ; but 
being put into water in the space of half an hour a languid 
motion begins, the globule turns itself about, lengthens 
itself by slow degrees, assumes the form of a lively maggol, 
and most commonly in a few minutes afterwards puts out its 
wheels and swims vigorously throagh the wftter as if in 
search of food. 

The most remarkable part of this animalcule is its wheel- 
work. This consists of a couple of semi-circular instruments, 
round the edges of which many little fibrelhe move them- 
selves very briskly, sometimes in a kind of rotation, and 
sometimes in trembling or vibratory manner.

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??.omotiinp> thr whoA-U seem to be entirely circles, armed 
with small. tecti^ Iik(* tlioso of the balance wheel of a watch, 
appoarini^ joojectod ioiwnrcls beyond t!ie head. The teeth 
or cogs seem to stand very regularly at equal distances, but 
the figurt; of tlumi vaiics according to the position, or per- 
haps the will of tlu‘ aniin.d itself. 

They sometinn s appear like ancient battlements or around 
lower/at other limes they terminate with sharp points and 
altogcliier resemble a kiml of gothic crown. All these 
wheels \yc every where transparent in a liigli degree ; and it 
is difficult to determine by what contrivance they are turned 
about, or what their real figure is, though they seem exactly 
to resemble whotds moving round iifjou an axis. All the 
actions of tills creature seem to imply sagacity and quick- 
ness of sensation. 

At the least touch or motion . the water they jnstantly 
draw in their wheels, and Mr. hiker conjectures that their 
eyes are lodged somewhere about the wheels. 

Notwithstanding the luiuuteucss of this animalcule the 
Oxy-Hydrogen Microscope generally discovers others in tiie 
same drop of water compared wit!i which the wheel animal 
may be said tube a whale. 

The transparency of its body allows its internal parts to be 
seen. The motions of the he«irt are sometimes suspended 
or imperceptible for two or three minutes, after which they 
arc renewed and go on again with the same regulanly as h,!- 
fore. The blood or circulating tluid is colourless, but a sort 
of irregular agitation of some fluid is perceived. The abdo- 
men is by far the largest part of the animal ; when it is full 
of food the bowels appear opaque and of a blood-red colour. 

VOLVOX. 

The animalcules belonging to this genus arc of a globular 
form, and revolve in the water. Some of the species are so 
large as to be discerned by unassisted vision, wliile others 
arc very diminutive. Khrenbcrg has not demonstrated their 
digestive organization, but note to his table says ihpy 
ought to follow the monads. 

We must content ourselves in this introduction with an 
account of the Volvox Globulus, as it forms so interesting 
an object iu the gas Microscope. This animalcule is about 
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T^ir ^ tliameter: it is globular, bavingnoap- 

jjcarance of either btjid, tail, or fins. It moves bi all di- 
rections , forwards or ktekwards up and dow n, either rolling 
o\ er an d over like a bowl, spinning Iiorizonlally like a top, 
or gliding along snioolbly without turning itself at all. 
Son)etiines its motions arc slow’, at other limes very swift ; 
and when it pleases it can turn round as it were upon au 
axis very nimbly without moving out of its place. The 
whole body is transparent except where some circular black 
spots arc observed. Some of lliesc creatures liave no sjjots, 
others from one to seven. 

The surface of the whole body appears in some ns of all 
over dotted with points, in others as if granuldtcd like 
shagreen, hut their most general appearance is as if biset 
tlnnl\ round with short moveable hairs or bristles, which pro- 
bably are The instruments by which their motions are per- 
formed. 

Tliese animalcules may he seen V)y the naked eye, but 
appear only like moving points. In this genus about fifteen 
species are enumerated, and it is hoped they will afford l>eau- 
tiful ohji^cts for the Oxy-Hydrogen lVlicroscoi)e. The 
foregoing short account of some of the living objects for ex- 
Jiibition is deemed sufTicieiit as an introduction and com- 
panion to the Oxy-Hydrogen Microscope. 

The inanimate objects may be varied and multiplied ad 
infinitum. The beautiful scenes displayed consist in variety 
which bufHcs all description. The transverse sections of 
wood’btrike the spectator witli astonishment. The wings 
of insects afford a class of objects singularly beautiful both 
in brilliancy of colour and beauty of mechanisiT), adorned 
with fringes of every colour in the sputrum. 

The Elytra or Tegmina of the order Hemeptera, &c. afford 
objects of peculiar beauty and wonderful texture. ^ 

The eyes of Libellulina and Others with their 20,000 hexa- 
gonal convex lenses, brilliant like diamonds, along with other 
dissected parts of insects are peculiarly interesting. 

Feathers of Lepidoptera as well as those of birds are mag- 
nified to an amazing extent. The hair of the head, the finest 
cambric, crape, Arc. the fibres of which are magnified to the 
thickness of a man’s arm. In short eacli object strike the fa- 
culties with surprise and pleasure, and must be witnessed in

Salt of any kiad U diuolved in irater, and a drop is 
placed oa a |neee Of glaas whea this twgnlar phenomenon 
may be obiKrted as the water evaporatea, each sq[»rate lalt 
preMrviM lU own pecnUar feim of crystal, shooting and 
penring me the coanscatione of the Anrora Borealis. 

This affords .a most curious and wonderful exhibition, and 
would of itself amply re^Sy the curiosity of a visitor to thia 
wonderftd iB(vaii^nr.-(he vxy>Hydn>gen Mkstoscnpe.

One year or two elapswl l>efbrc Dii. G. \eiitured to commit 
any portion of his philological lttlK)urK to the CalcutUi Press ; and to 
cn.sure success. In* retired from all European society, to acquire, in 
the garb of a native, much more insight into their manners and lan- 
guages than he could otherwise have accomplished. On com- 
mencing the publication of the Dictionary iu A^umhcrs, the 
consequent delays, expense, and losses by M/.v mutle became una- 
voidably so gri'at, as to involve him in heavy debts, and ceaseless 
toil, for the long s])ace of ten or twelve ytiars ; tliougb the Govern- 
iiient's public subscriptions for the copies they afterwards received, 
umounteil to a large sum, independent of cash receipts from a num- 
ber of private subsiTibtTs. Tlie inade<, <to price originidly fixed 
w'as another source of severe distres.s, > liicli no liitiin* iiugmenta- 
tion could well relieve, every copy costing more than the subscrip- 
tion ; and those ta^on by the (Jovernment came afterward.*- to 
operate against Du. G, in the market, W’hen least expected. 

In order to retrieve the emharrassi'd state of‘ liis pecuniary 
ufliiirs, w'hile coiiijdetiiig his projected Works as an author, tit:* 
military leave of ah.s<.nee was renewi*d, with peniiission to btc(>mi‘ 
an Indigo Planter at Ghazeepoor, where Du. G. rtsided till iiu:* ; 
and though never noininattxl, he aeletl in the eapaeity of (.’ivil Sur- 
geon to successive ('oTuniercialKe.sidcnts at that station, besides pir- 
forming his medical duties gratuitously to many convalescent 
sojourners and settlors in the adjacent Country, who frequently 
required both medicines ami attendance. He attempted iu vain U> 
surmount his literary difficulties by Indigo ami Opium contracts 
with Goverinneiit, neither of which, nor some other mercantile 
.speculations jiroving auspicious eiinagh to counteract the load of 
debt to the Pre.ss, Du. G, w'as glad to repair to the J'residency, 
during Si i: .Ton X Sn OKI ’s governmenr, in the hope of procuring 
.some apiiointmeiit or patronage, which might in the interim acce- 
Icriile the completion of the IlimKiostanee Dictionary and Grammar, 
with an extensive Appendix, and ultimately preserve him from 
impending ruin. 

llis protracted, residence in .'.tveral Pro\inccs of Ilindoostan, 
and unrestricted intercourse with all classes of the inhahitaiits, 
were the means of accuinulatiiig a mass of interesting materials, 
as coiiqH-ehensive as the Dictionary itself, which, in the form of a 
large Sup)>leniciil. w'ere published in 17 !>y. 
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About tbii« i>erio4l, l)eiiig prowotetl to the rank of a full Sur- 
geon, and noiTiinated as Hciid Surgeon in the roofb of Mr- Hart- 
i.KY» at Bencoolen, Du. G.*s acceptance of the place was disi^ensod 
with, that he might still have leisure to finish his Works^ and a 
'rmnslation of the Articles of War into Ilindoostanoe, ibr the 
ISengul Army, wliich was published in the Oriental Iminguist, a 
short time before MAuoeis Wi-.lj.f si.kv asKiinied the supreme 
troveniinent of British India. 

As a preparatory and expcrimeutal step to the foundation of 
the College at Calcutta by that illustrious Nobleman, Du. (i. was 
tj»pointed to superinte nd the studies of the Junior (^ivil Servants in 
llindoostantH' and Persian ; wbieb be conducted so successfully, that 
IVlAuwi'is Wi.i.i.i-.KLKY, on the establishment of the College, con- 
ferred «p<ni him the Hiiidoostance Professorship, with allow*;tnccs 
so liberal, us to enable biin to liquidate all bis debts ; and bad health 
permitted him to remain a few years more in that office, it certainly 
would have been in his power to return home with a handsome 
fortune. 

JMakquis Wjii.tRsr.KY, according to reports then current, was 
;?o confident of the iitMih/ of the Oriental College, on its founda- 
tion by his Tiordslnp, as to intimate ii desire that those Goiitlemcn 
in the civil and military departments, who were appointed Pro- 
fessors, should previously resign the Service, no doubt in the faith 
of Uc'gulatioii XV''I1. inserted in piigc 9, 

The supcrcession of the Institution under I)ji, Gji.rnaiST, by 
the Calcutta College, Avas unfortunately tht; cause of a serious inis- 
undcTstiipding between the Honourablt* Court of Directors, and the 
tJovenior (ienerol, Avliich eventusdly did much injury to Dii.G., 
Avhen conjpclle<l, by a dangerous illness, to, resign his collegiate 
duties, and proceed to England in IKOI, after five years* incessant 
labour as an (Oriental Professor; thus unexpi'ctcdly deprived of 
those advantageous prospects w'hich ivere still witliin his reach in 
the medical line of the Service, had they nf>t been all in'terinediately 
s.acrificcd by Ids zeal fur the Ilin(bK>6tanec department, and to 
higher expectations from the New' College, in the way both of 
salary and pension. 

From 1804 till 180G Dn.G. was in the constant habit of giving 
gratuitous Lectures, in or near London, to numbtrs of Gentleman 
proceeding to India ; fimong the rest, to the late Rev. Dr. Martvn, 
:i distinguished Oriental Scholar, and Translator of* >be Scriptures, 
and to the present Professor at Addiscoinhc- ^ ' 

WJiile thus employed, Du. G- accepted a provisional nomina- 



tioirto tile llertaturd Collcgo^ on Major Scott s resigm^tioti of the 
I'ToteoKorRhip there ; but a few months' trial convinced him thut 
his efforts could not prove beneficial^ either in a private or public 
point of view^ and he relinquished the situation accordingly. 

His applicHtion for u coniiiiensurate pension in eonsi^quencc ot' 
Marquis Wki.lkslky's Trstimonials^ submitted to tlic llonoura-* 
■blc Court of Directors, proeurwl the small sum of £1.50 ; and 
this even would have been considered so far a fiatisfactory boon , had 
not his legal pension of £180, as a retired Surgeon of twenty-two 
years* standing, been withheld for some time ; but when this was at 
lost restored, the £150, formerly granted sis a literary pension, ceased 
entirely, till in 1817 it was partly roplaeeil by £120 only ; whence 
Du. G. has lost, on the whole, about two thousand pounds in the 
course of fifteen years' submissive* siler. . and disinteresu-d resig- 
nation to his luckless fate. Du. G. bai some reason to luqie that 
the lenient imnds of Time, and Christian charity, have drawn 
the vtdl of reciprocal forgiveness and oblivion over past events, 
wdiieli he can have no desire to revive, unless obliged reluc- 
tantly to do so, in supfiort of a gowl name,— to him always much 
more precious than either rank or riches. 

Though Dr. G. was actively engoj^ed in a Banking concern 
from 1806 to 1816, he persevered in his giatuitous instructions at 
Edinburgh, where the Rev. Dr. Scott, 1'act. Roebuck, of the 
Calinitta College, lately deceased, and n long list of other inrlivi- 
dttids, enjoyed the benefit of his Lectures ; which has been com- 
municated by Dk. Scott to a Mk. Nivihon, who is ut present a 
Clergyman, a good Orientalist, and Hindooslanec Teach, er in the 
Scottish ]\Ietropolis. 

When tlie business of a Banker grew too hazardous, and the 
ftimiiid proceeds of Du. G.’s Bubiications, formerly considerable, 
were rapidly declining, from ungenerous competition in London, 
Be was induced to ajipear {personally, and preserve his large stock of 
literary {property in that market from menaced destruction ; and 
since 1818 he has in some measure not only accomplished tliis 
object, but another of much greater importance, that will ap{>ear 
fully detailed in some of tlie following docuinents,{.tlie w'holc being 
arranged iii regular Bucccssion, to elucidate or confirm every portion 
uf this Narrative. 

These vouchers exhibit a connected view of a long active life 
at koine and abroad, the {prime and greatest portion whereof have 
been Studiously devoted to that branch of the public service which 
was almost entirely neglected during half a century preceding 



Dr. G. s numerous l\iblications; an assertion indisputable by those 
wlio will advert to the subjoinal facts^ or who ktiot^ any thing of the 
origin and progress of Oriental literature daring the administration 
of Hasting and his immediate successors. In lfK)S> 

though Persian scholiurs were abundant enough, a Hinduostanee 
proficiunt could not be .|Wiicured, without u public Advertiaeipent 
by the Bengal Government, for any pc*rson so qualifiiid to accept c|f 
the Assistant l^rofessorship at the. College, with u monthly aolary of 
one thousiiud rupt^es ; — Major Mouax, of tin; Engineers, was </wr 
tfw/y candiibite who npjieanKl to claim such an arduous but lucra- 
tive office, and he was immediately engaged. 

A second Assistant lK.‘caTric also rec|uisitc; and luckily Lieu-t. 
IMacoocgal, of the same Corps, had been among the pupils at tUo 
experimental Institution, where he made such progress with Dii. G. 
in one .season, that he likewise provinl a valuable acquisition to the 
College, which could not otherwise have found an adequate Hindoo- 
sUinee Assishnit in any departmeoi of the Civil or Military Service, 
either at Bengal, or the other l?rt*aidciicies ; becfiuse liardiy one man 
among the Honourable Company's Servants, only twady years 
.ago, could understand and sinsik the Hindoostaiiee, like -a sclndar 
or a gentleinaii ; whereas now there exist hundreds of expert 
linguists in the army alone. In the short space of twro or three 
years that excellent ycmtli tell a victim to the sealous discliarge of 
his professional offices, in ii baneful cliTmitc for persevering mental 
exertions of any kind. — ^I ahik HklouAT likewise was forced home 
by an iinpaireil constitution in quest of health, about 1808; and 
the highly meritorious Cat tain Koeduck, in 1818, 2 )ren$aiur€ly 
paid the great debt of nature, under similar eircumstopces, at Uie 
Calcutta College ; which, liad not Du. G. left it in 1804, would 
have b^'D his grave also ; tliough he hod safely weatherefl aixtaan 
])reeeding years .of inconceivable* toil and’ intellectual opplicatiDit^ ' 
as the founder of rational Hindoostanee Philology, aiul author of 
many voluminous works.

DifKdent of my own ability to translate into tlie Hindoo- 
stanee Langua^^e with grammatical precision ^ and considering 
that the credit of Government is concerned in having tlie Work 
as correct and as perfect as possible, I consulted Ma. Gii.cnaisT, 
whose extensive un<l accurate knowledge of the Hindoostanee 
Iiangu.'ig(* is fully attested by his very useful Grammar an<l Dic- 
tionary* This (ientlcinan, with a laudable d(‘sirc of applying 
his knowledge to the puldic gowl, most readily altorded me his 
ussistaucc, and has not only amended tlK‘ language, and i:orn‘Cte<I 
the errors of grammar and constructi -• which were found in 
iny translation, but bus t^ikeu the trouble to annex to the llin- 
doostaiice part, the words m Koinan charucti-rs. The utility of 
this will be obvious, when it is considt red that Officers who may 
not be competent to read the 'rransiatioii in either tlie IVrsian or 
Nagurec characters, will, by a little attention to the Key, be 
able to Tewl it in the llomuu Utters, and to ex])lain it to the. 
men under their command. 

The correctness of the grammatical construction may, to 
persons n<it well vcrsetl in the Hindoostance grammar, aj»pear at 
first perplexing ; but as the words employed are in common use, 
and as there is amongsi the Natives a fixed standard for accurate 
writing ami speaking, I cannot think it necessary, and 1 am sure 
it MTOuld not he creditable, to follow u vitious orthography, or 
transgress the ndes of grammar, for the purpose of accominodat- 
ing the translation to a false )ironunci.ition, or an incorrect or 
corrupt iiKKle of speech, any more than it would have been to 
have framed the original Kiiglisli upon such a plan. ’

** For a long time the Servants of the (loitipany hail no oppor- 
tunity whatsoever provideil for them of learning, iirevious to their 
arrival, any of the laiigmiges of India, of which the Government, 
in all its de^iartments, a gr.cut proportion of commerce, and all the' 
higher branches of business trere to Ik* placed in their hands. * 

Even to the present hour, it is only to that class who are deno- 
minated yotu Civil Scrviuits, and the small proportion of Military 
Officers belonging to tlie Engineers and Artillery Deportment, that 
any niesns of acquiring a previous knowledge of tlie languages of 
India ore afforded. With this exception, the whole body of your 
Servants, the Officers of your Army and Marine, the Gentlemen of> 
your Medical, Clericid, and all the miscellaneous Oepartiii^/ii,8, 
(composing a number much more than five times greater than that 
of the Servants for whom, at u considerable exj^ense, you pr(vride 
the means of instruction in the languages), are sent out donthc dlB^

Honourable Court, how important imd delicate a trust is confided 
to tliose Officers of yotur Native Troops, oilen sent qn commands 
with them soon after their joining that corps ; and how impossible 
it is that it can be perfoctly discharged without a knowledge of their

understandiog thidr charactery-^withotit being nbl^lS gtiiurd 
the acta of deceiWra^— -without being able to diachaige one of 
most vjinportant of all functimis in your Native Armies^ tiiat of 
settling tile difFereDoea and disputes ttbich often arise in the Cobki 
ponies under their command^— acting, in sliort, in the charaotor 
of Judges. Vour Military Officers have often confided to tliem 
some the most delicate oi>eratioiis of Government ; their trans- 
actions, os necessarily happens in all military governments, more 
especially in those of the ]^t, touch in a thousand ways upon the 
persons, and property, and business, and feelings' of the .people, 
upon all of wbiclt they must, even with the best intentions, operato 
most injuriously, wlkcn your Officers are, by ignorance of tho 
language, absolutely excluded from tliose direct communications of 
the greah'st importance to obtain the requisite knowledge.'—In the 
case of your Medical Servants, I may bt> allowed to speak with 
some assurance, because 1 s^ieak iVom particular experience.

It is 
indeed self-evident, that the man who is obliged to ai>pXy the 
medical art, witliout the means of questioning his patient, and of 
ascertaining accurately the symptoms and seat of the complain^ 
must act under the continuul fear of doing evil rather than good j , 
a situation to a .man of feeling more di8tri^.sing than it is easy tO' 
.^concrive, and a situation in which it is certain that more thwi one 
IWf of his usefulness must be lost.

** spondence of the highest consequence, are universally connecttKl

teaching the Hindoostanee Language ; and witli that view, submit- 
ting several propositions to the consideration of the Co\irt. 

In reply, 1 have to acquaint you, that the Court are of opinion 
that it is very desirable tJmi aU person* oppuinicd to ihe Company s 
Sendee in India, particularly those in the Medical Line, ihould 
attain a knowledge of Hindmtanee previously to their quitting 
England. 

With a view, therefore, of encouraging you to establish Lec- 
tures of tlic description proposed in your letters, and entertaining 
tlie liighcst opinion of your merits and qualifications for the object 
in question, the Court have resolved to allow you the sura of tU'O 
hundred pounds (£iiOO) |ier annum, for three years ; at the expira- 
tion of which period, it will appear how far the advantages which 
you anticipate, are likely to be realised* 

The Court have ihrtlier rtniolved, that all persons appointed to 
the Company's Medical Service, shall be required to attend one 
Course'of your LfOctures, for u^pissibn to which they shall not pay 
mure tliaii three guineas ; and that previously to their being granted 
an order for embarkation, they shall produce a Certificate that they 
have so attended.

So favourable an issue of this preliminary trial of the pregrcM, 
the attention, and decorum on the StudenttT part, completely 
evinces the great advantages of useful information," communicated 
on the gratuitous principle ; because learners, thus ihatructe^,')^iiide 
themselves, not only on the pre^riety of behaviour always observed 
in the Class, but on the inclination generally testified afterwards to 
disseminate truths. In their tom, as libcrdly as they have received 
them, at an initiatory aystem of Oriental education. This made of 
procedure stimulates reflection, industry, and benevolent com^ti- 
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tidh am^!^ all the juvenile Scholars of every department who are 
destihed for Hindooatan^ wliich must have the brat efiects on their 
. temper and conduct ever after. 

'' The conviction that social api)liaition^ when once excited iii 
this manner^ will produce such conseciuences, still disinclines me 
from receiving fees from my Pupils in general^ and frohi the 
Assistant Surgeons in particular^ to such a degree as to have repeat- 
edly prevented the acceptance of large sums that have been offered 
by the Parents of some Youths, in consequence of evident profi- 
dency fVom attending my Lectures, where every thing is done to 
conciliate, instead of ilisgusthig, the Students on their coininenee- 
ment with a strange and difficult Tongue. 

** Without a fixed system of elemi^ntary tuition, little can be 
done by the Professors, of any Art or Scieiii’c, in all the winter 
months combiner 1, fur less when sev*'^ 1 of the Medical Gentlemen 
were compelled to leave me in ten x)r twelve days, or submit to 
sacridcra that I did not feel <list>oso«l to enforce, at a prolmtionory 
Establishment, wliere 1 am solicitous, rather by solid proofs of 
utility, tluin liy coercive meiins, to aecoiiiplish tbe end in my view— • 
that of fbrming very efficient Hindoostanee Linguists during the 
period from initiation here, till their arrival in India, several 
months inclusive, which are commonly dedicated to any thing but 
xational pursuits.' ^ 

Were the annual accession of zealous aspirants in tbe lan- 
guages and literature of the East never to ('xeeed the scanty ^wotluce 
of the present Season from tlie Institution under Uie auspices of 
your Honourable Court in I^oiidon, I shall venture to Ijredv't that 
iu the lapse of tlirec y<*ars, there will Ik: an abundance of good 
Hindoostanee Interpreters for the vinous Corps in the Honourable 
Company's Army, none of which, or the King’s Hegiments in 
India, should move without an adequate supply of expert 
until every Officer is induced, by interest and duty, to acquire a 
habit of speaking the common or miliuiry language of Hindoostan, 
with ease and. propriety. 

Tlus consudinmtion, so devoutly to be wished, is witliin tbe 
reach ji^f your Ili^ourable Court ; us those Hindoostanee $faff 
Apfk^itments, partially introduced by Govxaxoa Duncan, have 
been made general by Marquis Hasth^gs, and m already fol- 
lowed by the moat salutary consequences at all the Presklendra, as 
pramincnt'Objecta of honest ambition’s aim, which being connected 
with the office of Linguist or Interpreter, can nei^er be accepted 
with safety by inoompetenk candidates, nor conferred with honour 
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hy tlieir injudicious ])atrons^ wlio might otiicrwise be in^iucecii td 
look more to private benefit tliaii public goptl^ fh>iiiinfU8criminatc 
promotions^ tliat are sometimes dictated by interest only. 

The mere public intimation of the Honourable Court's desirOi 
that uU the Cadets might avail themselves of gratuitous access to 
the Hindoostnne^ Lectures, would go far to BU|)eniede the necessity 
of any compulsory measures on this occasion ; as Uie whole of the 
Cadets, nvho could possibly devote so short a time in Ldndon to the 
initiatory pursuits propo8ed> would embrace that opportunity with 
pleasure^ from the certain prospect of such Oriental studies being 
speedily recom))ensed after arrival at their respective places of des- 
tination in India, if all Adjutants, Commissaries, and such respon- 
sible Officers were previously subjected to examinations on their 
colloquial proficiency in the military language. 

** A knowledge in this Country that (Oirtain established offices 
of' emolument and res})onsibiIity exist in India, os the rewards of 
merit alone, will instinctively encourage every Cadet to greater 
proficiency in a few months, than many of them wouhl achieve 
otherwise in a year, whence they will l)ccome excellent Ilindoostanec 
colloquists before reaching tlie place of their destination, and with 
tht smallest possible loss or application of labour, time, and ex- 
pense for that purpose. Similar advantages, fVom some congenial • 
urrangetnents, would prove not less animating to the Assistant 
Surgeons, wh<» do not yet enjoy any official prospects ns Linguists, 
ill their de])artmcnt of the ('om|)any*s service, in common with 
Alilitary Officers. 

I have now funiishc<l your Iloncnirablc Court with facts and 
d.ita for a regular Hindoostanee Establishraeut in the British 
Metropolis, without presuniiiq; to dictate any specific plan ; for the 
proper arrungenicnt of which, only the Honourable Court and .their 
official subordinates are fuUy competent, from tlieir superior judg- 
ment in matters of this description, and from a more intimate 
acquaintance with certain circumstances and regulations afl^tihg 
the Honourable Company, that must be unknown to me as a private 
individual. 

Until leisure can be found for consultation on this nabject, 
and that no time may be lost in the exercise of my voIjv*;;^ 
labours, I am now ready to extend the sphere of their utility to 
the utmost, by Lectures in any Central Room in the City, which 
the Honourable Company may provide for me ; and I shall gladly 
leave the business of personal remun^tion, and deliberate orgafii- 
zation of the Lectureship, to the conveniency and pleaimrc of your 
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liotioUiUble Courts vrhen longer experience shall enable you to 
decide on the* merits of {lositive performances^ instead of any con« 
fident promises, or sanguine ho|>es, expressed on my side> as the 
Ilindoostanec Professor, in this stage of the proposition. I have 
already hiwl the pleasure to superintend the elementary studies in 
Oriental, literature of one hundred and sixty-five scholars, in the 
short space of twelve months, whence my credit would have heei» 
infinitely gj^eatcr, if numbers of young* Cadets, well educated anil 
very intelligent, had not been induei^l to leave England preina- 
turely» to secure priority of rank in India: thus sacridciiig all 
idea of public good, so far us language is concerned, to their own 
private promotion and advantage^ — a circumstance truly worthy of 
attention by your Honourable Court. 

** It has been observed, that the few I.cctures, which some of 
the Students had an o]i|iortunity f atti^nding, coiihl prinlucc 
nothing in their favour worthy of i- jtice in any official stutement; 
to which allow *me, with hccoining ileference to rc}>ly. — 1 have 
known one single Discourse electrify several casual amiitors into a 
fixed resolution to commence the llindoostanee during tlie voyage 
to India, under the aus|Mces of Scholars .farther arlvanced ; and* 
the consequences have proved highly creditable, on variems oCe;i- 
sioiis, to all the individuals thu.s intcrcKtcd as teachers and learners 
on board ship, when they happened to l>c fenow-passengor.s. 

I sliull not again presume to enumerate some of tlie evils which 
must ffibv from the non-existeitcc of any regularly organised system 
for tlie Institution under me by your Honourable Court; while I 
merely hint my ability and inclination, when so far favoured with ‘ 
the confidence and protection of my Honourable Masters, to unite* 
the study of Persian with the Hindoostanee, should tliose who 
attend me, have time enough for the attainment of both languages, 
lately acknowledged by tlie highest li^ authority, die only two 
most indispensable tor the Honourable Company’s Servants upon 
their "arrival in British India ; a do(*trine replete witli very salutary 
ronse€|uenccs, and one which I have been preaching for many 
years pakt. 

Since the commencement of die present Term in June last, 
tlgMitudy of Persian has formed a prominent part of each in the 
three Courses, limited, however, to diose Scholars who had pre- 
viously made a considerable progress in the Hindoostanee Language 
and Persi- Arabic character. 

It gives me infinite pleasure to add, that our efforts have 
not been iu vain ; on the contrary, those two indisjiensablc Tongues 
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have already been acquired to a flattering and contolatory extent, 
both in a colloquial and classical point of view, by imcdi Pupils <88 
have devoted altogether only six xnonthsrto tliese pratkical pursuits, 
for the most useful purposes in every quarter of Hiiidoostmi. 

If the four previous Public Reports, and tlie result of my 
literary labours and pursuits here, do not soon produce some visibly 
beneficial consequences to the best interests of the HonouraMe 
Company in their vast and extending territories in Asia, my ellbrts 
for the last three years will indeed have l)ecn vain and abortive ; 
but as I have hitherto lived in the hope of better days, I atn 
resolved, on this occasion at least, not to die in despair. 

** The sysUnn of social study since my last statement has 
been carried on witli such ardour and advantage, that the Students 
have been at tlie expense of liiring a convenient Lecture Hoorn flnr 
the prosecution of their own voluntary and meritorious exertions, 
on tliosc days when they have not to attend my Public Ijcctures ; 
and it is a duty which I owe to Mr. Kowsell, IVIiu Pisukr, and 
Ma. Drummono, when I state tliat, under tJjcir auspices, the pro- 
ficiency of the Pupils in general has been more rapid than ever, 
especially on the score of accurate pronunciation, the only grand 
obstacle to the speedy acquisition of the Hindoostanec I<unguago. 

• tc q^^iree years lure fast clax^sing since my labours commenced :i8 
an Oriental Professor under yoiir auspices in I.oiidoii ; and during 
the whole period I have enjoywl neither one vacation nor holiday 
from an ardent desire to do all the good in my j)ow'cr, by invc'ssant 
toil, to yoUr Servants who have eiTibraccd the opportunity of my 
voluntary instructions, both in Hindoostunec and Persian, Tlie 
latter Class alone has been recently interrupted by ill health for ths 
space of three weeks only, and was renewed the iTioineiit I hod 
strength to prolong iny Lectures, from two to three hours, as 
usual, on the Lecture days. 

Though I have not 'becii cheered in the prosecution of my 
4iuty with a solitary word of approbation, in rejily to my official 
Reports, from your Honourable Court, I shall nevertheless proceed 
through the approacliing and last Term ofiny probationary labours, 
with the same seal, alacrity, and perseverance that have hitherto 
Bupported and carried me over more than one arduous atteiniit to 
serve my Honourable Masters, without benefiting myself in tiie 
saone degree with those more fortunate competitors, who have 
werlted neither so long nor so hard as I have done in the public 
fservice, and at that very inexhaustible mine of useful hnowledge, 
which I was tlie flffst to explore and unfold on rational principles 
iu India. 
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The progress and ]>eliaviour of the Students continue us 
usual liighly satisfactory^ though various instances of limited^ irre- 
gular^ and desultory attendance must always occur, where no iiu- 
iiiediatc or powerful induc^nnent can operate on all the Pupils, so us 
to secure a contrary conduct, more especially under existing circum- 
stances, deeply aflecting both them and my Establishment. Your 
Honourable Court are not perhaps fully aware that the present 
regulations relative to the early departure of Cadets from this 
Country, and their future rank in India, o|H;rate more as a species 
of premium for a total ignorance of the military language there, 
than us an irresistible stimulus for youths appointed to the Infantry 
and Cavalry, to carry with them this most essential of local rc<iui- 
sites for every Military Servant of the (^>nii)uiiy. That the practice 
has for years been very properly reversed in the ejise of Artillery 
and Engineer Cadets, p<‘rfeetly c'’'*dent, though they form but a 
comparatively small iinmhcr of tbt ftidian Army, and have even 
less need of the 1 iiiidoostaiiec Ton.;'ae, on their first landing, than 
those tw’o other Corps, for whom no jdacc of instruction whatever 
exists, besides my own voluntary and gratuitous (bourses of Lec- 
tures. Tbi.s mode of eoUu<|uial tuition, if judiciously regulated and 
supported by your Honourable Court, might, previous to their 
embarkation lienee, in the space of twro months only, be the means 
of dvily quidifying the great majority of your Cadets as' I^iiiguists, 
utid at a very trifling expense, without much adibtional inconvenience 
to all those eoneemed, who can manage to start for India tis efficient 
Linguists from the period of their arrival in that country, where 
a practical knowledge of Hiiidoostunec becomes at once indispen- 
sable for the public goml, or their own i>rivate safety and advantage. 

** To secure continued application by the whole Infantry and 
Cavalry Cadets during the outw-ard voyage to all useful acquisitions 
in military tactics or tongues, nothing more can be required than a 
fair examination at each of the Presidencies, and a subsequent 
adjustment of their relative rank, according to the decided profl- 
eiency or superiority of every Candidate for future promotion in a 
weU-organized army, on Avhose courage, fidelity, and abilities the 
permanent security and happiness of British India must chiefly 
depdhd. Wlien nominations of every description to the Honour- 
able Comfiony's Service have become, from various causes, objects 
of increasing request suid ambition to most families in the United 
Empire, your Honourable Court may reasonably expect, that those 
who can support the expense of an education adequate and useful 
for local purposes, will not grudge a small additional sacrifice, to

lit their children tor such valuable palroinige, by the {Hissession 
of those accoinplishiiieiits and talents which nloiie, trom the com- 
iiicnccincut <»f his career, can render an Iiitiuitry or Cavalry Officer' 
of your Native Uep^inunts respectable in the eyes of those under 
his command, or trustworthy in the estimation of his own 
superiors. 

" Five hundred Students have, unthin tlie past three years, 
enjoyed the bciicHt of my ]niblie and gratuitous Lectures; among 
whom, 1 tinidy believe, there were not more than seven who 
gained nothing by their attendance, however sliort; and, more- 
over, that their total failure proccedt‘d rather from an unconquerable 
idleness, indisposition, flistracting pursuits, or inherent stupidity, 
than any defect in my scheme of Oriental tuition, which has now 
stood the test of thirty years’ experience in both hemispheres, and 
is daily confirmed by the conspicuous success of the young Gentle- 
men who have ever studied with me, at both of the Honourable 
Company’s Oriental Institutions in this Country. 

In the firm belief that time will yet justify all my expecta- 
tions of proving myself j by my unwearied diligence, worthy of more 
patronag(» and attention than I can yet boast of‘, as nn old and 
faithful Servant of the FiUst India Company,

Since the fifth or last Report has Ik-cii presented to the 
Honourable Court of Directors, more than Six Hundhhh Pjipii.s, 
in the s])ace of three years, have been so far qualified by iny la'c- 
tures, as to pronounce and understand the Hindoostanec well ; 
while not above Two Hunoued have, during the same jicriod, 
leflt both tlic other Oriental Seminaries in tliis Ccwintry in all ; tiiul 
among them not one in ten knew a single sentence of Hindoostanee 
correctly, ns colloquists, which they did not learn from Dii. G.

K S«H)rt as the tiniic is iince^ by your unanimous suffrage* 
I was appointefl to fill the office of Secretary to the ParentaU 
Academic'Insiitution, I have been under the painful necessity 
to rcsi|^n the situation, owing to circumstances '.vhich will be 
set forth in this Narrative. 

2. Before I enter upon the recital of the case, allow me to 
premise, that the whole of it resolves itself into a quesiioti, whe« 
ther the Dissenting Ministers, who are now employed as Profes* 
aors, shall be ejected from the Institution, to make room for othera 
of the C hurch of England. Did we at all suppose, Gentlemen, 
.when the Society was formed, that religion, or rather the mere 
carcase of religion, should have been the cause of so much dis<* 
union among the Members of your Committee, as to lead first 
to the resignation of two of them,* and afterwards to that of the 
Secretary himself? Had such an idea been present on our 
minds on the occasion referred to, I am sure we should have 
passed some specific rule bearing upon the question, which 
would be calculated to guard against the present.evil. 

3. At our first Committee meeting, which was held oil 
Thursday evening the 6th March, it was resolved;

6. A private communication (No. 3.) addressed to Mc'.mij. 
Frith and iSandford, was also produced and read on tlii* 
occasion; but it was regarded as an itregulai docunii nt, one of 
the gentlemen to w’hom it Wii^ addressed being unconnected 
with the Conuniilee. 

7. So free and unoccupied was my mind at this time as to 
the relative question of Churchmen and Dissenters, that 1 
wished to gather the public voice on the subject, rather tliaa 
bring any private bias of my own to the Institution ; for 1 felt 
assured, that the Committee would decide upon the point ac- 
cording to the best of their judgment. I must confess, howe- 
ver, that I was determined at bll events to contend fo** our riglit 
of retaining the e:r£di/5;Vc management of the Institution, what- 
ever might be the issue of the religious question. 

At tlie same Meeting, therefore, 1 read a private letter*- 
(No. 4) which I had just received fiom Burdwan, in order 
that the Committee might take the subject therein discussed 
Into their consideration, if they thought proper to do so.

4. That the explanation contained in Mr* Smith's letter on 
the subject to which it refers, be considered satisfactory ; and thai 
his services he accordingly engaged from the lOtA instant” {No* 19 .) 

29. On the morning of the 4th April, I received a letter 
from Mr. Hudson, re.signing his office as a Member of your 
Committee, and protesting against the adoption of the Lancas« 
terian plan.of instruction, and also against the employment of 
Dissenters in the service of the Institution. At my pressing 
rolicitation, however, he was persuaded to withdraw the letter 
in question, as it appeared, only for a short season. 

30. At the Meeting of the 10th April, it was found that 
the deputation appointed to confer with the Revd. Mr* 
(iawtayne as to his election at a Member of the Coinmitteet 
had. been remiss in performing the task which was assigned to 
them ; for neither Mr. Brightman, Mr. Hudson, nor Mr. Scott, 
had waited on Mr. Hawtayne for that purpose. 

31. Mr. Scotr, a Member of your Committee, being ab« 
sent on this occasion ; it was proposed (hat Mr. Frith, another 
Member, should scipply his place in the deputation to Mr^ 
Hawtayne. 

Bu-iines^, however, was to be done ; and our arrange- 
ments fur llie Institution were not to be suspended, on account 
of the neglected work of a deputation. The following Reio« 
lutions were accordingly passed. 

** 1. That the Prospectus relative to the J[nstitution havUsg 
met the approbation of the Committee, lOOO copies oj it be/orthm 
with printed ; 500 on English^ and 800 on China paper . 

“ 2. That the Prospectus be further published in the Nempik* 
pers for general information”

“ 10. That the salaries of the Revd. Measrs, HUl mnd Warden^

S3. With reference to the authorised pobhcation of the 
Prospectus, I was requested to atcertain Mr. Hawtayne'f 
withes from the deputation appointed to confer with him about 
the Chaplainship to the (nsticutioa ; and permission was ^iveii 
me, in the event of his accepting that office, to insert his 
Dhine accordingly; or, if otherwise, to leave a blank space op> 
posite to the post assigned to the Chaplain among the Officera 
of the Institution. 

34. Whilst naturally expecting on the following day to be 

favored from the deputation with eii er a “ Yes,” or a “ No,” 
to the abstract question relative the acceptance of the 

Chaplainship, I was both surprized and disappointed in re- 
ceiving a Paper (No. 30.) written by Mr. Sandys || a Member of 
your Committee^ to which I beg to solicit your .«pecial attention* 

35. At the Meeting of the 17th April, a Report (No. 31.) 
from the deputation to the Revd. Mr. Hawtayne was read, toge- 
ther with a. Protest (No. 32.) signed by Messrs. Drightman. Hud- 
•on, and Scott. On this occasion, Mr. Hudson rose, and insisted 
with much warmth and vehemence on the adoption of his views 
of the case ; which amounted to this, that the i.Bocasterian plan 
of instruction already sanctioned should be rejected, and that 
the Professors already engaged should be dismissed from the 
service of the Institution, for no other reason than that they 
were Dissenters from the Church of England. 

36. This was certainly, as fgr as I can judge, the 6rsC ia«i 
troductioD of a wrong spirit into our Meetings ; and the same 
spirit has, 1 fear, continued to manifest itself in one Mhmber

40. The letter in question >vb 6 circulated by me with 
much expedition, in order that tjhe party resigning miaht be 
in possession of an early answer, so as to be relieved fromi 
all uncertainty on the subject ; and also that the publication 
of the i'rospectus might no longer be delayed. . 

4 . . The aentiiOenta of ai! the Members of your cfommitteei' 
were ascertained in sufficient time to admit of a reply to Mr* 
BriglumaA and Mr. Hudson being dispatched on the morniog* 
of the 19th; but Mr. Sandys interrupted me in the regular 
discharge of ray duty, by privately requesting that 1 would 
suppress ” the reply till he heai d from the parties, to whom 
he had written on the subject.^ 

43. The irregular-'* suppression'* of the reply, after all 
the Members of your Committee had approved of it, natural* 
Ij left Brightman and Mr. Hudson in the dark as to tho 
grounds^ which their names were inserted in the Prospectus, 
which was published in the Journal of Che morning referred to, 
I) 01 withstanding thoir declared wishes to the contrary; and the

This was puiely the effect of.ihflt manceuvre,-* and of 
that ** sikppressfon of your Committee's refily, which originated 
^in Mr. Sandys; for, had this reply been immediately sent to 
the parties concerned, as it ought to have been done, no call 
whatever for explanation would have been received. To luret 
this call, however, 1 at once put forth iheaiupprtased Uttera 
(Noa. 26. & 27.) for tiieir sail- faction. 

44. tiere the matter seemed to rest ; but a most in-iui* 

' ous attempt of a different kind was now made by Mr. i$andyS| 
4 Member of your Committee, to accomplish the end aimed 
8t by thh resignation of the two Members above.mt niioned.* 
*What I refer to, is a ** Notice to Correspondents/’ (M", 2S. ) 
which apfihared in the Journal of tii ilst Npnl, and which was 
couched in such explicit terms with reference to the Frufesaors 
of the Institution^ as to assume the character of a positive edict 
for their expulsion; 

411. This Notice, or rather Proclamation, went the length 
eff announcing to all the world, both far and near, tlut th^^re 
was a dis|cn6ion in the Committee rdative to the empIoyiniMit 
the two pious and worthy individuals ” alluded to ; and 
of Insinuating a modest hope> that they would quit the work fur 
s^hich they had been engaged.^ 2 

46. So wanton a» injury to the feelings of these who 
had given no offence in any respect, naturally excited the 
disgust of all who felt an interest in the welfare of the Institu- 
tion; and fears were entertained lest it would operate injuri- 
ously on the minds of the parties more immediately concerned. 
That such was not the ca^e, is to be ascribed not to the want 
of aim in the language of the Journalist, but to the better 
sense of Messrs. Hill and Warden, who rose above OTse dis- 
creditable attempts to molest them. 

47. Nothing of importance transpired ot the Meeting of 
Che 24th April, which was the last that was held previously 
to the opening of the Seminary; and the Meeting of the Isc 
May, was equally barren aa to siny thing connected with the 
purport of this Narrative.

trary, these points were left to my own dii^creiioo ; for the

M. Tne inner address of Mr letter, it is true, 

wag J. W* lUcketrs Esq. Sec. to the P. A. Institution ;** 
hut the outer one on the envelope was simply J. W. 
Ricketts Esq •** 1 he former, therefuie, was regarded by ma 
as a mere matter of compliment, rather than any thing else ; 
for the very frame and s^yie of ihe letter, viewed in connec- 
tion with all the circutnKtanct.s uf the case, spontaneously led 
to an impression on my niiad, that ihe communication was no 
other than ^privale one. 

62. Hut, ad fitting for the «ake of argument, that this letter 
was really an ojfflcial document, of what material consequence was 
it? It was written on the 13d Apiil, at a time when the Pros- 
pectus comprizing ail the final arrangements relative to the 
Institution had been published in the Newspapers for gene- 
ral information, and when lO 'O copies of it had also been

55. To preserve a kind of chronological order in thtf 
Narrative, it will be necessary for me to notice some interme- 
diate businjis which took place at the Meeting of the Stb 
M.^y. 

14'. A letter (No. 31.) was read from Mr. Smith, Master to 
the Institution preferring a most frivolous complaint against the 
Jtevd. Mr. Hill, his imfnecliate superier in office ; upon which, 
it was resolved :

10. That the subject aridnsr from the communication ad-* 
dressed to the ^'ecretary by Mr ■ — ^ ™ — - — , come before the 
Committee at their next Meeting'* 

56. Thus the matter remained in suspense; but, to ins* 
prove the leisure of a whole week. I thought proper, in jus- 
tice to myself, to ebr.nin the sentiments of the different Mem- 
bers of your Committee in xo'itingf with regard to a case in 
which 1 was reque.sted to explain “ in writing.” For this 
purpo.te, I sent the Paper in circulation among them ; but my

69. At the Mteting of the I5ih May. a letter (Nr.. 33.) was 
read from Mr. Smith, in reply to that addressed to him under 
date the 9th, and referred to in the 54 li paragraph of this Nan i • 
live; upon which, T rose and required prunfas to any specifiu 
Rule which had been infringed by the harm ess, or rather, iu 
my opinion, meritorious conduct of tUe Revd. Mr. Hill, which 
was thus swelled out into all the importance aad turpitude of a 
high crime and misdemeanour ; it being an established 
position, that, where there is no law prohibiting any particular 
action, there can he no transgression. 

80. After some debate on both sides, it was moved by Mr. 
R Kerry and seconded by Mr. Hcatly,acd finally resolved by a 
majority:

nature as whuliyr to set belief at ilefiance, were it not lor the 
full blaze of day-lii;ht in wl i. h they Inpoenecl. 'Ihe lon;^ 
chain of** nianoeavres’* adtrcrtt-J to in tlie l\)re‘ 50 in<' Narr.Jtive, 
has at length been wound up b\ the summary ejection of tiie 
Profess^ors from the Insiitution^ in vioUtiou of all rule and 
principle whatever. 

After mv resignation of the <.fiice of Secretary on 'lliursday 
the 15th May, a special Meciiiig wjs held on the following 
Saturday ; into wiiich) after an ah.>cnce of a it'imle inontii, 
Messrs. Brightman and Hudson thrust ihemscivesy without 
any previous explanation, or even without a formal wi^hdraw- 
ment of their lute resignation. I his iniru.'ion was so abrupt, 
as naturally to occasion luucii surpr.zt.* in the minds oi thoad 
who had m*t the most distant exp !taiioa of .^eiing them. But 
mark the politcuv^s of their com . jt on lid'. octUi^ion ! Before 
they took their seats, they prtoiiiuti] to ihe Coimni'iee an 
only condidon, on which they ’.tould resume their ollioe as 
Members; which was. that the P^o^c^s(>ls should quit the 
Institution, according to the tenor of their late Protest. To 
this most unreasonable condition, tlie Committee could not of 
course give their assent ; but it seems that these two nsigntd 
Members neverllieless rejoined their late colleagues, fi om 
whom they had separated ihein->elves, and Iiave attended the 
two Meetings which have been held since the lime re ferred to. 

On the one hand, the llevd. Messrs. Hill and Warden were 
continually harassed and goaded by the unceasing ** raanauvres' 
of those who aimed at nothing short of their removal from the 
Inititution ; while, on the other hand, Mr. Smith continued, 
with credit to himself and advantage to his employers, to fill 
the prolific ottice of Cviinplainani lo the Insiiiuiioii.”

IJ qiiirin.; time, it would seem, to mature their schemes, 
wheilior for the purrlvi-r' of Mr. Draper’s school, or for the

You could not have mentioned a subject about which my 
'mind ha,' been more freriucntly anil more anxiouily occupied 
for. several years past tlian when you apoke of y(\ur plans for 
tlie establishment of a school, where the youth of CalcutU 
might obtain a sound and competent education. It is a aub- 
ject, about which I have written to England, and alao one 
winch has frequently come before ua at our Clerical partiea 
duiing the life-time of the late Bishop. It has been the com- 
mon feeling amongst the clergy, that such an establishment 
was greatly wanted; and it wai very near the Bishop,^ be^art 
to see such an one fairly in progress. Next after the instito- 
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ftion of hig own College for M ssionarleg) I knoir of nothing 
mbouK which he felt so warm an interest. 

, Hie decided feeling was, tint Calcutta needed a Grammar 
School similar to those excellent Institutions which have for 
•p long a period been the ornament of England, from whence 
the most eminent Scholars have been sent forth to the Uoi« 
▼prsities, and by means of which the staple learning of tiie 
land has been kept up. It appeared desirable tint such ani 
Institution should be superintended by a Head Master, and 
an Under.Master, botli Clergymen of learning and abilit^cs^ to 
be selected with great care from the Colleges at home ; and 
if 1 am not mistaken in my recollection, the Bishop promised 
at one time that he would draw out a little plan, and 
tend it with a strong recommendation to the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, or Bishop of Lonilon, fi -* ado;)tioni. In tivs ca<^e, 
the School would have been endon 1 and chart'Tfd by the 
authorities at fiome, nod a noble l ^stitirion would have been 
.Ibrmed for the instruction youug pcop'r, such as would 
unite all the advaptages proposed by your new plan.'

jlion with the Managing Commtttee, and we should do our ut- 
most to procure for it the cordial support of the Community, 
and to add to ks permanent funds, in which it is not improbable 
that, we might be of material assistance. 

I would add, that for such youths, as might feel a disposition 
to the Ministry, the College founded by the late Bi>iiop of Cal- 
cutta will afford advantages, i,n no degree, perhaps, inferior to 
those of Colleges at home— Reciprocal advantages, indeed, of 
vast importance might be secured by connecting the two Insti- 
tutions in this particular branch: the School might have, as in 
]p)ngland, Scholarships founded in the College, which in its turn 
might supply men peculiarly qualified to fill up vacancies in tha 
School.

T do not think any further discussion on the subject of the 

accompanying document necessary. I never saw Mr. 's letter; 

hut the Secretary, on my enquiring of the re.Milt of his application 

toMr. , for pecuniary aid, had informed me that hc(\Ir. ) 

had refused, and in a note assigned his leasons. which “ savoured 
much of the scMtimcnts of Mi. Thomasun.’* He promised to 
shew me the note. 1 however never applied to him for th*' pur- 
pose, considering it needless, as all t)ie main points connected 
with the establishment of the School had been fiiialli' decided 
upon, I think 3 days before, and no new proposals could possibly 
in my opinion aflcci them. Indeed I cannot conceive wdiy so much 
stress is laid upon the circumsta 'Miof the letter from Mr. — 
having been put aside, unless it * supposed that it is the duty of 
the Comniitt<‘e to new model the ^vliote of their proceedings on the 
suggestion of every Gentleman who might in bis well-meant

The Secretary’s reply is to me perfectly satisfactory ; and I un- 
derstood it had been deemed .so at the last Committee meeting. 
Why there should he separate minutes On the subject now, 1 can- 
not conjecture, unless I w'as misinformed. There appears to he 

no complaint on the part of Mr. of his letter 

having been treated with disrespect; and 1 find that the document 
upon which the Members founded their call for explanation, is an 
unattesU’d cop if of an unofficial letter. The Members of the 
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CoTnmitiee should avoid inlroduciog siibjerhsiii anyway connected 
with dipiitaries of the Church or State, or indeed any individuals, 
unless expressly commissioned to do so (t>f wliirh there is ikO proof 
in the present case,) as I tliink we cannot be too much on our' 
guard agaiust iiicendiaries, who with views to curry favor may 
misrepresent our actions and discourses to such persons, and 
which may tend to incense the iiidili'crent. and disgust the well- 
atlectcd against us. 1 have still great hopes of assistance from 

Mr. , provided wc conduct ourselves in a peaceable man* 

ner. and with perfect aeeordancy in our councils. There arc few 

Institutions for Icarniiu!: (»i reiiirion, which Mr. has not 

patronized ; and ours onl> requires a little time to divest itself 
of its national and exclusive character, and to put on the more 
humble garb of a private association among parents fur ilie educa- 
tion of their children, for the want of atlcqiiute seminaries in this 
country, to come in for a share of this patronage. We should 
not take up with every blast to file pioscculions against our Sc«> 
rretary. There should be a degree of trust reposed in him ; and 
1 have no hesitatiou in declaring, that, if there is a. man among our 
community, wliose breast warms with real love to bis fellow- 
creatures, and interest tor the welfare of the rising generation, 
it is our Secretary. These aie pearls of groat pticc, and 1 envy 
him the possession of such pcails. 

Mr. *s letter was shewn to me liv the Secretary, 

and I viewed it in the light of a private reply to a private- 
application for assistance.

For my part, I should have been better satisfied, had Mr. Secre- 
tary fortified bis arguments by a recitation of what passed be- 
tween Mr. and himself, and left it Co the Cornmiltee to 

judge whether the interview and Mr. 's communica- 

tion which resulted therefrom, could be construed into nfficiuL 

The Members of our Coramittee know full well, that they bad 
never aapMfai^nor authorized Mr. Secrelary to (;all upon Mr. 

— . He did it as plain Mr. HickctlK ; and bis right to do'^ 
so none can quc.stfori ; tor there is no Rule forbidding it. Messrs. 
Fiitb and Saiidford bad, before this, waited upon the Reverend 
Mr. Thomason. We had no right to censure them, although wc 
have had just cause to lament their ever having done so. 

In the next place, it is clear from what trans))ired that this in- 
terview was most fein/t'dentirtZ ; fhr Mr. ^ elicited the 

fact of my being a dissenter, and scored me as one. 

Under this view of the ca.se, 1 think that Mr. R. was fully war- 
ranted to conclude Mr. ’s communication in the light of a 

piivate reply to his personal application for pfM'uniary support to 
the Institution; and if he has erred, it was in judgment. Of thi.s 

he is sensible now, by giving Mr. — — dui consideration in a 

sfu corner of his miiul. But at all events Mr. R. is not ciiargcablc 
w'ith having suppressed the note, wdicn it is confessed that Messrs. 
C. Kerr, M. Jolitv»ton and myself had icad it, and the .substan4*.e 
communicated to Mr. R. Kerr and Dr. Fntli. If then, a censure 
is to be voted. I court my .share of ii, for not insisting upon Mr. 
R’s producing the note. But to be .senoiis, 1 am of opinion that 
no further notice should be taken of thiii matter; more particuiarly 
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•o, as Mr. C. Kerr emphatically styles them, “ the Dignitariea 
of Church and State’* are concerned.

Taking the hint from the last Member, I will now briefly recite 
the Rubstaiiee of the conversation which look place between Mr. 
- - — and III} self on the occasion teferred to. 

Mr. observed, that from a‘‘ Nolice’* which he saw in the 

Journal of that niornirig, ho jierceived that there was a dilfercnre 
of opinion among the \ieinbors as to tfic employment of Dissenters 
in the Schoul ; that, for his part, he saw no ohjection to it, as he 
told Mr. Hill a few da}s before; only tiiat it would be advisalile 
to have a chaplain of the Established Church to impart religious 
instruction to the children. I replied, that we had made the offer 
to Mr. Hawtnync, who declined it ; and it wa.s. therefore, no fault 
of ours that we wore without a chaplain; for wo wanted one, 
and if be would recomnieiid u lit person to us, we .shindd be glad 
to avail ourselves of his .services 1 named Mr. Cfurio, and then 

Mr. Crawford; but Mr. — d they had both of them enough 

to occupy their attention. Here vir. asked me about the 

amount of salary to be given to the chaplain. Upon rny answ'eriug 
“ Nothing/' he rejoined, ** How, then, can you expect that a 
chaplain will devote much of his time to the School V* Mr.— — 
observed, that the best way perhaps would be to leave the children 
as they were, sending ditrerent portions of them to the different 
Churches and chapels, according to the religious persuasion of 
their parents or guardians. This was over-ruled by me on ac- 
count of the distance at which the School was siluated, with 
rcrcrence to such plare.<< of w'or.ship. Before I cio.se thi.s recital, 1 
must add tliat Mr. elicited information from me with res- 

pect to the religious persuasion of each Member of the Committee, 
including myself, and also with regatd to the state of the voles on 
the question of dissenters. All this 1 alTordcd him Jn a copHden-’ 
tial manner, relying upon the known Christian character of the in- 
dividual with w'hoiii T had to do. 

Before 1 left him, Mr. asked me ** what was tlic purport 

of luy visit*'* 1 said, ** I came to solicit his support for the Insti- 
tution." He replied “ The suppoit of Government 1 answered 
** No, your individual support.” He then interrogated me about 
the purpose to which it was to be applied, or rather for which it 
was lequired. He was sati.sfied on this point, when 1 produced a 
blank book for bis subscription, and he was on the very point of 
signing it. Pausing, however, he said, '' 1 should like first to see 
the book that contains all the names." I promised to send it to 
him, which 1 did as soon a.s I rt;aclied home. 

The next day, however, 1 was favored with no donation, as I 
had reason to expect ; but received the eominiinication, to which 
so much importance (for what reason I cannot imagine) appears 
to be attached. To divest it of this seeming importance, 1 will 
ask. Are the Committee to overturn their own resolutions and pro- 
ceedings at the suggestion of every person that chooses to scribble 
a few lutes, though it is out of place for him to ofler any when a 
mere donation is solicited from him * To give, or nol to give, is 





I conceive ihe litraost limit of his province ; bnt for such a one to 
say “ f don't like your Institution; if you will mould it to the 
shape of niy heart (whatever that be) you shall have my support,'* 
is a direct in«<uh to common sense. Where is our respectability, 
our honor, our virtuous pride, if we suller such thini(s to take 
place amonftst ns ? 

To sum up the whole in one word. Did the Committee require 
me to produce ail commuiiication.H, whether public or private, at 
their w'cekly meetings for the transaction of business f No; but 
they po.sitively said “ You will not trouble us with any but oihcial 
comiDiinications. Mr. Hawtayiie has ^iveii us trouble enough 
with hi. s demi-official piodiiclion; and wc will have no more of it.’* 

Thi.s, tlieu, is ilic real fact of the case; and these are tho 

grouijd.s upon wiiii-h the w hole question hinges. Mr. 's coia- 

iniiiiication is preci.^iely of the .same nature with that of his pre- 
decessor Mr. Hawtayuc, about which it was .said, “We will havo 
no more of it.’* Kut in this opinion 1 aiu not sint^iilar. 1 stand 
sup|>(»rted by every Member of the Cominittue, to whom Mr.— ’s 
letter wa.s shown ; and surely the f'.oncurrent testimony of three 
Members oin>ht to be held in respect on a question of tins kind.**

We, as the superintendents of the P. A. I. having heard that the 
sentiments of the Committee are at variance in reference to our 
connexion with the Institution ; and also the principles on which 
it ought to be conducted : and feeling ourselves interested in its 
welfare, desire to communicate to the Committee our sentiments 
respecting the situations they have called us to occupy ; and the 
disagreeable circumstances in which the latter discussions of that 
body have placed us.

Churchmen. Ike.- Every individual of the Coiniiiittee to whom 

we were then known, urged upon us, (to remove every difficulty 
from our minds which could arise from engaging in any thing not 
strictly Missionary.) the incalculable benetits which we should con- 
fer on the rising generation by imparting religious instruction. 
An extract of a written communication from one of the Commit- 
tee, and which accords with the sentiments verbally conveyed to us 
by others, will justify our expectations and our conduct in the 
present aff air “ I am fully aware of the obligations you owe to 
the Parent Society (t/ie London Missionary Society, J to confine 
your duties among the Heathen, yet when I consider the incalcu- 
lable benefits which are likely to' accrue from educating the rising 
generation which fonii the link between tl^ European and the 
Aborigines of this country, and the great likelihood of a source of 
Missionary individuals ari.sing out of the result of such labours 1 
cannot but, in the sincerity of ray heart, wish that \ou would step 
forw ard to take the immediate charge of the school, under condi- 
tions pending a reference to, and the decision of the Society in 
England ; who, I am sure, w ould not object to such a laudable 
undertaking, and one from which much good may be expected, af- 
fecting the Missionary labours in thc^East.*'

Induced by these sentiments we readily stepped forward to con- 
duct the mental department of the above Institution, and have 



reason to believe that the communications thus made to us were not 
only the undisguised sentiments of the Gentlemen who made themp 
but also the >entimcnts of the majority; since we understand 
no discussions, on the topic of reit^ion, arose in the Committee 
prior to our bcinii; invited, and our acceptance of the invitatioir 
to become connected with the Institution. 

Since that period a Resolution was passed Uiat the relirious 
principles of the seminary should ho those of the established 
Church ; and prayers were read by Mr. Smith; but no service was 
conducted by a Chaplain, in whose absence, or in case of no one be- 
in^ obtained, we were led to expect that we should conduct the 

devotional .w^rvices of the Institution. Last week the Bible of 

the Society was pre.scntcd to iis by yop, from which we conjectured 
that at least we were expected to make ii.se of it in the Institution. 

You can, therefore, conceive how much our minds have been * 
grieved by the discordant views which have been taken of our 
connexion with the seminary ; we feel grieved to become the 
subjects of the public prints, and to he represeuted as being 
detrimental to the welfare of the Institution. 

We have stated to .several members of the Committee our desire 
of so identifying our interests witli tliose of the Institution as to 
share ill its calamities, and to assist it in adversity, even to tho 
reduction of the salaries allotted to us by one half, if circum* 
stances should require it and we have made imncessions ^ 
having the Church .service regularly performed if we might be 
allowed to inculcate tlie principles of Christianity among the 
cliiidren ; which prove that we are actuated neither by mercenary 
views, nor by bigotry, nor hy a desire of proselyting the childreii 
to our particular tenets; but only by a desire of benefiting tbe 
Parental Academic Institution. If these views. Gentlemen, deserve 
your approbation, w'c nsk no other reward than your esteem ; if 
they merit censure, condemn them, and we shall retire. 

We have taken every prudent step to discover the source of tho 
existing diHiculties. Mr. Ilarington has informed us Goveriiinent 
he believes ha.s no objection to your measures ; and his letter to 
Mr. Ricketts only requests you to be consistent in your proposals 
and your measures. Mr. Thoma.son. on whom we cailcd this 
morning, ai^uies us of his friendship ; and front what other .source 
the evils may have arisen time perhaps will explain : but we do 
indeed request of you. (icntlemen, decidedly to state to u.s, if you 
wish our connexion with the Society to cease ; and if not, on 
what plan that connexion ought to be continued.

Minutes of the proceedings which took place at the 
Parental Academic Institution. 

Friday^ June 6, 1823. — As Messrs. Hill and Warden returned, 
abont I past 9 o'clock this morning, from the transaction of some 
business which had called them out, and were entering the veran- 
dah, they were met by a person ho presented them with the letter 
No. 35 B. which was sent to tin .«v by the Secretary in reptv to one 
which they had sent to the Goniiiiittec. From this coiniuunicatioii 
they understood that their connection with the Society must he dis- 
solved, but .supposed that they would he allowed at least a short 
period to make their ** exit gracefully,'’ and the more so as they had 
been informed that the Committee had, on the previous even/ing, 
been unanimous in expressing their umtualified admiration of 
their character and doportment. Accordingly they proceeded to 
their usual routine of business, when on a sudden, about five and 
thirty boys were conducted by three gentlemen into the dining 
room, adjoining the sc’liooUrooin, marshalled round the tahle, and 
in the presence of several members of the Committee were addres.s- 
ed by one of the gentleiiieii who had acooinpaniod the children. 
They were then conducted into the School-room, and ordered to 
mingle with the boys w'ho were already seated at their lessons. — 
A.stoni8hed almost to stupefaction, Mr. Warden enquired of the 
members of the Coiiiniiltee who were present, if thev-^wished his 
connection, and that of his colleague, to be then closed, adding that 
they had no objection to such an event if it w'cre desired. A reply 
was given in the affirmative, and Mr. W. was informed that other 
teachers had been procured to succeed him and Mr. Hill. — Mr. 
W. who was tlicn residing on the premises, said,'* You are aware, 
gentlemen, that Mrs, Waiden has just been confined, and that her 

* This is no answer to the letter from the Rev, Messrs. Hill and Warden, 
who never insisted upon the exercise of their pastoral fanctions in the ln< 
stitutiun. Bat what if they did ? Where is the sin of such conduct? They

removal at present is consequently impossible/’ He was told that 
of course he iiii^ht remain till he could procure a suitable abode, 
and then retired with Mr. Hill up stairs. 

In a short time afterwards a ^rcat number of children’s oots 
were brought into the room adjoinin;]^ Mrs. Warden’s. The con- 
fusion unavoid abl\ connected with this aflair, led Mr. W. to com- 
plain to one of the gentlemen who was presiding, of the impro- 
priety of such a measure without previous information being 
given respecting it, and expressed his fear that, Mrs. Warden who 
had already had an attack of fever since her conlinctnoiit, and who 
was then exceedingly ill in consequence of the transactions of the 
morning, would feel most .serious effects from them. — He was 
told, that it was a public Institution, and that such things could 
not be avoided, and beside that Mrs. Warden w'as comfortable in 
her own room. 

As the coolies continued to come in, and there seemed no 
probability ot the hustle .subsiding, a triend suggested that the 
r(‘ino\al of Mis. Warden from the house would he attended with • 
far less danger tlian her continuance in it under such circum- 
stanecs. Accordingly were removed, at one o’clock in the day, 
a lady w ho had been confined on the preceding Satiirda>, and her 
infant child, whose pieiiiature birth had, she doubts not^hceu 
occasioned hy the anxieties which shciiati felt from thi; proceedings 
of ihc Committee of the Parental Academic Institution.

1st. Because, as will be found from the Records of the Committee, 
those offices were conferred on those Gentlemen by the major ; 
part ot the Committee, after a fair, a patient, and a protracted deli* ! 
beratioii of the question by every Member of the Committee, and'- 
thence not liable, as w'e conceive, to be set aside, except on sonie^ 
strong ground of necessity which has not any where been shewn ; 
or made out. - 

‘2iul. Because the Institution was one, raised for the sole purpose . 
of giving a solid education to the rising generation ; and not, 
the Reselulion in question would have it to be su^rposed, establish - 1 
ed for the purpose of sending into the world a body of llivineA ■ 
or ot Theologians. 

3rd. Because the letter itself from Messrs, Hill and Warden, 
upon which the Resolution was moved and carried, was overlooked , 
in all its essential points ; for while it proposed sacilices on ibe part ' 
of the Rev. Gentlemen, both of personal feeling, habits, and 
even of emoluments, and referred to their readiness of sharing in all . 
the vicissitudes of success or faiiuie to which the In.stitutiou might ' 
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lie exposed, tlie Committee oonfined their attention to the eolitarv 
eircometanoe of thoee Persons being dissenters from the Chorea 
of England. 

4tb. Becaose the canning the Besolotion, while as yet there was 
pending a call on the part of those who moved and seconded it, 
for the correspondence which led to the employment of the Rev, 
Gentlemen in the Institution, shewed a total disregard of the Forma 
of investigation observed on all occasions wherein the ends of 
justice and truth were to be served ; and indicated a disposition 
to got rid of the Gentlemen without reference to their dtness or 
unnttiess (the only question which as we conceive it was compe* 
tent for the Committee to decide) for the work to which they had 
in fact been earnestly, repeatedly, and offioiaJlr invited by the 
Committee themselves, through their Secretary. That this disposi- 
tion was more glaringly apparent when a requisition for a General 
meeting, signed by ourselves and two other members, Messrs C. 
Kerr, and J. L. Heatly (who were prevented by indisposition to 
att^d the meeting on Thursday, &th Inst.) was set aside, altliougli 
fbunded upon the 10th clause of the Resolutions by which the 
^Spmniittea came into existence,* and it hough the object oi it was as 
disttnctly explained us at the lAiceting to enable the Body, 
from whom the Committee derived their Office, to determine on 
the Question relative to Messrs. Hill and Warden’s employment 
in the Institution. 

6th. And finally, becaose w e conceive that the manner of oar-, 
lying the Resolution into effect, was characterised by a precipi- 
tancy and want of consideration, highly unfavourable to the re- 
^Uttion of the ComiuiUee for deliberation, liberality, and hu* 
inanity. 

For the foregoing reasons we do enter this our protest against 
the Resolution adverted to, and hold our.selves absolved from the 
rasponsIbiJity which may attach to the Mover and Seconders of 
it^ and moreover, separate ourselves from the further proceedings 
of the Committee, until we shall have taken, as proposed in our 
official Requisition to the Secretary, dated the 2d Inst., the sense 
of the Proprietors, Guardians, and Friends of the Institution, 
upon the act by which Messrs. Hill and Warden have been de- 
prived of their offioes in this Institution.

this Insiit iuion, which appeari tl in the Inilia Gazette of yes- 
terday. as puhlivlud bv seven .Members rtf the late Committee, 
have no Ir^iiinijte heating on the ah/^/e* question, which gave 
rise to the pre.sent di-^eussion in the public prints; viz. that 
of propr»etaiy !q;ht in the vr/me or ii(ffgnrtitoti of the Institu- 
tion. 

The Dady Advt riiscrr. of Thursday la:it contained a simple 
Notice umltT the sijrnaturc of the Secretary, announcing to 
the i'aients, Guardian^, and Friends connected wdth the 
In-ti'uiion. that the Sernitidry belonuing to it would open iu 
^Vellingiou Square No. 11 on the 1ft inpiant. 

This Notice was expressly referred to, and quoted in a 
f nuntcr-document publi^hcd bv seven Members i»f tlie l.ite 
Comtidttce on the following day, wherein tliey most inconsis- 
ten’ly resumed the original name of the Institution, — a name 
tvhichr in the first place, did not really hrdong to tliem; and 
which, in the second place, they liad voluntarily rclinqui.shcd. 

So palpable an inconsistency on ilu ir part occ,isi(»nc<l the 
nPCPKSity of adding a Po'^tscript to the former Notice iii behalf 
of tlie Commiiiee i»f Management, the purport »)f which was 
to shew' ilu’ir groundleS'i title lo tlic name of the Tnstiiution ; 
and the following prominent facts were adduced in support 
of the case ; viz. 

1st. The usurpation of the ** orlcinai ” Sidionl in Park 
Street by seven Members of the late Coiiinilriee of Manage- 
ment. 

Idly. The consequent election of a new Committee at 
the General Meeting of the Society on the dune last. 

3dly. The adoption of a new name on the part of the 
seven Members foi the Seminary under tlicir management, 
in a Circular issued by them immcdiait ly sub.'-rquent to tlie 
General Meeting, wherein they designated it * The Calcutta 
Grammar School.” 

Under these circumstances, it was asserted in the Post- 
script to the Notice above mentioned, that their resumptioiR 
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nf the on’LMnriI name of the Institution was considered wlmny 
inadmissible bs tl)e Corainittce of' Mana^^ement. 

Now it is very rcmarhahlc, that none of the fercgoii v; 
facts art dfriied, or even attempted to be denied, by il»e 
seven Meiribcrs <irtlie late Coniniiitce ; tliou|:h, to evade the 
circumstanee (»<' iluir having adopted a new nan)fc for ilie 
Seminary in i’aik ‘‘■irect, they w- uKI seem to hjve rcreu»-se 
to a wTonf^ rmphai-iH placed on the word propofp,*’ 3p used 
in their Circular above referred to. Ihit it !>: e«sy to perce'vc, 
that the real sense of the cransjirMon wr uld Le given by 
restoring the rmphasis l<» its prof)fr posiriDn, and placing it 
on the words “ iti futuie.'* ivhich the lulcs of sound crifici-ni 
certainly rctptirc. anti which at once d^^eidrs the matter beyond 
all cont^over^y. Surely the English langii.igo not so meagre 
in words, as to fail in supplying a prtmiiety of expression 
suited to tlie niiturc of the case. f tht‘ innov.ition with regard 
to the name of the St iiool in P;. . Stieet had really not been 
determined on, at the time wd cn the Circular of the seven 
Alcmhers was puhiislied, the phrase at a future period '* 

^ would doubtless have been employed as appropriate to the 
occasion ; nor is it hktly, that a crude and unoigr sted plan, 
which was yer in embryo, would have been formally announc- 
ed to the I'uhiic in the following explicit terms. “ The 
Ills! mil um undt'r our management, we propose to designate, 
in /}itu?(\ (that is, fiiun tbi\ d.iy, and for the time to comei) 
the •* CAnt ur'i'A VM\r vu Sc'iioof. ” 

Aware, ir woul.l sceui, of the slender foundation of their argu- 
ment on ilie point above noticed, the seven Members of the 
late I tnnniirteo have been compelled to relinqui-h a sec >rd' 
time tbeUgiiiiuati name of the Institution, anrl to revert to 
tliat of rlie Calcurta <»rammar School which, indeed, was 
the sole <|iu’st'on at issue in the present case. 

As ibis' point has now been most clearly and unequivocall*y 
conceded to the Coinouit.N* by the seven M< mbers. nothing 
more would remain to have been done ; but their injudicious 
introduction of extraneous uutier.t viUeuiiy with « view to under- 
mine ihe interests of the Fns'iiurum renders it incumbent upon 
the Comiiiiltee of Managcmenc to take this last opportiiniry of 
publishing the b>llowing d>cuments. which metives of for- 
bearance have liitherto re^iiamed them from laying before 
the Public, and which they iiu^t Will obviate the necessity of 
making a ‘«rcoiul appeal to iluir judguieiu through tlie medi- 
um of Newspapers. 

It is also proper to’ observe, that the seven Members of the 
late Committee labour under a most egiegious error with 
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rrjra ti ia the * discreditable’' opposition sratcd to have been 
made a^^ainst them ; since, in reality, ihe vvlndc of their own 
conduct In- hcen diametrically tn rul.; and principle. 

In tile first place, they openly re^istt*d an nflicial call M'hich 
was made bv five of tliLir late collpacn s for a (General Meei- 
in strict conformiiy wmIi Clau<^e of ihc l^esolutiocis 
passed on the occasion of the 1st March last. In spite of 
this uinvarran'able resistance, how'rver. a (ienerul Meeiiner of 
the Society was convened on the IJtli June; ihc day follow- 
ing which, a ('ircular was issued ny the seven Members, 
grossly rnisrepresentini: and di-mnin^^ the acts of their col- 
leagues. fo ihis,a rcplv was m.iJe on the pair of tlie present 
Committee to their Ciicular dated the 5(>th 4>r the same month. 
To recite another case : — v simple M{>tice w as i*‘Sucd in iho 
Daily Advertisers, relative to ilic op**iiiog of the Seminary in 
Wellington Square, Here no allusion was made eitiicr to a 
Oraminar School, or to any other School in Park Street ; yec 
the seven Meiiiber.s of the late Cointnitit e as.>^nited the Notice 
with their wonted oppoitrioti ; and, when a rcjoiiidt r is given, 
t!H*y arc the first to exclaim Opposiiian, discreditable Oppo- 
MiK.n r

their laie colleaftues, doled the i^tli June. \ mofr «/7ccioa.y diuumeot 
was perhaps never peaaed in sioiiJar cif-uoibtaiKes ! 
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Equally unfounded is the assumption of the seven Members 
of the late Committee, that the minority" of that Committee 
have bt;pn engaged in acts of opposition towards them. The 
“ minority ” retired from their office immediately on the 
election of a new Committee of Management at live General 
Meeting of the l^tli June; so that all proceedings relative to 
the Institution subsequent to that period, are chargeable to 
the proper Committee, and not to the “ minority," as the 
teven Members have erroneously stated. Nor do the Com- 
mittee shrink from the roponsibility attached to acts emanat- 
ing from tliemselves. 

From the publication of certain documents purporting to 
be extracts from the Proceedings of the late Committee 
under date the 15th May last, the seven Members would 
endeavour to convey an insinuation, that those Troceed- 
ings had some connection with what subsequently took place 
in the Institution. On this p* r, however, it is necessary 
most cxjilicitly to undeceive be Public, The Proceedings 
of the 15ih May, wliatevtr they were, certainly led to the 
resignation of the Secretary, who immediately dissolved his 
connection with the late Committee.' This is a fact which 
has never bec*n disputed in any quarter, ai d therefore never 
called in qin stion ; hut it was the unwarrantable proceedings 
of the Sill June, a." detailed in the Protest of the “ minority, ** 
which gwve ri.sc to tl»e serious ollence complained of, and winch 
ended in the cmnplete usurpation of the School in Park Strert 
on the part of the seven Members; and here they have faded 
to offer any thing in their own exculpation. 

After this exp >sition of the case, it wouhl be needless for 
the Committee of Management to shew the ab^urdity of the 
claims, which appear to have been set up by the seven Mem- 
bers, as to the originality " of the Seminary in Park Street. 
Its id»‘ntiry has been completely destroyed both by the f.rst 
act of usurpation, and by the subsequent arrangements made 
for it ; nor does it bear the slightest resemblance in any of its 
features to the Institution, which projected and formed 

on the 1st March last. Under prcsi nt circumstances, tiiere- 
fore, the ** Calcutta Grammar School " can be considered in ilo 
other light than that of a private esrribiishment in the hands of 
seven private individuals, who have to all intents and purposes 
dis,«oIved their connection wtili limse by whom they were 
delegated to act. 

In conclusion, the Committee of Management leave it to 
the g«iod sense and discernment itf the Public tb deieimine, 
w'hether the epithets dUgu-si " and iii>erpdiiable ” can, 
with any colour of justice^ be apphed to their past arduous 



exertions in protecting the rights and interests of the Society 
entru<%red to their care, which were in imminent danjrer of 
annihilation h\ the machinations of those who have studiou.dy 
soio^ht to pervert the original de^i^n of the Instituiion.

tny reply to two communications which we successively 
dressed to them under dates the l6th and 33d instant, wei 
now deem it our duty to counteract the injurious tendency 
of the Address above mentioned ; the more so, as it contain! 
a misrepresented and distorted view of things, which, if not 
speedily refuted, must doubtless operate' to the serious detrU 
ment of the Institution confided to our management. 

The unbecoming assurance, with which the late Member! 
of the Committee appear before you in the shape of a Circa*; 
lar, after having usurped the School in Park Street, of which 
they w 're only the trustees for the time being, in behalf of 
those by whom they were delegated to act, has excited our 
profound astonishment. 

No objection could possibly have existed to the peaceable 
withdrawment of the seven Members from the Institution, if 
thev were really dissatisfied with the plans adopted by the 
lunjoriiy at a former period ; nor to their consequent forma- 
tion of another Seminary upon such principles as they them- 
stives preferred. Such conduct on their part would have 
.s 'c'urt'd tt.ie approbation of a discerning public ; and all would 
luve rejoiced in Che success of their undertaking* for Calcutta 
j)<e^ !nts a field ample enough for llie active operation of two 
e<if loli'.hments. As it is, however, there Can be but one opi- 
hi -tn in I lie public min'd respecting the course pursued by tli^ 
iiuiivi.iiiuls ahovementioned ; and the utmost that can now be ■ 
said for ilie ** Calcutta Grammar JSchooI," is that it derive! 
its origin f.om no better principle than U:«uupation. 

The main ground upon wiiich the savCrt Members profes! 
to have act'^d on the late occasion, consists in the mere cir- 
cumstance of their being a majorily at the time in question ; 
but wo would leave it to your own good sense to dotermine, 
whether a majority, brought about in so irregular a manner as 
the present wus, be competent on principle- of rommoa 
honesty to overturn past arrangements, the utility of which 
time would have developed, and afterwards to re- model the 
School according to their own ideas of propriety or expedi- 
ency. At this rate, it is easy to conceive ih -t an ephemeral 
majority, bidding defiance to all rule and principle whitever, 
can set aside the deliberate acts of a former period, and thu! 
produce a revolution of plans and arriingcments involving even 
the utter annihilation of the Institution. 

It is to be considered, too, that the majority of which vre 
are now speaking, was the creature of mcinceuvre, and not tho 
fair result of unavoidjable circumstances. It owed its exis- 
tence to the combined operation of three causes *, via. lst| 
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tjlie (!eath of Mr. Blnnry, a Member of the late Committee 
Manapcment on the side of the former majority, ol\ which 
circumstance undue advantage appears to have been taken; 
ad, the unjust and artful deprivation of the Secretary's vote, 
Which hn liad extn ised for upwards cf two months hy the 
c^meunrnt suffrage of the Committee themselves; and 3d, the 
irregular and abrupt return of Messrs. Brightman and Ifud.'on 
to ihe i ommittee, who had prcvlouFly resigned their office as 
Members, and were therefore absent from the Meetings fur a 
cottMfiLM'able time. 

Admitting, however, for the sake of argument, tliat Ihe 
majoiity in question was what may be denoit^inated a fair, an 
horu)rabU*, arid an unobjectionable OD>e In all respects; still the 
indiviuuuis coiuposing ii were bound by the parariuMiiu obli- 
lifalions of their duly so far at least to respect the Society, as 
to abstain fi oiii ail proct cdiugs pending the result of an appeal 
made by five of tbcir colleagues to a Gene ral Meeting. 

But you will perceive, that, b -^ause a crooked purpose it 
to be accoMtpliolied, the doctrini > f an appeal to the General 
Meeting is now for the first tinic rejected by the seven Mem- 
bers of tlie late Committee of Management ; though one of 
their own pady, M**. Sandys, was the mover of the lOth 
clause of the Resolutions passed by the Society on the tst 
March last, vrhicdi cnipuwcis ** any five Members of the Com- 
inittec to call a General Meei ng, whenever they may 
deem it *!Xpi diciit tu do so.” In the face of tins Rule, 
however, their present hiu^uage would seem to am^unu to 
ihis; Wc have confulied professional advice on die subject, 
“ and find to our j,>y ilitt tbert-. ia room for us to take advan- 
tage of you, witiunii in urnng the di*agreeable consetpien- 
ces of the Law. Our Counsel tells Us, that, til ing on the 
safe side, we mny do as we like ; since no legal instrument 
of the nature of a compact subsists between us and the 
•* Society by whom we we re delegated to act. Under these 
circumstances, as we are a majority to-day, and fearing 
** lest this may not be our lot to-morrow, we raa.'>t ha>ttn to 
** dissolve our connection widi you and the Society logo iher.” 
When a requisition for a General Meeting was. mane by 
Dacohta, fleatly, Johnston, C. Ktrr, and R. Kerr, 
the seven Members accordingly declined listening to it, de- 
claring that they had nuihiug to do with such a Mceiing. 
The former, tht refore, thought it necessary to issue a call 
for a General Meeting under their own signature ; but iho 
majority directed Mr. Harwood to contradict it by a Circular, 
i^hiclii though dated the lOch Juae, wai not publuhed till the 
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forenoon of the 19ch, the day fixed for the proposed Meetin^v 
'fn order it would seem to allow no time for that contradiqtiou 
beio!; set aside by a counter document. Such a docuroenty 
howeveri was printed off and circulated as expcdiriouily ae 
the case required; notwithstandini^ which, the Society who 
met in the evening, found that the (;ates of the School were 
^r/r*'e^a$'ainst them. Under these ctrsumstances. it was ihnuftht 
<idvisabie to conduct the proceedings of the Meeting at the 
of Mr J. W. Ricketts, the nearest place in the neii;h«

To the legitimacy of the Meeting of the let March, Mr, 
Riighrman bears full testimony in his minute of resignation, 
when he says '* I feel obliged to the respectable body” (the 
GfiNKWAL Meeting) “ that did me the honor to put my 
nafne down as a Member of the Committee” On the 
same occa>ion. Mr. Sandys advocated the principle, that

•* iNc;” and that a General MEtTiSo alone can sanction 
the retirement of a Member of the Committee.” 'I’o thia 
fentiment, Mr. S^^ott gave his entire assent • by .<>uhscribiiig 
his narae^wlule Mr. Sutherland a 1 1-d in further coniir- 
mation of it, I am of the same opirmri with Mr. Sandys^

After all, Gentlemen, what are the exploits achieved by 
the seven Members, of which much boast is made in their 
Circular ? Let us examine them a moment. Two Professors 
of unimpeachable character an ^ respectable attainments, have 
been removed from the Institution by the violent act of seven 
individuals. Jn their room, a Chaplain is appointed to read 
the Church service every Sunday ; and a young man lately 
in the employ of Mr. Drummond, is placed at the head of the 
School, assisted by two Ushers transferred by Mr. Draper 
So the Institution. Now wc will ask any candid mind, 
whether these arrangements are of such a nature as neccssaii- 
ly to merit public patronage ? Their unpopularity may, in 
some measure, be inferred from the removal of several chil- 
dren, who were placed by their Parents and Guartiiaos at 
the School under the former Management. 

Aware, it would seem, of the serious defects of the present 
lystcm, the seven Members hold out a pledge to the public, 
that they will procure the services of a competent Master 
from England. Here wc would merely observe, that com^ 
petent instruments, and on moderate salaries, were actually 
engaged on the spot, to obviate the necessity of having 
recourse to a distance ; and experiment will shew, whether 
the projected plan can boast of any just claims to superiority 
over that which it is meant to supersed*?. 

But we will not take up any more of your time by pointing 
out other inconsistencies and mUrepreseniations contained in 
the Circular issued by the seven Members of the late Com* 
mittee of Management. Suffice it tu lay btforc you a cepy

REGULATION IX, or 1820, Passed »r tub Bengal GorBBB- 

MBNT ON TUB IOTH OF yiPBIL, 1810, AND IN FORCE THROUGHOUT THE 

Company's TERBiTORtBS^ under the Bengal PREstDENcr. 

The rules by which the collectioo of governmeot customs have 
been hitherto conducted, having appeared essentially defective ; ma- 
ny of the regulations being deficient in simplicity and clearness, and 
the whole forming too complex a system of multiplied taxes, in ma- 
ny instances unequally distributed on the inhabitants of the diSereut 
provinces, as well as harassing in the mode in which they are collect- 
ad; the Vice President in Council, desirous of impartially equalizing 
the public burdens without injuring the resources of Government, 
and of simplifying the collection of the customs by reducing to a 
single tax, the several duties now levied, so that merchandize having 
once paid duty, may be freely transported from place to place without 
the harassing interruptions to which trade has been exposed under the 
existiug system of successive collections, has euacted the following 
rules, to be iu force through the territories immediately dependant 
on the Presidency of Fort William, from the period of the promul- 
gation of this regulation. 

IL Fir$t. Regulations III, XXXIX, and LVII, 1795, Regu- 
Jalious I, aod IX, 1707 ; Regulation XI, I80U ; Regulation XI, 1801 ; 
Regulations 1. V. aud VII. 1802; R vTulalion XI. 1804, and Hegii- 
Jatiou XIX. 1806, tor the cullectioi f Government Cnstoins, iii4he 
provinces of Bengal, Behar, Orisa aod Benares, and in the ceded 
and conquered provinces, are hereby rescinded. 

Second. Regulations XLll. 1792, aud XXXYIII 1808, are also 
hereby rescinded. 

III. All duties levied under any denomination whatever which 
constitute a tax on the transit, export, or import, of goods of any des- 
cription, through, from, or into, the provincessubject to the Presidency 
of Fort William, or the cities or towns therein, (with the exception of 
the city of Dehly and the circumjacent territory, to which the regu- 
lations of the British Governmeot have not been extended) not au- 
thorized by this or any other regulation which may be passed and 
published iii the inanuer prescribed by Regulation XLl. 1793, are 
berebv declared to be absolished. 

JV. All custom houses heretofore established (with the excep- 
tion of those which are continued by this regulation) shall be with- 
drawn from the period of the promulgation of this regulation. 

V. The custom houses for the collection of the government 
customs under this regulation shall he fixed in the cities of Agra, 
Furruckabad, Allahahad, Benares, Patna, Moorshedabad, Dacca, 
and Calcutta; aud in the towns of Meerut, Cawnpore, Mirzapore, 
Chittagong, Hnoghly, and Balasore. 

Vi. First The Government customs to be levied at the seve- 
ral custom houses established by Section V. with the exception of the 
cities of Furruckabad and Allahabad, and the towns of Meerut and 
Mirzapore, shall be levied by ofiicers, to be severally denominated 
collectors of the government customs at Agra, Cawopore, Benares, 
Palua, Moorsbedabad, Hooghly and Balasore. 

' Second* The custom bouses at Meerut shall be subject to the 
authority of the collector of the Goverument customs at Agra, with 
a coveoaoted civil servant as his deputy, to be stationed at Meerut. 
The custom homes at Furrackabad aod Allahabad shall be subject to 
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the authoritj of the coUeclor of the Government customs nt Cawn^ 
pore, with a covenanted civil servant as his deputy, to he stationed 
at Furruckabad, and a covenanted civil servant as his deputy at Al> 
lahabad ; and the custom house at Mirzapore, shall be subjected to 
the authority of the collector of the government customs at Benares, 
with a covenanted civil servant as his deputy, to be stationed at 
Mirzapere.* 

VII- The collectors of the government customs established by 
Ibis regulatioD and their respective deputies,’ shall be subject in the 
province of Benares and within the ceded and conquered provinces 
(with the czcepiion of Cuttack) to the authority of the Board of 
Commissioners; and within the provinces of Beuval, Behar, and Or- 
risa, including Cuttack, to the authority of the Board of Revenue 
at the Presidency . — See Regulation of \ 819, creating the Board of 
Cu9tom$. 

VIII. The collectors of the government customs shall use a 
square seat, two inches in diameter; bearing an inscription to the 
following effect, in the Persian character and language: ** The seal 

of the collector of the customs at - — The seal 

of each custom house shall remain in the custody of the collector of 
the government customs, and iu that of the deputy collector, at the 
stations which may be under the superiiitendance of an officer of that 
description. 

IX Previously to entering upon the execution of the duties of 
tlicir respective offices, the collectors of the goveruiiient customs, 
:tnd their respective deputies, shall severally take and subscribe the 
folUiwiug oath, before the Governor General in Council, or any per* 
sons whom he may empower to administer the sanie;*-*^* I, A. B, 
solemnly swear, that I will faithfully discharge the duly of the col- 
lector (or'deputy collector) of the government customs at — - - 

; that I will not, directly or indirectly, by myself or 

others, be concertied, in, or allow of any collections being made, but 
such as are or may be hereafter authorized by and brought to the cre- 
dit of government; that 1 will not bo concerned directly or indirect- 
ly. in the purchase of any goods or commodities in the British domi- 
iiiniis, subject to the immediate authority of the Presidency of Fort 
VV'iliiam in Bengal, for the purpose of remitting money to Europe, 
or ill any commercial transactions; that 1 will not take or receive, 
,c)r knowingly allow any person to take or receive, any present, gra- 
tuity, fee, or, advantage whatever, on account of any matter relating 
to the duty of my office, excepting such as now is or may be lieresfter 
authorized by the Governor General in Council. — *' So hfi^p mkG<'|>.” 

X. The several Custom Houses shall be open, fur transaction of 
business, every day (Sundays and holidays, agreeabl y to a list to be 
furnished to the collectors by the Board of Revenue and Board of 
Commissioner respectively, excepted,) from 10 o^clock* iu the morn- 
ing. until four o'clock in the afternoon. 

XI. Firel. The collectors of the Government customs shall es- 
tablish Custom House Chokies at such places as may be deemed ne- 
cessary on the principal routes or ghauts leading to or from iheir 
respective Custom House : provided, however, that no chokies shall 
be established at any greater distance than two coss or four miles 
from any such custom houses, with exception only to such as may 
be judged necessary at greater distances from the Custom Houses at

Seeaok- Should goods passing, as being provided for the Hono- 
rable Company*! invesirncni under the rowanuahs directed to be 
granted by Section XX be io any instance fopod not to correspond 
with such rowaunahs, they shall oeverthclett he permitted to proceed 
to the place of their destioatiQn t but the eollectui’ shall certify upou 
Ihe hack of the rowannb in what respect they have ant corresponded 
therewith, and shall with Ihe least practicpltle delay report the cir- 
cumstances of the ease to ihe Hoard, to whoso aatbority he (the col- 
lector) may be subject \ transmitting at the same time a copy of his 
* report to Ihe Board of Trade for ibetr information, r 

XXIV. The collector at each custom bouse shall keep a regis- 
ter of all rowannahs, granted at other custom houses, which ;ahall 
accompany goods pissing bis station in the same form as the register 
prescribed to be kept of rowannahs granted by biniself. 

XXV. Should n merchant be desirous of dividing a dispatch of 
good into smaller quantities, after having taken ou| <me rowannah fur 
the whole, he shall be eotatled, at any of the custom bouses to as uia« 
ny rowanuahs as he may require, on ideatifying the goods and ‘pay* 
ing a ferther duty of one half per cent, thereupon and surreodertUg 
the original rowaanah-^JPed^dlfr 4l» X/X.-of 1819. 5, A. 

XX VI. li is declared, that a rowaaoab shall be considered to 
be in force for one year, only* Sboald n merchaot, however, be de- 
sirous of removiugiits goods ' fivoni the pface to which they may lia've 
been carried, uader the ofi^aat adwannah, after the expiralioo of 
one year, he shall be eolitlM'bo aai exchange rowaaoab for aaother 
year, at any of ibe established custom bouses, the goods being idea- 
lified to the satisfacUoB df Ibe collactor, apon psyJlug a duty af one 
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h«ff cent, tbereoo ‘Ibat the old rowAooah be produced 

for renewal and be dehrered up before the eaptratioD of the fieciod 
for which it was issued, tbafthe sradsssarj. enquiry may be immedU 
ately made and evidence taken to identify the Eoods; and it is here- 
by decared, that the production of the old rowaonah subsequently lu 
the enpiratiou of its term, will not entitle the holder of it to a fresh 
rowan nah in exchange for it.* 

XXVll. The rule contained in the precedtnr section is to be 
considered applicable togoods or articles which are tnc produce of i,lie 
country I nnd to goods imported from the foreign territories inland, 
and which are respectively alledged to have already paid duty. All 
such goods must be identified not only by the production of the ori- 
ginal rowaonah, but by other satisfactory evidei^ce before the hold- 
ers of it will he entitled to a renewal of it. 

XXVIII, Articles which are not the produce of the country, 
but exclusively imported by sea, and which must of course have paid 
the duties to which they are liable on iniporiatioii, shall be allowed 
to pass inland without question ; nnd for that purpose shall he for- 
nitned with maafee, or free rowannabs, by the cotleciors of customs 
nt Calcutta, Chitlagonge and Balasore, on the payment of a duty of 
-one quarter per cent, nnd n fee nl ihernie of one rupee per mile, on the 
srnlue of the goods « Uie presumption that the customs have been duly 
levied at the time of importation being sufficient to supersede the ne- 
cessity for any other enquiry; the fee above specified is to be levied 
for the benefit of the Collector, or in the Case of his having a deputy, 
for their Joint benefit, in such proper r;>n as the Ooveroor General in 
Council, or the Vice Preaideutin Ct^uncil may direct. 

XXIX. At each custom bouse there shall be kept a register of 
nil evebai^ed rowannabs granted therefrom, specif ying the date and 
number ofits original rowanoab, and the custom house at which it 
was issued.^ A register shall likewise be kept of all maafee rowan- 
nahs, specifying ibe date and number thereof, with the article for 
which, and the name of the person to whom it inny have been granted. 

XXX. JPVrti All the duties payable under Ibis Regulation, 
with the exception of such cases ns are, or shall he otherwise expressly 
provided for, shall Ivepaid, and the rowaonshs for covering the goods", 
shall be obtained previously to the goods passing or niiempting to 
pass within the limits of any of the chokies, dependsot on the cus- 
loin house established by this Kegulatioii, Moreover, as those chokies 
have now been confined within very narrow limits, with a view to 
relieve the commerce of the country from vexatious iulerruption, 
mud it is to be supposed, that owners of goods liable to the payment 
of the transit dotin can never find any difficulty in covering them by 
n rowannnh, previously t(» their being moved « it is hereby declareif, 
that should any goods be brought within the limits of a chokey, 
without being accompanied with’ a rowannnh. or be otherwise found 
in transit without such a rowannah nlthongh there he oo attempt 
cUmdestioely to evade the payment of the duties) the? shall in any 
such instance hn^ghiurgeable with double duties ; and Tf the goods be 
■eixed after having cUodestinely passed or in the ntiempi clandestine- 
ly to pass within the lirailt of any of tXe imiAekowkies, without hav- 
ing paid the established duties, and without being necempanied by a 
rowannah, they shall be liable to confiscation. 

Seeend- Provided, however, that tf any persea should dispute, 
tefnse, or omit payment of the required duties, without any eitempt 
clawdeatiaeir to evade the payment of them, such part of tte goods.

Fourth. The collectors of the customs shall repoK te the Board / 
of Revenue and .Board of Corainissioners respectiveljl, lhe< goods 
luaioing unredeemed, at the expiratiou of the three mouths previouhr / 
Ij to proceeding i-o the sale of them. 

, XXXI. The transportation of the cannon, and of all descripti- ‘ 
ons of fire arms or military* stores, excepting on accoimt of, or under 
a pass from the British govern meet being prohibited, the coilei^tors 
and ail oflEkers of the customs are rcquii^ to seize all such caaikoii,^ 
arms, or intliiary 'stores, as^ball he ailempted to be trpnsported in diS'* 
obedience of this prohibition. The cannon, nriuH. or stores so seized 
shall be liable to coofiscalion. This role, however, is not to he 
considered as applicable to fowling pieces, pistols, swords, or any 
other arms, which may be in the possession of individuals, evidently 
for private use. 

XXXII. The iiDpertaticin of opium, the produce or manuftkC-* 
ture oithe territories of the Nawaub Vizier, or of any foreign conn* 
t^, into any of the provinces, subject to the immediate government 
of the Presidency of Fort William, is prohibited. The officers iw 
charge of the customs throughout those provinces, are accordingly 
hereby 'authorized and required to sei/.eauy contraband opium, whidh 
may be brought within the Ititiiis of the chokies, dependant oti their 
respective custom house. Any opium which may he seized by those 
officers, shall he delivered over to the judge of the city or zillah, to 
whose Jurisdiction the case may be subject, conformably to the pro- 
visions to that cflect co '.rained to Regulation VI 1T99, and Regula- 
tion XL1. 1803, rescinded bjf Section ti, Hegulution Xffl^ of 18K. 

XXXIII. First. Whenever goods shall be detained, on the 
ground ul their beiug liable to conhscatioii, the collector shall, with 
all practicable expedition, report the case, for the determination of 
the Board, to whose authority he may be subject. 

* Second. In the eveut of goods being couhsraled, under this Ue- 
gulalioii, (with the exception of coutrabaod opium, or arms or inili* 
tary stores, to a Inch uoue of the rules coatamed in this section are 
tu be considered as having any application), they shall be sold by pub- 
lic auct^o. and the net proceeds shall be divided as follows : 

One- fifth to the co.liecior*or deputy collector. 

Two-fifths, in equal proportions, to the iiitonner and to the offi- 
cers of goveroiiieiii making the seizure. 

Two-fifths to the Company. 

Third. The Board of Revenue aud Board of f'ommissi oners are 
are hereby respectively empowered^ in cases lo winch there shall ap- 
pear to llmw Sufficient cause for so doing, to direct the release of any 
^ods which may have become liable tu coah«caiioii. or lu remit any 
other penalties which may have been incurred for the breach of any 
rule contained in this Regulation. 

Fourth. Toe two Boards are hereby further empowered to or- 
der double duly to be levied, in lieu of any higher penalty which may 
be incurred voder this Regulation, in cases in which there shall ap- 
pear to them ground fora mitigatiou of such penalty. 
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Provided* however, that in both of the two preeediiiM * 
cases, if the eoods shall have been seized on the information of an 
ioforiuer, and shall be clearly liable to confiscation, the Boards res- 
pectively shall direct such compensation, to be made to the persos 
who vave the information, (not ezceedin{( the anioont which he would 
have been entitled to, if the confiscation had actually taken place) as 
they may deem equitable and proper, and the amount of such com- 
pensation shall be levied upon thi^^oods, under the same rules as are 
prescribed in Clauses Second, Third, and Fourth, of Secliou XXX 
for levvino the duties or double <futies referred to therein. 

XXXIV. In lieu of rommission and fees, which the collectors 
of the customs have heretofore been aiithorixed to levy for their own 
benefit, those officers shall be entitled to receive a commission on the 
amount of the duties realized by them, and by their respective depu- 
ties on the public account, to such rate as the Governor General in 
Council, or the Vice President in Cenncil. may determine. Provi- 
ded however, that if in any case, the person appoiated to or holdiof; 
the office of collector of the frovernnieot customs, should likewise 
hold the office of collector of the land revenue ; such persm shall 
only be entitled to draw a moiety of the said commission on tbs 
amount of the duties realized. 

XXXV. The deputy c<fnectors of the customs, excepting at 
Calcutta, shall receive a fixed salary, and shall not be entitled to any 
commission on their collections: but those officei^s shall be entitled 
to receive, in all cases, in which seizure may be made hy them, the 
proportion of one-fifth of the prod *e of confiscated foods under 
Clause second. Section XXXIII. 

XXXVI. With a view to provide afainst Che emliczzlemeot of 
the public money, or improper detention of papers or accounts, hv 
native officers in this department, the provisions in Sections XV. 
XVI. XVll. XVlIl. XIX. XX. and XXI of llefulation III. 1794. 
(extended to Benares by Kefulatioo V. 1600.) and Refulatiou 
XXXllf. 1609, exten ted to the conquered provinces by Regulation 
VIII. 1805, are hereby declared to apply to all descriptions of native 
officers who may beenipiuyed under the present Kef illation, and who 
may be entrusted with the receipt of money, or the charge of accounts. 

XXX VII. No collections whatever, either as customs, duties, 
commission, fees or under any other deiinmiiiatioos, shall be levied 
by any of the officers employed at the custom houses or chokies, ex- 
ceptinf such collections as are. or may be authorized by Ihis Refuia- 
lion, or by any other Kefulaiion which shall be hereafter enacted in 
the prescribed manner. 

XXXVIII. Any native officer proved to have been fuilty of a 
breach of the rule contained in the forcfoinf Section, will, of course 
be liable to be dismissed from his employment, under the rules pro- 
vided in such cases hy Refulatioos V, 1604, and Vlll, 1809 Com- 
piaints against native officers employed under the collectors of cus- 
toms for offences of this nature, shall moreover be considered cogni- 
zable by the raafistrates : and any such native officer on beinf con- 
victed before a mafisirate of havinf detained, nr stopped foods in 
any iiiiauthonzed manner; or of havinf exacted, under any plea or 
pretence whatever as present, fee, or other consideration for the pas- 
sage of foods or otberwiic, in violation of the Rcfulations of fo- 
vernroent. shall be deemed fiiilt? of extortion, and be liable to be 
sentenced to pay a fine, not ezeeedinf two hundred rupees, and to 
imprisonment, not ezceediof six months, or to corporal punishment, 
not exceeding thirty rattans, according to the nature and circumstances 
of the case, and the condition lo life of the offender^ and if the fine 
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so adjudged be oot paid, it aball be coromotabia to a furtbor period 
of iniprisooment, not esceeding six inootfas, as provided with respeec 
to other sentences of the magistrate bf Section XIX^ of Rogniaiion 
IX, 1807. The party aggrieved, shall, at the same time, be at liberty 
to prosernte the offender for damagea in the dewanoy adawlut. 

XXXIX AM native persons, not being officers employed by 
government in the collection of the government customs, orauthoriB- 
ed by any regulations to collect customs or duties who shall egaet 
customs, or duties, of any denomiiiatton, on any preleiiee whatsoever, 
whether as principals or agents, shall likewise be deemed guilty ef 
extortion, and on conviction before a magistrate, shall be liable to the 
penalties of fine and imprisonment to the same extent, and with the 
same qualification fur committing the fine to further imprisoomeat, if 
it be not paid as the magistrate is empowered to adjudge agaiosi ua> 
tive officers couvicted of extortion under the preceding Section: and 
the party aggrieved shall in like manner be also at liberty to prosecute 
the offender for damages in the dewanny adawlut; but nothing con* 
tained herein, shall be construed to authorize the magistrate to in- 
flict corporal punishment iu such case, on any ground whatever. 

XL. Regulation Vlll. 1S06. already prescribes certain rules, 
general and special, which are to be observed in regard to all com- 
plaints instituted against the collectors or deputy collectors of the 
government customs, for acts which under the regulations in forco 
may be cognizable in the city, or zillah civil courts. It is hereby 
further provided that in cases in the which Governor General in Cou'u- 
cil under the rule contained in Section III. of that Regulation may or- 
der'ani^' such complaint to he tried iii a city or ziUah court, either as 
a public suit against government, or as a private suitagaiust the parly 
whose acts are complained of, the several rules in force relative to 
suits preferred against collectors of the land revenue in matters in 
which they are in like manner amenable to those courts, shall be ap- 
plied (as far as the same may he applicable to the particular case,) to 
the whole of the proceedings in the suit in question, and to the enforce- 
ment of the .judgment when finally passed: as well as to the appro- 
priiiiiou or disbiir>eineut of the sum orsums which may he adjudged 
in favour of either partv as costs or damages therein. And the Board 
of Ucveiiue and Board of Commissioners respectively shall exercise 
the same discrectionarv power and control in regard to conducting 
the defence of an^r suit, if it be a public suit (as well as iu regard to 
prosecutions which may be instituied at the suit of goveriimeul) and 
to carrying the suit through the diffcreut stages of appeal, if necessa- 
ry, as they wtiuid exercise in the like cases relating to suit connected 
with the land revenue.* 

XLl. The collectors of the government customs are empower- 
ed to propose to the Board of Revenue and Board of Commissioners 
respectively, for the consideraliou of the Governor General m Coun- 
cil, such rules as may appear to them calculated to promote the bet- 
ter collection of the customs' 

XLIl. All the rules in the Regulation, respecting collectors of 
tb.e Government customs, unless where the enutrarj is expressed, shall 
kb considered equally applicable to their deputies. But alt accounts, 
official reports, and communications of the deputies, Shad be traos- 
niitied to the two Boards through the collectors, their immediate su- 
periors, and all propositions for the removal or appointment of the 
native officers attached to the several stations of Meerut, Allahabad, 

Modified by RtgvdtLiioni XVI ^ of 1823 i^d of 1811, 
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Furl^uckabad and Mirzapore, thaU likewise be made through the' 
aanie chauncf (subject) of course to the provisions of Regulations V. 
1804, and VIII, 1809, and be communicated to the Board of Keve- * 
nuc or Board of Commissioners, with the collector's opinion ihereoa. 
Tlie deputy collectors ofcustoms are moreover to pay strict obedience 
to all orders and iustructioiiH they may receive from the collectors, to 
whose a,uthoTity ihey may respectively be subject, provided they he 
not contrary to this or any other Regulation in force at the time. 

MIRZAPORE SPECIAL RULES. 

, . XLIIL First. The following amended rules are to be observ- 
ed 111 the collection of the customs in the Decan trade at the Mundovy 
or mart of Mirzapore. 

Second. The tellashc or search and inspection of the goods im- 
ported by land, by the Decaii beoparries, is to take place on the 
arrival thereof at the south gateway of the Mundovy or mart. 

The import duty to which the goods may be liable under 
Section Xll, is to be paid in proportion as the said beoparries dis- 
pose of the whole, or any part of their investments ; upon which 
rowanuahs for the goods are to be issued in the names of the origi- 
nal importers; moreover, in pursuance of that part of the arrangc- 
n-ient proposed by the Decan merchants and sanctioned by the Go- 
vernor General in Council in December, 1788. which further rcsperls 
the mode of payment of their import duties at Mirzapore ; the de- 
puty collector is authorized to roce>ve one half of the said inipoit 
duty from lh« importers, and the o; /r moiety from the person or 
persons to whom they dispose of su« s goods in the mart, f»;r trans- 
portation and sale beyond its limits, it being understood and stipu- 
lated, that if the Decan importer, instead of selling his goods thus 
brought into the mart, shall choose, in view to a better market, to 
carry them to any place out of the said mart, he is to pay the re- 
maining half of the fixed duty himself, so as to make up the whole 
■ duty to which the goods may be liable under Sec- 

tion XII. 

Fourth. With a further view to the arrommodatinn of the 
Decaii beoparrirs in regard to their exports from the mart of M»r- 
zapore to the Decan, the deputy collector is authorized to grant 
chore cbetties or passes, witb one seal only, instead of rowannahs 
lor ail goods pa<isiiig from the marl of Mirzapore to the Deran, pro- 
vided that such goods shall have been first imported into the mart 
under a rowaniiali, certifying that the prescribed duties have been 
collecled thereon ; or that the prescribed duly shall have been levied 
on their importation into the Mundovy or mart without a rowannah. 
Rut all goods, the prescribed duly on which shall not appear to have 
been once paid, must be cleared out, and he accompanied by a re- 
gular rowannah according to the form heretofore in use, previous 
to their being passed for exportation to the Dccan. 

CALCUTTA SPECIAL RULES. 

XLIV. In addition to the general rules prescribed in this Re- 
gulation, the following special Rules shall be observed in the col- 
lection of the duties direcUd to he levied on imports and experts 
by sea, to and from the port of Calcutta : 

IMPORTS. 

( See also R III. of 1811. ) 

XLV. First. A tide-waiter shall go on board every vessel that 
ay come to anchor in the port of CaTcntta, and enter in his book 
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her name; the nation to which she may belonjir y the name of her 
commander; from wliat port she may have sailed last; and every 
other necessary particulars concerning her. 

Second. The following notification shall be inserted in the 
tide>waiter*s book :*

** To all ceramandcrt and supercargoes of vessels trading to the 
port of Calcutta. « 

You are hereby directed immediately on joiir arrival at this 
port, to transmit to the custom house, a true manifest upon oath of 
all ihe goods and nierchatidize loaded im board of your vessel, spe- 
cifying at what port they were received, and to whom they belong, 
either on account of the owners or on freight, together with their 
marks and numbers, agreeably to the annexed form. You will like- 
wise be pleased to deliver into my office jour pass and other creden- 
tials concerning jour ship, which shall be returned to you after 
they shall have been inspected.

.Fourth. As soon after the arrival of the vessel as niav he prac- 
ticable, the captain master, or supercargo shall deliver in* his luani- 
fcsl at the office ol the collector of the customs and the collector 
or his deputy shall annex the following form of an affidavit to 
the manliest. 

•* A B. (commander or supercargo) ef the ship C. niaketh oath 
and saiih. that the annexed manifest contains, to the best of his 
knowledge and belief, a true and just account of all goad.s and mer- 
chandize imported on the said ship C. at the port of Calcutta.*' 

Fifth. The master or the supercargo shall ifezt proceed to 
swear to his iiianilest before one of the Calcutta justices of the peace, 
and shall rclurii it to the collector of the customs, with a certificate 
from the |»i>lice office, purporting that he has delivered into' that 
office a list of the European sailors in his ship, specifying their names 
and the countries to which they are subject; and has entered into a 
bond not to suffer any of bis crew to come on shore with any kind 
of offensive weapons at any time of the day or night. No merchan- 
dize shall be permitted to be landed from any ship or vessel what- 
ever unlit the above rules shall have been observed ; nor until the

vernmenf been altered - The form of itmnlt be found in the Appendix^ 
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colled or of the cnstoins shall have received from the maater atten- 
dant the copy of a list of all Europeans on hoard, (including the 
name of the commander of the ship or vessel, the names of the officers 
and crew, and of any passengers who may have arrived in her) which 
the commanders are further required to deliver to the pilot under 
whose charge the ship or vessel may have entered the nver. But 
when the above funiis shall have been observed, and the prescribed 
duties shall either have been paid, or sufficient security shall have 
been taken for the amount of them, consisiin<; either of a deposit 
of goods or of Company's paper from the owner or freighters of the 
cargo, they shall he permitted t(* land the goods. 

Sixfh. Nvi fierimsstoii shall be given for the landing of any 
cargo or goods belonging to captains or officers of ships or vessels 
importing at Calcutta, or of any baggage belonging to passengers 
that may come in them, excepting the cargoes, gopds or baggage of 
the persons named in the preceding clause 

Seventh. All goods and packages without exception, imported 
from sea, shall be lauded at the custom house: and if landed or at- 
tempted to be landed at any other place, either clandestinely or 
otherwise, they shall be liable to confiscation. 

Eighth. Particular care shall be taken by the collector of the 
customs, to prevent vessels mooring or lying between the north west 
bastion of the old fori, and the export warehouse wharf, nearer than 
the middle of the stream, and no boats or small cratl, excepting such 
as may be employed in lauding goods are to be allowed to reinaiu 
within the said limits. 

JSTinth. In landing the rargaes of vessels, every separate b\)at 
load siiall be accompanied with a note, addressed to the collector 
of llie customs, specifying the quantity and quality of the goods. 
The collector of the cnstoiiiH shall sign an order on such separate 
note to weigh or examine the goods specified in il, and lo pass thuin. 
No goods shall bo landed without a note or peniiil, and great care 
siialf be taken that no more goods are passed than the qiiaiitily spe- 
cified in the perinil. 

Tenth. When the cargo shall have been lauded, the boat notes, 
or permits mentioned in the preceding ssection. shall be compared 
with the manifest, after which the collector ot the customs shall 
proceed to make out tnlU for the duties dcmandable thereon under 
the several provisions of this Regulation. 

Eleventh. Should any master or supejrcargo of a vessel fail lo 
deliver a loll and true manifest of all the goods imported on his 
vessel, which manifest must exhibit as well the goods laden oti ac- 
count of the master, i»r supercargo, or owner of the vessel ; as the 
goods laden on freight, upon the same being proved to the tatisfac- 
tioii of the Board of Heveime, lo whom the collector of the custon s 
shall HI every instance report the case, the goods not manifesled, if 
landed on account of the master, or owner, shall be subject to 
coiifiseatioii. If landed on freight, the master or supercargo, shall 
be liable to a penalty, not exceeding the value of them. The penalty 
shall be payable immediately, whenever the master or supercargo, 
may be adjudged liable to it, by the Board of Revenue. 

Twelfth. Should the master or supercargo refuse to pay the 
penalty, the Board of Revenue arc authorized lo prohibit any goods 
remaining on hoard of the vessel, from being landed, and further to 
cause a pilot and port clearance to be withbolden from the vessel , 
until the penally shall have been paid. 
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Thirteenth, Provided, that in the case of the Conipany's ships, 
the commanders are not required to insert in their inauiCcHis either 
the ^oods laden on account of the Conipanr, or the ^oods laden 
on the previle^eof their officers, but the officcr>« must severally do*- 
liver manifests of their own ^oods. In the event of any offlrcr of a 
Company's ship nroittiiiv to niauifest any of the i;oods imported on his- 
previle^e, such ji^oods shall be liable to coufiscation. Moreover as-lhe 
manifests which the commander and officers of the Honorable Com* 
pany's ship are required to produce sometimes luclude ^ouds which 
have been already disposed of at intermediate ports, and do not there- 
fore exhibit an exact statement of the piuds. which it is intended to 
enter at the customhouse, the commanders and officers in addition to 
the manifests, shall deliver in to the collector of the customs, an ac- 
count of the goods which they propose to land for sale, and shall 
execute a bond or note engaging to pay within three months the 
duties which will be chargeable upon such gnodc Any articles 
which may not be specified lo this account, shall he liable to coulis- 
cation ill whatever tiiaiiuer they may be landed. 

Fourleenih. Instances having occurred of private goods freight- 
ed on the rompan^'s ships from other ports in India to Reiigal, be- 
ing omitted to be manifested at the custom house, the coiniuanders 
of the Company’s ships are hereby required to lake notice, that all 
such goods must be luanifekted at the custom house, and that in fai- 
lure thereof, the goods will be liable to coiitiscation. 

Fifteenth. The amount of the pecuniary penalties which may 
be levied under the rule contained iii Clause Eleventh, shall he di- 
V dtfd 111 the same maimer as the value of cunfi«icated goods is direct- 
ed to be divided in Clause Second, Section XXXIll. of this Regu- 
lation. 

XLVI. The duties on manifc«ts shall be Hnally settled by the 
collector of the customs, without any rcfereiicc to the Board of 
Revenue. 

XLVII, The duties shall be lieved at the rales specified in Sec- 
tions Xll. and XIII. of this Regulation, and must he paid within 
the period of three months from the date of the affidavit annexed to 
the manifest ; in default of which, the deposit which ma^ have been 
made of goods, or government securities, under Clause Filth, hec- 
tion XLV. shall become forfeited to the Conipauj. 

XLVIll. First, The following rules are to he considered in 
force for determiuitig the value of goods imported by sea, whether 
on British or foreign hottoius 

Sreond. The original invoices or bills of all goods imporleil in- 
to Calcutta by nea, or from the foreign seltleineiils, shall be produced 
to the collector of the customs, and, excepting in the caneH where it 
is otherwHe directed in this Section, the duties shaii be rettlcd upon 
the amount thereof. If any additional per centage is prescribed, such 
per cenlagc shall added to the amount of the Invoice ol Bills, and 
the duties shall be settled at the aggregate. 

Third. If the original invoice or bills sHail not he produced to 
the collector: or if he shall see cause to suspect that the invoices or 
bills produced, do not shew the true prime cost o( the goods, by 
which is to be understood their prune cost in the coiiiiiry of whirh 
they may be the produce or maniifaciure ; in either case, the duly 
shall be settled on the Calcutta price at the time of llieir importa- 
tion ; adding thereto the prescribed per ceulage, where any is pre- 
scribed. 

Fourth. Moreover, whenever goods are passed on deposit, (he 
origiual invoices or bilU shall remaiu in the custom house, and shall 
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nqt be surrendered until the whole of the {^oods shall have been clear* 
ed out, and all accounts of duty on them finally adjusted ; and if no 
invoices or bills be produced, and the deposit be regulated under the 
provisions of the fore^oin^ clause by the Calcutta price of the ^oods ; 
the proprietor must give his assent in writing to that valuation, pre* 
viously to the deposit being rereived. 

Fifth. The duty shall be levied on the investments of the Cap- 
tains and the officers of the Honorable Company's ships and on alt 
goods whatever belonging to individuals imported from England, on 
the Honorable Company's or other British ships; on the price of 
the goods specified in the invoice, or in the cases specified in Clause 
Third, upon the Calcutta price, without any addition to such price. 

Sixth. British ships importing at the foreign settlements, shall 
pay duties in the same manner as if they imported at Calcutta. 

Seventh. An advance of fifteen per ceut. shall be added to the 
invoice of goods, the produce or iiiauufactiire of the Coromandel 
coast; and the duties shall be levied in the aggregate. 

Kighih. The duty on goods from China, siiall be levied with an 
advance on the invoice price of thirty per cent. 

JVsitIb. The duties on indigo whether on importation or export- 
ation, shall be settled on a fixed valuation of one hundred sicca ru- 
pees per factory inaund. 

Tenth. The duty leviable under this Regulation on spirits of 
whatever kind iiuported by sea in casks, (Batavia arrack excepted) 
shall be calculated on the fixed price of thirty pounds sterling per 
pipe. A deduction of ten per cent for 'eakage will he allowed how- 
ever as heretofore, provided the collei 'fs shall he satisfied, that the 
casks have uot been filled up previous) v to their leaving the ship or 
after being landed. But, if ullages nr parts of casks are filled up, 
prior to the spint.s or liquors contained in them being passed, the 
casks shall be gauged, and the dutv shall he levied without any ile- 
cluction on the actual q'laulity. No deduction shall be allowed after 
the casks shall have been removed from the wharf. 

Eleventh. 'I'he duty on Batavia arrack shall continue to be set- 
tled at the rate of sicca rupees fifty- five per leager. 

Twelfth* T%e duttfg ow the Tiirgnes of Portuguese ships., importing 
from Macao, shall be levied ogreeaMy to the account sales in cases in 
which the owners shall sef use to deliver the account sales, end also, in 
rases in which the collector shall suspect that an account sale does net ex- 
hibit a true statement of the sales an advance of forty per rent, on the 
prime cost of goods shall be added, and the duties shall be levied on the 
segregate. 

Thirteenth. The duties an the cargoes of American vessels, import- 
ing from places to the westward of the Cape of Good Hope, excepting 
suehjiart thereof as shall be the produce of America, shall be levied at 
the satne rate, as the duties on the cargoes of Vessels importing from 
Europe; and the duties on the cargoes of American Vessels, importing 
from places within the limits of the Company' s exclusive trade shall be 
levied at the same rate as upon the cargoes of British vessels importing 
from places within the said limits. 

Fourteenth. The duties on such part of the cargoes of American 
vessels as shall he the produce of America, shall be levied on the account 
sales of the goods duly attested. 

Fifteenth An advance of sixty per cent shall he added to the prime 
cost of all goods or articles, imported from Europe, or elsewhere, on 
vessels under foreign colours ; ( with the exception of Portuguese ships

LVf. Precious stones, though exempt from duty, must never- 
theJess, whether un importation Or exportation be entered at the cus- 
tom bouse, and their value be staled under a penalty of ten per cent, 
on the value at which they may be estimated, after due enquiry bj 
the custom master 

LVll. COPPER, and all other goods imported from Madras* 
or any other of the Company’s presidencies, with a certihcate, spe- 
cifying that such copper or goods have been taken from the govern- 
ment of that presidency in payment of advances due on contracts 
with the Company, or have been purchased at the Company’s ware- 
houses, shall pass duty free. Bnt to avoid any misconstruction of 
this rule, it is declared, that certificates of goods having paid the im- 
port duty at the other presidencies are not to entitle the goods to any 
exemption from duty, unless they should expressly contain one or the 
other of the above specifications. 

LVIll. The importers of goods landed expressly for re-ex- 
portation or trans-shipped in port, are nevertheless to pay or deposit 
security for the import duties in the same manner as if the goods had 
been destined for the markets of this country. Should the com- 
manders of the Honorahle Company’s ships or others, be desirous 
however of landing stores or other articles in Calcutta, merely fur 
temporary purposes without any view to a sale of such stores or arti- 
cles, they shall have the option of either paying or depositing secu- 
rity for the import duties thereon as ove prescribed ; or of landing 
them, free of duty, upon making an t^pphcatiori for that purpose to 
the collector of the customs, provified that, in the latter case they 
shall, at the same time, enter into a bond or note to the colfector, 
engaging to pay double duties on a)l such stores or articles, (and 
which shall he entered at the custom hou.se expressly for re-exporta- 
tion,) unless they shall he re-shipped on the same vessel within the 
period of three months, from the date of their being landed. 

L1X- Excepting in the cases of parcels or necessaries from Eu- 
rope, which the custom master is to pass at the own discretion, no 
person or persons shall be exempted from the payment of duties to be 
levied by this Regulation, without the special orders of the Governor 
General in Council. In case, in which the Governor General in 
Council may deem it to be proper to grant au exemption from the 
estanlished duties to individuals, the custom master will be furnish- 
ed with special <irders regarding such exemption

LXII. The dutf on exports excepting incases where it maj 
be otherwise herein directed, shall be levied on the Calcutta Market 
price of the goods exported, deducting one-tenth therefrom.

Should the collector of the customs have reason to 
suspect any hale of piece goods not to correspond with the chellaun, 
he shall sumiiiou the shipper, and in his presence, should he think 
fit to attend, cause the goods to be examined by the Company's ex- 
aminer and appraiser of piece goods, who, should they appear to him 
rated below the Calcutta market price, shall proceed to appraise 
them by that price according to the best of his judgment ana cer- 
tify his appraisement in writing under his signature, to the collector 
of customs, who shall assess the goods agreeably to this appraise- 
ment, deducting one tenth as above directed.

LXXVl. It is to be observed as an invariable rule not to admit

cation for a port clearance. Nor in any case after the purl clearauce 
shall have been taken out.

Third. It is to be understood that the articles enumerated in 
the preeediii" classes are to be subjected to the payment of the duly 
specified therein, only on their beins' imported into the several cities 
and towns before mentioned, for sale, store, or consumption, within 
■iirh cities or towns; and that they are not to be subjected to any 
town duty, on their transit or passa^'e throiii^h one city or town, 
when proceeding- to another city, or t ctn, or place. ’ 

IV. The town duties established oy this Regulation, (excepting 
in the city of Calcutta) shall be let in farm periodically, under the 
auperinteiideuce of the collectors of the land revenue, subject to the 
control of the Board of Revenue and Board of Commissioners, jn 
the provinces under their respective authorities or collected bv such 
officers on the part of the said collectors, as the Board of Revenue 
and Hfiard of Commissioners may with the approbation of govern- 
ment direct. In the former ca^e, the leases shall be for the period 
of twelve months or longer at the discretion of those Boards ; and 
proposals shall be previously invited by public advertisements, ac' 
cording to the forms usually observed in inviting proposals for the 
farm of lands. 

V. All proposals for farming the town duties shall be reported 
to the Board, to whose authorities the collector may be subject; 
and those only shall be accepted which may be approved by the 
Board, subject to the final confirioatiou of Government. 

VI. The proposal must be accompanied with good and soflici- 
•nt security for the due payment of the amount to be engaged for, 
into the collector’s treasury by equal monthly instalments. * 

VII. When the security specified in the preceding Section shall 
have been entered into by the farmer, whose proposals shall have re- 
ceived the confirmation »f the Board, a sunnud or purwana shall be 
granted to him, under the official seal and signature of the collector, 
authorizing the farmer to levy the town duty specified in Section

that if the duties on grain should be suspended by order of government, at 
anytime within the period of my lease, a remission shall he gi anted ta 

me on that account, at tke rate of sicca rupees per month, for 

so long as the suspension shall continue, t further hereby bind myself 
stricUy to adhere to the several rules and restrictions preserHed in tho 
said Regulation, for my guidance, in levying the town du'y specified 
therein; and to forfeit three times the amount of arty duties. f*es, or eat* 
lections of any denomination ; which may be exacted, either by mysef, 
or by any persons employed by me, from individuals, beyond the authorial 
od rates, in addition to any other penalties which the Regulation before* 
tneni toned may prescribe. 

VIII. The farmer shall collect the town duties, at certain fixed 
stations on the public roads, or avenues, leading to the town or citv 
ill such manner as to comprehend the suburbs thereof, and all 
jrahges and bazars, within a circle of two coss rr>iind the town or 
citv. ^ The line of demarcation as herein presenhcMl, shall he fixed hf 
the collector, at each of the cities and towns specified in Section HI. 
(Calcutta excepted,) immediately on receipt of this Rcviilalion. and 
shall be notified to the magistrate for his informal ion. A notificati* 
on thereof shall also be published, in the ciitcherrics of the mavis- 
trate and collector, for general iofonnatiou. 

IX. First. The articles of beetleuiit, oil and ^ugar, being li- 
able both to the government customs and town duty, the farmer 
will of course be at liberty to collect the prescribed duly on those 
articles, whether they he accompanied with a rowannah or not; pro- 
vided they be imported for sale, store, or ceusiiinption. 

Second. The article of salt, not being salt purchased at the 
Company's sales, beiag likewise subject both to the government cus- 
toms and town duties, ill and above the province of Uenare&; the 
farmer of the town duties at the city of Benares and at the towns of 
Agrah, Furruckahad, Allahabad, Bareill\, Mirzapore, Goruckpore« 
Baoda, Cawnpore, Myiiporee Coel, ISIoradahad. and Meerut, wilt 
in like roauiier be at liberty to collect the prescrll}r,il duty on that 
article with the exception above slated; whether it, be accompanied 
with a rowannah or not, in case it be importeil for sale, or tor con- 
sumption ; provided however, that nothing cootaiiied in this Uegiila* 
tion shall be construed to authorize the levy of anv duty on salt of 
any description on its importation into any of the following cities or 
towns, viz. Calcutta. Moorsbedabad. Patua, Dacca, Midnapore, 
Bordwan, Hooghly, Kishsennagur. Jessore, Nallore, Dioapore, Go- 
milla, Islamabad, Nusseerabad, tluogporc, Poorneab, Sylbel, Bogle* 
pore, Mozufferpore, Chuppra, Arra and Gya. 
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X. Firtt All arliclei, liable to the iD-vn duties* 'ebal I, 

the exception specified in the enBuinjr Oiauee*} be 'valued at their 
current prices, and a table of rates shall be formed bj tbe collector, ^ 
ence in the year, or for the period of the lease ; upon which the 
farmer shall regulate his collections. The farmer shall be furnished 
with a copy of this table, under the signature of tbe collector*, and 
attested copies shall also be fixed up at the culcherriea of tbe magis* 
trate collector. ' 

Second. Grain, viz. (cleaned rice, wheat and barley,) shall be 
rated permaneuliy at one Calcutta sicca rupee per maund, of pighty 
Calcutta sicca weight l<> the seer ; in the husk, or paddy, at eight 
annas per maund. Tlie merchant shall be moreover at Itberly, (ex- 
cepting in rases in which the dut} may be levied by a public officer 
of government, when it is at wavs to be paid in money ) to pay the 
duty in money or in kind, indifiVrently, at his uplinn. that is one 
seer in each riiannd. tir eight giindahs in money, upon the article^ of 
grain first meiihoned, and one seer in each maund. or four gundabs 
in moiier, iifiou paddy; equivalent in both cases, to two and a half 
per rent. 

XI. The Governor General in Council, or Vice President in 
Council, shall he at lilwriy to suspend hv an order in Council, the 
collection of (he duties on grain, where%er it shall be judged expedi- 
ent, and (he farmer will accordingly specify in his proposals, the 
monthly rale of reiiiisaioit expected by him in the event of the duty 
on all or aii% of the .sorts of the grain, viz. rice (whether cleaned or 
in the hu-k,) whea\ barley, doll, grai < and boot**, on which a duty 
is lu be collected lu virtue of Scctioa i . .. of tbi.s Itegiilaiiun being 
Biispeiided. 

Xll* The farmer shall mainlaiii (he nece.ssary estahlishmdnl of 
weighiiieii, lint shall not be at liberty to collect any kyally or other 
dostoory on this account, 

Xin. Gram or other articles shall not he detained by (he 
fanner, for the purpose of being weighed or meted ; nor or any other 
pretence lievoiid Iwenty-foiir hours; under penalty o i his forfeiting 
three times the amount of the duty demanded by him* 

XIV The fanner mav. if he thinks proper, establish golahs, 
in convenient siniations, for warehousing grain or other bulky arli' 
cles; and may charge such rent for the use of the golahs, as may be 
agreed upon with the merchant ; but the farmer shall not he at liber- 
ty, to compel the merchant, in any case, to make use of such golahs 
against his iridination. 

XV. Should the merchant and farmer agree mutually on a 
compromise of the duties, on articles; to he imported hy tbe latter 
during a given period, without weighing the arliclcs, the parties shall 
be at liberty to make such compromise. 

XVt. Should shopkeepers (venders of sweetmeats and others) 
think proper to comproiniiie with the farmer for the payment of a 
fixed monthly sum, instead of paying the import duly on the articles 
sold by them, the parlies shall be at liberty to make such compro- 
mise hv mutual agreement. 

XVII. The monthly instalments conformably to the farmer’s 
engagement, are to be discharged with punctuality, hy payment of 
the amount into the treasury of the collector, on or before the tenth 
day of each successive month, and the collectors are regularly to 
give their receipts for such payments, under their official seals and 
signatures, in the event of the payment of an instalment being delay- 
ed beyoud the period before-mentioned, the collector is to proceed 
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sgAinst Ihe farmer And hi* fecurity for the recovery of ttie amount 
doe, with interest at Ihe rate of one per cent, per mensem, from Ibo 
, date on which the arrear became due until it he discfaarfTod, by the 
same process as is proscribed for the recovery of an arrear of revenue,. 
Moreover, if at any time the farmer shHtild tail m balance to tlm 
amount of three successive instalments, the Bi'ard of Uevenue or 
Board of Coniniissiouers respectively, shall he at liWeriy to anuiil the 
lease, (reiMirlitig: the same for the luforinatiun of {ri,veriiment,) aild 
may either <rraut a new lease lo some other person, who may he will- 
in<r to encase for the remainder <»f the term ; or may direct the col- 
lection of the duty to be made by the rolleetor. The Board of Re- 
venue and Board of Commissi oners are moreover respectively em- 
powered, whenever they niai not approve of the terms ottered for thn 
farm of the town duties, or may he ol opinion, that it is not advisa- 
ble to let them in farm; to direct the collector to levy the pre- 
scribed duties by means of his own Otticers. In the above mentiuHed 
cases, aud in all rases where any intervaii may occur, either at the 
conimeiiceoieiii of the year, or at any oiher period, diirii*^ which 
the coilectio:. of the town duties may not have been aclnaliy com- 
mitted to a farmer;, the collector of the land revenue shall levy the 
prescribed duties, in the same manner, and nniUr Ihe same restric- 
tions, as are provided by this Ke^ulaliuu for Ihe guidance of Ihe 
farmer. 

XVIII. In the event of a farmer’s lea«e being annulled under 
the provisions <if the precediiog Section, ail coiiipromises which he 
may iiave eiiiered into with merchants under the option given to the 
parties hy Sections XV, and XVI are tii be considered vi»iil, unless 
renewed liy the farmer engaging for the iinexpired part of the term ; 
or by the collector if the collection be held Knas. 

XfX. Any individual who, upon a siimmury enquiry before 
the collector, shall appear to have imported clandestinely articles lia- 
ble to the town duties, without having paid those duties, shall be ad- 
judged to pay a forfeit to the farmer, or (if the c>>Uectic}ii of duty 
be made by the collector.) a fine lo govern meiil. of three times the 
amount of the duties which would have been demandable in the first 
instance: and the collectors shall proceed in both cases, to levy the 
amount of the penalty if it he not iramcdialely discharged, hy dis- 
training the personal property of the individual, against whom it 
may have been adjudged, observing the several rules and restrictions 
prescribed by the Regiilatious, in a regard to distraints fur arrears of 
rent. 

XX. No article whatever shall be liable lo the town duty, 
which IS not expressly declared lo be so, by this ur some fuiiire Re- 
gulation. Moreover, to prevent the vexatious interniptioii of pas- 
sengers on pretence of search ; as well as hara'i'.i ug demands, and ex- 
actions upon individuals, who iu coining into cities or towns upon 
their occasional business, may happen to have about their persons, 
any of the articles enumerated in Section 111- iii small quantities lor 
their own immediate use or consumption ; il is hereby declared, that 
no duty whatever shall be collected or demaniied upon any of the 
said enumerated articles in such cases : that is to say, when Ihe 
quantity of the article in the possession of the individual, may be so 
inconsiderable as to be evidently intended f*«r the purposes above 
specified ; and not for sale or store, nor amounting to a load or 
burthen. 

XXI. Any fairer, collector, or person in charge of the col* 
lection of the town duty, who in contravebtiun of the preceding rule* 
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sh»U lev; tliesmtf] dui; ii|»fi« may mrtiele ii«t e^tepelj declared lia- 
ble tbereto, or whiob ma; be excepted therefrodft for the reason a- 
bovc stated ; sball on proof of the factv at the suit of the part; 
grtevcd, be subjected to a tine of three times the ao ount of the duty 
SkO collected b; him: in addition to such costs aird damages, as may 
be awarded against him, on a consideration of the injury sustained 
b; the coniplaiuant, the illegal detention of an; article not liable to 
the town duly, «>u aii) pretence whatever, although no doty be ac- 
tually levied, shall moreover be punishable by fine according to the 
circumstances ol the case, in a sum not exceeding five hundred ru- 
pees; 111 addition to the costs and damages which may be adjudged 
to the party suing therein. 

XXIl. The collector is empowered to hear all complaints 
which may be preferred against the fanner, for any acts committed 
b; him, or b; the persons employed b; him, incurring the penalties 
specilied in the preceding Section; or to Section Xlll. of this Uc- 
gulation; and to award payment of the said penalties, with costs and 
damages to the party aggrieved, upon a summary etiijuiry. The col- 
lector IS also empowered generally to hear all complaints of undue 
exactions by the farmer or his servants ; and on proof thereof, to 
award to the complainant upon a snmmary enquiry, three times the 
amount of the duties collected beyond the atirhonzed rates. The 
collector's order tu all such cases, shall be eiifiirced against the farmer 
by the same process as is prescribed in the existing Uc'giilations for 
the recovery of an arrear of revenue. 

XXni. If cither party should i. dissatisfied with any order 
passed by a collector, adjudging any of .he penalties specified in the 
three preceding Sections, agaiii-st any individual at the suit of the 
farmer; or vice versa, on the complaint of any indi\idiial against 
the farmer, or his servunts; such party fhtffi be at liberty to institute 
a suit ill ihe dewanuy adawlnt for damages, on account of auy in- 
jury he may deem himself tu have sustained thereby ; but the institu- 
tion of such suit, shall not prevent the execution of the order passed 
by the collector as above directed ; nor ol any process ot distraint 
which he may issue under the provision of ^Section XIX. 

XXIV. Complaints against Ihe collectors, for any unauthoriz- 
ed exaction or demand made by them ; or for issuing any unwarrant- 
able process of distraint during any period when the collection of 
the town duties may be under their own direct management and not 
iiuder that of a farmer: or f«»r any act whatever which may be re- 
pugnant to this Kegulalioii, or any future Regulation for the col- 
lection of the town duties; shall be received, tried, and deter- 
mined, according to the same rules as are prescribed by the exist- 
ing Regulations, for receiving, trying and determining complaints 
against the same olficers in regard to matters connected with their 
duties as collectors of the land revenue. It is moreovrr hereby 
declared, that in all instances when the collection of the town du- 
ties shall be made by the collector ; the provisions of Section 

, XXXVIII. Hegiilatioii IX, ISio, shall be considered applicable 
to all native otiicers employed undey him ; who may be guilty of 
levying any unauthorised exaction in contravention of the rules 
contained in Section XX. of this Regulation. 

XXV. As a remuneration to the collectors of the land revenue 
,for iheir trouble in executing the several additional trusts herein 

cotuniitted to them ; they shall be entitled to receive such conunis- 
tion on the net amount of the collections actually realized, as govern- 
ment may fix, whether the d'nties be farmed or be held kbas.

grant a receipt of their number to the proprietors of them. 

The Sub Export Ware house Keeper will also adopt immediate 
measures of forwarding them to the ships .on which they are to be 
laden, at the risk however of the proprietor. 

In the event of persons desiring to ship their own Baggage, tfiey 
will on application to the Sub. Export Ware-house Keeper, on the 
Commander of the ship they may be about to proceed on, be furnish- 
ed with printed forms of application, which they are required to fill 
up as directed therein and forwarded to the Sub 'Export Ware-house 
Keeper, who will cause the solid contei U of the Baggage therein de- 
scribed to be ascertained and grant ai< rder to the Comniaudcr of 
the ship on which they may have eiiga*.' od their passage for Ihc recep- 
tioa of the same on board" 

The Public are hereby informed that the rommanders of the 
I^onorable Gompany*s ships are not only positively prohibited from 
receiving on hoard of their ships anv Baggage, except under an order 
from the Sub. Export Ware- house Keeper or any Officer of the Ware- 
house, but held also responsible for the consequence of taking any 
Baggage in excess of the authonxed <|uaiiiity, and made to pa^ freight 
for excess so taken at such rate as the Honorable Court of Directors 
may deem proper. 

No Baggage in excr*«fi of the allowance above slated can be per- 
iniMed to be shipped without previous reference to the Board of 
Trade, wh<i will transmit such application for the consideration of 
the Governor General in Council. 

Each person whose Baggage may be shipped through the Export 
Ware house, will be permitted on his final departure, to lake with 
him a small Trunk a.i<' an Escriitoir tinder his own custody, 

Ti» meet the cmitingeat expences of the Baggage Department 
of the Export Ware-house, the following fee simil he levied from the 
parties on tihlaining from the prnperOfficer a receipt for their tlaggage. 

A fee at the rate of Sirca Rupees SO per ton of 5«i Cubical feet 
an Baggage shipped thiough the Export W'arc house,, 

A fee at the rate of Sicca Rupees 16 per ton of 50 Cubical feet 
on Baggage shipped by the proprietors themselves. 

No Package will be received without a direction, and unless the 
name of the ship to which it is to be sent, be distinctly written upon it. 

Baggage if left to be shipped through the Export Ware-house^ 
will be sent on board without any additional expence to the par'ies, 
fbut it will, from the date of delivery at the Export Ware-house, re- 
maih pi the entire risk of (he proprietors.

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ABSTRACT of the Regulations in force for the Colleetifia 
of the Customs in Ceylon, 


The Duties on Goods importeil and exported in British 
Vessels are in general levied according to rates stated 
in certain Tables herewith published, being collected irom 
the several Regulations relative to this branch of revenue. 
In the instances of articles not enumerated in those 
Tables, the importer shall produce iiis Invoice, and shall 
he charged duty on the value at the rate of 5 pet 
Cent on goods the produce of Europe and at the late 
ot 10 per Cent on other goods imported in British vessels, 
and 7 ^ & 15 per Cent on goods imported in Foreign 
ressHs, 

Where no Invoice exists, or that produced is suspected, 
the VolWetor shall appraise the goods at his discretion. 
If the owner he diissatislied, three appraisers, one to 
he appointed by the Collector, another [>y the owner 
and they two to chof'se a third, are to value the goods, 
and the decision of two of them is linal. 

Gotten cloths, except those imported »Vorn Great Britain 
•r Ireland and Nankeens, are assorted hy tiic importer, 
and if the ( ustorn House Olficers are not satisfied with 
llio assortment, it is reicrred to tliree arhitrators. one 
named bv the Collector, the second by the importer, and 
liicy two to ciioose the third, and their decision is final, 
!t the importer has put more than a third of any particular 
portion of Ills tdoth into an inferior class, .^he shall 
be liable to pay double duty, huch clotn as is to pay 
advalorem, is to be appraised by . tlie Government ap- 
praiser at its price in this market, subject to rclcrence 
to appraisers chosen as above mentioned. 

Where duty is ascertained from Tables, or by ai- 
scssnient on appraised value, if llie goods are iutported 
in Foreign vessels, one half moie is to be added to 
the rate txceptipg it ohall be raadt appear by tha Mastec^ 
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tc. of sneli foreign vessel that at the Ports of ^ the 
Country to which such Vessel belongs, similar articles 
iC exportecl in British vessels are only liable the same 
rates ol duty as if exported in vessels belonging to the 
said ( ountry. 

Goods expnrteil in Foreign vessels* are liable to a 
duty of eight per Cent advalorem over and above tlie 
duties on ^such goods when exported in British vessels; 
unless it shall he pioved that no higher duty is levied 
in the Ports of the ( onntry to whicii a Koreign vessel 
belongs on such articles, when imported in a British vessel, 
than wlu'ii imported in the Vessels of that country itself. 

Foreign vessels ran only import from or export to 
Ports belonging to tiie Country to which the vessel belongs. 

Neither ttnl’sh or vessels may bring from 

any loreign CouiUry, artirles composed of Cotton, 
Steel, Iron, or Wool of foj ign mamitacture. 

Npiriti may he warcho »scd without payment of 
warehouse duty as long as convenient. 

And bo le-exjmrlcd 0!i payment of one tenth of the 
import diitv. 

No spirits can be removed for Island consumption, 
or exjjortcil but in the same Packages as imported ; 
and remain nt tlie risk of ihc importer while in the 

Custom House. 

In ease of goods a Hedged to he damaged durin*? 
the voyage snd afier simpment at the port of Export, 
the Collector of Customs heiiig first satisfied that the 
damage did so occur, is to view the same, or on the 
request of the importer to cause the same to be inspected 
by two' ii'diiferer.t persons, whom the C ollector may 
select ; and on such view or inspection to frame a 
report of t!ic (piantum of {lainage, on which, the same being 
approved by the Commissioner of llevenue, a proportionate 
abatemont of duties may take place 

No Goods shall be lauded until the Ship’s papers 
and a full iManil'est ot goods on board are lodged at 
the Custom House. i 
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Ii‘ut tfie Certificake of Registry or Sea Pass of Vqi- 
fifls of or exceeding 350 Tons burthen, need not bo 
lodged at the Custom House, but must be exhibited 
to and examined by the ( ollertor of Customs; and tiio 
Master of siich Vessel must, previous to tny goods being 
landed for Trade, enter into bond to the King, in a 
sum not exceeding Throe Thousand Hi\ Dollais, for the 
due observance of the Regulations For the Customs and 
the duties of the Fort, in respect to the Vessel and all 
goods therein impoited or to be exporitMl in' her. '* he 
bond to be cancelled on the Port Clearance being taken 
out previous to the^ vessel quirting the Fort. 

No Goods may be exported Horn the Island for 
Trade on vessels not regtilnily entered at tlic t*ort. 

Goods exported or atteurpted to he cn ported coj.trary 
to this rule are to be conliscatcd and owner liable to 
a line -of double tlie value. 

If it. shall appear, that any goods Itave been on 
b(»ard, not mentioned in the manifcit. eitiier b\ search 
(which Custom tioiise Otfieers are auFioiized to make) 
or otherwise, the C oinmander or principal persons on 
board who cave in the unnil'cst, slull be liable to a 
penalty equal to the value of such goods, to be asrer- 
tiiincd by appraisement; and the goods i\ landed are 
liable to double duty. 

All Doneys and coasting vessels belonging to f'eylon, 
arc to be registered in the CusTom House of the Dis- 
trict 'to> which they hcbuig. 

The Register to be kept agreeable to forms furnished 
by Governmeirf. 

The owner to provide hiiiis^lf with a Certificate of 
hVgistrv, to be kept on boaid the Dnney always, ex- 
cept when she is in port, at whicli time it is to be 
lodged in the (. iisf' m House.

30 Tons, must have a Sea Pass under the Governor’s

Any Warehoused gotxls, embezzled or fraudulently 
and clandestinely removed, or hid, shall with the Packages 
be forfeited ; a'ul may be seized by any Officers of 
the t'ustoms, and the petson biding, or removing, aiding, 
or assisting, or knowingly receiving the same is subjected 
to the same penalty as if the goods bad been fraudulently 
landed or removed without payment of duty.
